Samples  of  the  powder  were  distributed  to  46  students, 
and  17  reports  were  sent  in  for  examination 

All  of  our  correspondents  were  successful  in  detecting 
potassium.  The  failures  in  the  detection  of  the  other  con- 
stituents of  the  powder  were :  Lead,  2 ;  hydrochloric-acid 
radical,  3 ;  f errocyanic-acid  radical,  2 ;  water,  8. 

Although  a  comparatively  simple  example  of  its  kind,  this 
month's  exercise  presented  some  of  the  difficulty  not  in- 
frequently met  with  in  mixtures  containing  cyanides,  ferro- 
cyanides,  &c.  Mixtures  of  this  description  often  require 
special  treatment — such,  for  example,  as  heating  with  concen- 
trated sulphuric  acid,  in  order  to  decompose  the  organic 
matter  present,  before  the  examination  for  the  majority  of 
the  metallic  elements  is  proceeded  with.  Special  methods 
of  examination  for  the  acid  radicals  must  also  be  employed 
in  some  cases.  In  the  present  instance  the  points  which 
demanded  particular  care  ]  were  the  testing  for  chloride 
and  cyanide  in  the  known  presence  of  ferrocyanide  and  the 
avoidance  of  some  confusion  owing  to  the  slight  decomposi- 
tion of  the  powder,  with  the  production  of  a  blue  liquid, 
when  it  was  treated  with  hot  hydrochloric  acid.  The  small 
quantity  of  iron  which  nearly  all  of  our  correspondents  noted 
in  the  systematic  examination  for  metallic  radicals  was  due  to 
this  slight  decomposition. 

There  were  only  one  or  two  students  who  took  any  steps  to 
destroy  the  ferrocyanic  radical  before  entering  upon  the 
systematic  analysis,  but,  in  spite  of  the  omission  of  this 
(sometimes  indispensable)  precaution,  accurate  or  nearly 
accurate  estimates  of  the  composition  of  the  mixture  were 
arrived  at  in  a  number  of  cases.  Conclusive  proof  of  the 
absence  of  cyanide  and  of  the  presence  of  chloride  was 
neither  sought  nor  obtained,  however,  so  frequently  as  might 
have  been  looked  for.  How  such  proof  might  be  arrived  at 
furnished  material  for  thought  and  for  the  exercise  of  some 
ingenuity  on  the  part  of  our  correspondents,  and  for  the 
present,  at  least,  we  shall  leave  these  points  as  problems  to 
ponder.  How  to  distinguish  between  iron  present  originally 
as  metallic  radical  and  iron  making  its  appearance  as  metallic 
radical,  but  originally  present  as  a  constituent  of  the  ferro- 
cyanic-acid  radical,  also  remained  as  a  problem  unsolved  by 
some  students. 

We  may  here  note  a  point  with  respect  to  the  behaviour  of 
silver  ferrocyanide  which  is  of  considerable  analytical  im- 
portance, and  regarding  which  we  recommend  students  to 
make  a  few  experiments.  When  silver  nitrate  is  added  to  a 
solution  of  potassium  ferrocyanide,  a  nearly  white  precipitate 
of  silver  ferrocyanide  is  produced,  and  on  adding  dilute 
nitric  acid  this  precipitate  remains  undissolved.  If  excess 
of  ammonia  is  now  added  to  the  mixture,  the  precipitate 
usually  dissolves  completely  or  nearly  so,  notwithstanding 
that  silver  ferrocyanide  is  practically  insoluble  in  ammonia 
— a  fact  which  may  be  easily  ascertained  by  preparing  some 


of  it  by  precipitation  as  above,  filtering  it  off,  washing 
it,  and  then  treating  it  with  ammonia.  The  difference 
of  behaviour  of  the  silver  ferrocyanide  in  the  two  cases 
appears  to  depend  upon  its  insolubility  in  ammonia  solution 
alone,  while  it  dissolves  in  ammonia  solution  which  contains 
a  considerable  proportion  of  ammonium  or  other  nitrate. 
The  bearing  of  this  point  upon  the  examination,  by  the  aid 
of  silver  nitrate  and  ammonia,  of  a  ferrocyanide  which  is 
supposed  to  be  mixed  with  a  chloride,  is  obvious. 

The  reddish  precipitate  which  a  number  of  students 
noticed  on  first  adding  hydrogen  sulphide  to  the  hydro- 
chloric-acid solution  of  the  original  powder,  was  a  chloro- 
sulphide,  intermediate  in  composition  between  lead  chloride 
and  lead  suphide.  It  was  converted  into  a  black  precipitate 
of  lead  sulphide  by  the  action  of  excess  of  hydrogen 
sulphide. 

The  large  proportion  of  students  who  failed  to  detect  the 
liberation  of  water  when  the  powder  was  gently  heated  in  a 
dry  tube  was  a  noteworthy  feature  of  this  as  of  many 
previous  exercises.

To  Correspondents. 

Fred.  Watt. — Note  that  the  property  of  being  attracted  by  a. 
magnet  is  not  a  distinctive  character  of  iron :  nickel  and  cobalt, 
are  also  magnetic.  Much  caution  must  be  exercised  in  drawing 
conclusions  regarding  the  acid  radicals  originally  present  in  a. 
mixture,  from  the  results  of  experiments  performed  on  portions  of 
the  mixture  after  fusion  with  sodium  carbonate,  as  this  latter 
operation  may  give  rise  to  far-reaching  changes. 

Meconic. — Hydrochloric  acid  (but  not  chlorine)  was  a  product 
of  the  action  of  sulphuric  acid  upon  the  powder.  We  would  again 
advise  you  to  employ  sodium  hydrogen  tartrate  in  preference  to 
tartaric  acid  when  testing  for  potassium. 

Photo.— In  applying  the  test  (depending  upon  the  formation  of 
ammonium  thiocyanate)  for  the  presence  of  hydrocyanic  acid  in 
the  gas  liberated  by  the  action  of  sulphuric  acid  upon  the  powder 
it  was  necessary  to  use  yellow  ammonium  sulphide,  and  not  the 
colourless  reagent.  The  sulphur  of  the  thiocyanate  is  obtained 
from  the  ammonium  disulphide  to  which  the  yellow  reagent  owes 
its  colour. 

W.  P.  Anderson.— Although  you  do  not  appear  to  have  observed 
the  fact,  both  hydrochloric  acid  and  carbonic  oxide  were  evolved 
when  the  powder  was  heated  with  concentrated  sulphuric  acid. 
Perhaps  you  did  not  raise  the  temperature  sufficiently  to  get  any 
carbonic  oxide  given  off. 

Amplum. — After  removing  the  precipitated  lead  chloride,  you 
found  that  no  change  was  produced  in  the  filtrate  on  adding 
solution  of  hydrogen  sulphide.  Too  much  hydrochloric  acid  must 
have  been  present,  as  the  filtrate  certainly  contained  some  lead 
chloride  in  solution.    You  did  not  prove  the  absence  of  cyanide. 

F.  W.  Searle.— It  was  not  correct  to  describe  the  powder  as 
insoluble  in  water.  Had  you  examined  an  aqueous  extract,  you 
would  have  found  that  it  contained  quite  a  considerable  quantity  of 
dissolved  matter,

W.  Cox.— We  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain  how  yon  were 
misled  into  supposing  that  calcium  and  the  nitric  radical  were 
present.    See  first  sentence  of  reply  to  "  Meconic." 

P.  D.  E. — The  dark  precipitate  which  you  obtained  on  adding 
ammonium  hydrosulphide  as  a  group-test  for  zinc,  manganese, 
nickel,  and  cobalt,  most  likely  consisted  of  lead  sulphide.  Lead 
is  not  completely  precipitated  as  sulphide  by  means  of  hydrogen 
sulphide  in  solutions  which  contain  too  large  a  proportion  of  dilute 
hydrochloric  acid.  The  quantity  of  chloride  in  the  powder  was,  as 
you  will  perceive  from  the  quantitative  composition,  very  much 
more  than  a  trace. 

A.  "W.  Salmon. — Heating  the  liquid  to  which  you  had  added 
Jiydrogen  sulphide  prevented  the  precipitation  of  the  small  quan- 
tity of  lead  still  present,  instead  of  aiding  it.  Eead  the  remarks 
an  last  month's  report  regarding  the  treatment  of  solutions,  hot 
and  cold,  with  hydrogen  sulphide  (O.  &  D.,  August  30,  1902, 
page  376).  "We  cannot  offer  any  explanation  for  your  supposed 
detection  of  the  phosphoric  radical.  You  omitted  to  give  a  sum- 
mary of  the  constituents  you  detected. 

F.  H.  Reed. — The  powder  did  not  contain  any  carbonate,  and 
we  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  the  reactions  that  led  you  to  sup- 
pose that  it  did.  See  the  first  portions  of  the  replies  to  "  Meconic  " 
and  to  "  Amplum." 

J.  H.  Williams. — It  was  probably  the  odour  of  hydrochloric 
acid  which  you  mistook  for  that  of  acetic  acid  after  heating  the 
powder  with  sulphuric  acid.  You  ought  to  have  tried  some  con- 
firmatory test  with  the  precipitate  which  you  took  to  be  manganous 
■sulphide.  The  precipitate  obtained  on  adding  silver  nitrate  to  the 
solution  of  the  powder  in  dilute  nitric  acid  contained  silver  ferro- 
cyanide  as  well  as  silver  chloride. 

M.  A.  L. — The  white  precipitate  (produced  by  addition  of 
ammonia,  and  insoluble  in  excess)  which  you  took  to  be  bismuth 
hydroxide  really  consisted  of  lead  hydroxide.  Had  you  examined 
the  metallic  bead  obtained  by  heating  the  powder  on  charcoal  in 
the  reducing  flame,  you  could  scarcely  have  failed  to  recognise  it 
as  lead.  You  will  find  it  profitable  to  study  carefully  the  analytical 
resemblances  and  differences  of  bismuth  and  lead. 

Acetum. — We  strongly  recommend  you  to  prepare  for  yourself 
a  mixture  having  the  composition  of  this  month's  exercise  and  to 
practise  upon  it,  keeping  in  view  the  points  referred  to  in  our 
general  remarks  and  in  the  various  replies  to  other  correspondents, 
as  well  as  the  points  respecting  -which  you  have  fallen  into 
error.

Brevities. 

At  Thornaby  Police  Court  on  Monday,  Mr.  Gustave  Groth, 
chemist,  Hartlepool,  was  fined  3/.  for  riding  a  motor-cycle 
beyond  the  legal  rate  of  speed. 

For  breaches  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  in  selling  poisons  an 
unqualified  assistant  at  Moss  Side,  Manchester,  has  consented 
to  pay  the  penalties  into  the  Salford  County  Court.  They 
amount  to  10/. 

A  man  employed  at  Messrs.  Curtis  &  Harvey's  explosive- 
factory,  at  Cliffe,  left  the  waste-acid  tap  open  and  flooded 
the  nitro-glycerine  separating-house  with  the  stuff.  He  got 
acute  inflammation  of  the  lungs  by  inhaling  the  fumes, 
and  died  in  St.  Bartholomew's  Hospital  last  week. 

At  the  examinations  held  at  the  Manchester  College  of 
Pharmacy  this  month,  Mr.  George  English,  of  Moldgreen, 
near  Huddersfield,  secured  both  the  medal  awarded  for 
analysis,  which  is  given  by  an  old  student  of  the  M.C.P., 
and  also  a  prize  of  books  for  the  best  theoretical  work. 


Mr.  J.  Kear  Colwell,  the  Finsbury  Borough  analyst,  told 
his  Council  last  week  that  the  constant  supervision  of  the 
shopkeepers  had  led  to  excellent  results.  There  are  four 
inspectors  continually  taking  samples  in  the  borough ;  and 
of  the  140  samples  submitted  for  analysis  all  were  good  and 
genuine,  except  in  19  cases  of  milk  and  1  of  butter. 

At  the  inquest  on  the  man  who  killed  himself  with  nitro- 
benzol  (page  540)  Dr.  M.  H.  Quarry  said  it  was  not  an 
unusual  thing  for  women  to  drink  scent.  This  started  one 
of  the  \d.  morning  papers  on  the  hunt  for  more  information, 
and  the  usual  stuff  about  eau-de-Cologne  drinking  is  the 
result.  This  is  now  going  the  rounds  of  the  provincial 
papers. 

A  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  inspector  at  Rochdale 
bought  two  pots  of  potted  shrimps  and  divided  the  contents 
into  three  parts.  When  the  retailer  was  in  court  last  week, 
because  the  food  contained  boric  acid,  the  solicitor  for  the 
defence  successfully  quoted  Mason  v.  Cowdray,  in  which  Mr. 
Justice  Darling  held  that  the  contents  of  each  container 
should  be  divided  into  three  parts. 

Edward  A.  Stanley  (48),  a  boiler-maker,  has  been  com- 
mitted for  trial  at  the  Central  Criminal  Court  for  attempting 
to  administer  spirit  of  salt  and  oxalic  acid  to  Ellen  Saunders, 
a  dressmaker.  Mr.  Andrew  Chalmers,  manager  of  Barron's 
Drug-stores,  Trafalgar  Road,  East  Greenwich,  was  a  witness 
at  the  police-court  proceedings,  and  recognised  the  prisoner  as 
a  man  who  bought  a  bottle  of  hydrochloric  acid  at  the  shop. 

The  East  London  Technical  College,  Mile  End  Road,  E., 
has  issued  its  Calendar  for  the  Session  1902-3.  Day  classes 
in  chemistry,  engineering,  and  electrical  engineering  are 
held  as  technical  courses,  while  for  the  London  University 
course  mathematics,  physics,  chemistry,  engineering,  and 
French  or  German  may  be  studied.  Evening  classes  in 
mathematics,  physics,  chemistry,  engineering,  electrical  en- 
gineering, and  art  are  also  held.  There  is  also  a  branch  at 
Bow,  E.,  for  scientific,  commercial,  and  general  classes.  The 
calendar  may  be  had  from  the  Secretary  at  the  address  of 
the  College. 

"Wholesale  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Cricket  League 
Championship . 

The  Wellcome  C.C.  played  the  Davy  Hill  C.C.  on  Septem- 
ber 13,  and  beat  them  by  61  to  34.  During  the  season  they 
have  played  six  league  matches,  won  five,  and  drawn  one 
(with  Burgoyne  Burbidges  C.C.  on  June  21).  They  have 
beaten  the  Hawley  once,  Burgoyne  Burbidges  once,  and  Davy 
Hill  C.C.  twice;  Hawley  C.C.  scratched  the  match  down  for 
September  20  and  the  Wellcome  got  the  points,  bringing 
their  total  up  to  eleven.

Mr.  T.  Maltby  Clague,  of  Messrs.  Proctor,  Son  &  Clague, 
was  a  victim  of  circumstances  in  the  recent  railway  accident 
at  Harrogate.  He  was  en  route  to  join  his  family  in  the  Isle 
of  Man  at  the  time,  and  his  injuries  stopped  his  little 
holiday.    He  is  progressing  favourably  towards  recovery. 

The  business  at  17  Elswick  Road,  Newcas tie-on -Tyne, 
lately  carried  on  by  Mr.  Wm.  Dixon,  pharmaceutical  chemist, 
has  been  purchased  by  Mr.  J.  F.  Wootton,  of  52  Derby  Street 
and  Church  Street.  Mr.  Wootton  will  transfer  his  head- 
quarters to  Elswick  Road,  and  carry  on  the  other  two 
businesses  as  branches. 

Jesmond,  the  aristocratic  suburb  of  the  city,  for  many 
years  possessed  one  pharmacy  only.  Recently,  however, 
much  building  has  been  done,  and  now  there  are  several. 
The  business  carried  on  by  the  late  Mr.  George  Spence  has 
been  taken  over  as  a  branch  by  Messrs.  Owen  &  Son,  of 
Barras  Bridge. 

Mr.  Frank  Winter,  of  Messrs.  J.  M.  Winter  &  Sons, 
chartered  accountants,  an  enthusiastic  microscopist,  is  form- 
ing a  society  for  the  benefit  of  lovers  of  this  branch  of 
study.  Rooms  have  been  arranged  for  in  the  Natural 
History  Museum,  Barras  Bridge,  and  several  well-known 
pharmacists  are  giving  their  cordial  support  to  the  scheme. 
The  first  meeting  is  to  be  held  on  October  1. 

Chemist's  Shop  Broken  into. 

On  Sunday  evening,  September  20,  the  lock-up  shop  of 
Mr.  T.  C.  Cornwell,  chemist,  of  Piccadilly,  Hanley,  Staffs, 
was  found  by  a  police- constable  to  have  been  broken  into. 
A  careful  examination  of  the  place  was  made  by  Detective- 
inspector  Higgins,  and  the  shop-drawers  were  found  to  have 
been  ransacked  and  the  safe  tampered  with.  There  was  a 
rope  round  the  safe-handle,  and  a  hammer  and  piercer  were 
on  the  top,  but  it  was  still  secure.  A  sum  of  3/.  6s.  2,\d.  was 
discovered  in  an  outhouse,  which  it  transpired  had  been 
removed  from  one  of  the  drawers.  Inquiries  were  immedi- 
ately set  on  foot,  and  at  the  Hanley  Borough  Police  Court 
on  Monday  morning  two  youths,  named  Harry  Hulme  and 
John  Evans,  were  charged  with  breaking  and  entering  the 
shop  and  stealing  the  money.  Hulme  was  stated  to  have 
been  employed  by  Mr.  Cornwell.  The  accused  were  remanded. 

Mincing  Lane  Transaction. 

The  hearing  of  the  charge  against  E.  B.  Rogers,  A.  Wallis, 
J.  R.  Wallis,  S.  J.  Ransome,  E.  N.  Rogers,  W.  J.  Ransome, 
J.  J.  R.  Short,  and  R.  M.  Newton,  for  conspiring  to  obtain 
money  and  valuable  securities  from  various  bankers  by  false 
pretences,  was  resumed  at  the  Mansion  House  Police  Court, 
London,  on  September  23.  Evidence  was  given  by  Messrs. 
H.  H.  Barber,  of  the  firm  of  Edward  Barber  &  Sons,  colonial 
brokers,  Mincing  Lane,  E.G.,  F.  B.  Eastwood,  of  Eastwood  & 
Holt,  colonial  brokers,  Dunstan  House,  Mincing  Lane,  E.C., 
and  others,  as  to  transactions  in  produce.  The  case  was 
adjourned. 

Co-operative  and  Company-trading. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Leeds  and  District  Chamber  of  Trades 
on  September  18,  it  was  suggested  that  Taylor's  Drug 
Company  should  be  included  with  co-operation  in  their 
condemnation,  on  the  ground  that  they  interfered  with  the 
sale  of  practically  everything  but  meat.  The  Chairman 
(Mr.  Woodcock)  pointed  out  that  private  trade  was  one  thing, 
and  co-operation  quite  another,  and  it  would  not  do  any 
good  for  one  private  trader  to  attack  another.  They  did  not 
object  to  any  business  being  a  big  one,  but  what  they  urged 
was  that  quality  and  attention  should  be  the  basis  of  success, 
and  not  the  dividend  red  herring. 

Extraordinary  Analyses. 

At  North  London  Police  Court  on  Friday,  September  19, 
Mr.  Mead  was  occupied  considerably  over  an  hour  in  hearing 


a  summons  for  milk-adulteration,  issued  at  the  instance  of 
the  Islington  Borough  Council.  Dr.  Teed,  the  borough 
analyst,  certified  that  the  sample  contained  21  per  cent,  of 
added  water  ;  and  the  vendor  was  so  certain  that  the  milk  was 
pure  that  he  sent  his  portion  of  the  sample  to  Mr.  Webster,  ana- 
lytical chemist,  Caledonian  Road,  N.,  who  declared  that  it  only 
contained  4  per  cent,  of  abnormal  water.  On  these  findings 
the  defendant  asked  that  the  third  portion  of  the  sample  be- 
sent  to  the  Government  laboratory.  This  was  done,  and  the- 
certificate  (signed  by  H.  Wilson  Davies  and  Charles 
Simmons)  stated  that  the  sample  contained  15  per  cent,  of 
added  water.  The  Magistrate  confessed  he  was  in  a> 
difficulty.  Both  he  and  Mr.  Bramall  (who  appeared  for  the- 
Borough  Council)  cross-examined  Mr.  Webster  at  consider- 
able length,  but  the  latter  adhered  to  his  certificate,  and 
gave  elaborate  reasons  why.  Mr.  Webster  added  that  he 
had  the  greatest  respect  for  the  analytical  skill  of  the  other 
gentlemen  who  had  tested  the  samples,  and  all  he  could  say 
was  that  the  samples  which  the  inspector  took  on  the 
morning  in  question  had  got  mixed.  The  inspector  replied 
that  he  was  sure  they  had  not  got  mixed ;  but  Mr.  Meac-J 
was  of  opinion  that  something  must  be  wrong  with  certifi- 
cates so  widely  differing.  Mr.  Webster,  who  analysed  400  or 
500  samples  of  milk  per  week,  was  an  undoubted  authority, 
and  so  also  were  Dr.  Teed  and  the  gentlemen  at  Somerset- 
House.  Therefore  the  defendant  would  get  the  benefit  of 
the  doubt  and  the  summons  would  be  dismissed. 

A  Distressing  Accident. 

Mr.  Cutmore,  chemist,  of  Fore  Street,  St.  Marychurcfr 
Torquay,  was  out  shooting  with  his  brother-in-law,  Mr.  Pittsr 
West  Hill,  St.  Marychurch,  at  a  farm  near  Totnes,  on 
Tuesday,  September  16,  when  a  shot  fired  by  Mr.  Cutmore- 
went  astray,  and  two  pellets  struck  Mr.  Pitts.  One  entered  his 
eye  and  the  other  passed  through  the  lobe  of  one  of  his  ears. 
Mr.  Pitts  is  likely  to  lose  the  sight  of  the  injured  eye.  Mr_ 
Cutmore  was  greatly  distressed  by  the  accident. 

Birmingham  News. 

The  public  analyst  of  Worcester  county  examined,  during- 
the  year,  2,683  samples,  and  thirty-one  samples  only  were 
adulterated. 

The  Worcester  hop-crops  are  small  in  the  burr  and  deficient- 
in  lupine,  and  good  samples  will  not  be  plentiful.  Growers- 
are  asking  10Z.  to  12Z.  per  cwt. 

If  the  drug-bill  of  the  workhouse  infirmary,  Birmingham, 
is  in  proportion  to  the  general  expenditure  (33,112/.)  it  must 
be  a  heavy  one.  Mr.  Herbert  Eley  is  the  dispenser  at  the- 
infirmary. 

It  is  astonishing  how  Birmingham  is  growing.  There  is 
a  district  called  Ten  Acres  where  2,000  to  3,000  houses  have 
been  erected  within  the  past  three  years,  and  it  seems  an 
excellent  place  for  a  young  pharmacist  to  make  a  start. 

In  the  public  parks,  the  City  Police  band,  which  plays- 
nightly,  issues  a  programme,  on  which  is  a  fair  sprinkling  of 
pharmacy  and  allied  advertisements.  As  enormous  crowds 
assemble  in  fine  weather  and  the  programmes  are  freely 
distributed,  they  are  almost  as  good  a  medium  for  the 
purpose  as  the  C.  $  D.  columns. 

A  curious  question  is  agitating  the  brotherhood.  It  is 
this  :  When  a  customer  comes  into  the  shop  and  accidentally 
or  otherwise  breaks  some  article  of  value,  what  is  the 
etiquette  of  the  matter  ?  The  special  case  was  in  handing- 
over  the  price  of  an  article  purchased,  the  buyer  pulled  over 
a  cut-glass  bottle  of  scent,  selling-price  5s.  6d.,  which  was 
lost  beyond  recall.  How  should  the  loss  be  apportioned,  if 
each  denies  liability  ? 

The  Potteries  Electric  Tram  Company  has  instituted  a 
tramway  parcel  service,  which  has  proved  a  marked  success 
and  has  become  an  important  means  of  distribution  of  light- 
parcels  amongst  traders,  and  especially  chemists.  Baggage- 
waggons  are  attached  to  many  of  the  cars,  and  parcels  are 
collected  all  along  the  route  and  distributed  within  a  dis- 
tance  of  two  miles  of  the  tramway  lines  by  a  corps  of  youths 
and  men.  The  process  is  cheap,  rapid,  and  safe,  and  has 
caught  on. 
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Drug-contracts. 

At  last  week's  meeting  of  the  Hull  Board  of  Guardians, 
Mr.  R.  F.  Jones,  chemist  and  druggist,  167  Anlaby  Road, 
received  the  contract  for  medicines. 

None  of  the  chemists  of  High  Wycombe  have  tendered  for 
the  half-yearly  supply  of  cod-liver  oil,  quinine,  and  disin- 
fectants to  the  local  workhouse,  and  the  Board  of  Guardians 
has  in  consequence  been  unable  to  place  out  the  contracts  as 
usual. 

The  Sheffield  Board  of  Guardians  on  September  17  decided 
that  in  future  the  tenders  of  tradesmen  in  the  Union  district 
for  supplies  of  drugs  and  other  goods  to  the  workhouse 
should  have  preference  over  those  sent  in  by  persons  outside 
the  Union. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Guardians  of  the  Strand  Union  on 
September  18.  the  tender  of  Messrs.  Burgoyne,  Burbidges  & 
Co.  was  accepted  for  the  supply  of  medical  appliances  and 
sundries  to  the  various  establishments  of  the  Union  during 
the  ensuing  twelve  months. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Marylebone  Guardians  on  Monday, 
September  22,  the  following  tenders  were  received  for  the 
supply  of  drugs,  &c,  to  the  infirmary  and  dispensaries  of  the 
Board  during  the  ensuing  six  months:  Drugs — Messrs.  T.

On  September  18  Mr.  Gwinn,  chemist  and  druggist,  Cann 
Hall,  attended  before  the  West  Ham  Board  of  Guardians  in 
support  of  the  complaint  recently  made  by  him  (C.  D., 
September  13,  page  469)  in  regard  to  discourtesy  of  officials 
entrusted  with  tender-samples.  Dr.  Vallance,  the  medical 
officer,  and  Mr.  Adams,  the  dispenser,  were  called  in,  and 
the  former  said  there  were  no  samples  to  be  seen,  and  Mr. 
Adams  was  only  carrying  out  his  orders  in  saying  so.  He 
found  that  Mr.  Adams  had  shown  certain  samples  to  one 
person,  and  he  told  him  he  was  not  to  do  so  again  without 
an  order  from  the  Clerk's  office.  Mr.  Gwinn  explained  that 
he  had  not  complained  of  incivility  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Adams, 
but  he  felt  that  the  refusal  to  let  him  inspect  samples  con- 
stituted a  discourtesy  on  the  part  of  the  Board.  The  Chair- 
man, on  behalf  of  the  Board,  apologised  to  Mr.  Gwinn,  and 
it  was  moved  that  the  tender  accepted  at  the  previous 
meeting  of  the  Board  for  surgical  materials  should  be  can- 
celled. This  comes  up  for  consideration  at  the  next 
meeting. 

A  Workhouse  Dispensary. 
The  Nottingham  Board  of  Guardians,  on  September  23, 
discussed  the  advisability  of  establishing  a  dispensary  for 


the  whole  of  the  outdoor  poor  in  a  central  position  in  the 
city,  as  recommended  by  the  Dispensary  Committee.  It  was 
further  recommended  that  Mr.  Fred  Coates,  chemist  and 
druggist,  of  Rawson  Street,  Basford,  should  be  appointed 
dispenser  at  a  salary  of  130/.  per  annum,  and  that  Mr. 
Davis  be  appointed  dispenser  at  the  new  workhouse  with  an 
assistant.  After  some  discussion  it  was  decided  to  go  fully 
into  the  matter  at  the  next  meeting. 

Theft  of  Wax. 

At  the  West  Ham  Police  Court  on  Saturday,  September  20, 
William  Walker  (63),  a  general  dealer,  was  charged  with 
being  concerned  in  breaking  and  entering  a  warehouse  at 
Lucas  Road,  West  Ham,  and  stealing  about  25  cwt.  of  wax, 
value  85/.,  the  property  of  Michael  Grunbaum  ;  and  Thomas 
Jameson  (81),  a  wood  and  iron  merchant,  17  Malabar  Street, 
Millwall,  was  charged  with  receiving  A  ton  of  the  wax,  well 
knowing  it  to  have  been  stolen.  Mr.  F.  Stern,  who  prose- 
cuted, said  two  men  were  on  remand  on  a  charge  of  stealing 
the  wax,  and  he  only  proposed  calling  evidence  of  arrest 
and  asking  for  a  remand.  Detective-sergeant  Brown 
deposed  to  finding  ^  ton  of  wax  on  Jameson's  premises,  and 
Detective-sergeant  Scrimshaw  told  how  he  saw  Walker  go 
into  Jameson's  yard.    The  accused  were  remanded. 

On  September  23  Frederick  Smith  (19),  carman,  and 
William  Goodyer  (43),  cooper,  were  charged  along  with 
Walker  and  Jameson,  and  additional  evidence  was  taken  as 
to  the  way  the  prisoners  were  arrested.  Jameson,  in  whose 
shed  about  §•  ton  of  wax  had  been  placed  by  one  of  the  men, 
was  discharged,  the  other  three  prisoners  being  committed 
for  trial. 

Methylated-spirit  Drinking. 

The  Cardiff  Express  says  the  paper  on  methylated-spirit 
drinking  by  Dr.  J.  C.  McWalter,  M.A.,  D.P.H.,  F.F.P.S.G., 
Fellow  of  the  Royal  Institute  of  Public  Health,  Dublin,  con- 
tains some  startling  and  staggering  facts.  It  is  a  long  time 
since  we  gave  the  gist  of  the  paper,  but  the  Eocpreis  has 
discovered  it  at  last,  and  at  the  end  of  half  a  column  about 
it  tells  what  Cardiff  doctors  say.  Dr.  Walford  (medical 
officer  of  health),  Dr.  J.  J.  Buist  (police  surgeon),  and  Dr.  J. 
Mullen,  J.P.,  agree  that  people  may  drink  the  spirit  in  Cardiff, 
but  they  have  never  seen  any  cases. 

An  Antispasmodic  Draught  Displeases  a  Coroner. 

Thomas  Godfrey,  a  labourer,  aged  34,  went  into  the  shop 
of  Mr.  H.  G.  Hodder,  chemist  and  druggist,  126  London 
Road,  Kingston,  on  Monday  evening  of  last  week  saying 
that  he  was  suffering  from  wind,  and  asked  for  a  draught  to 
relieve  the  pain.  Mr.  Hodder  advised  him  to  go  to  a  doctor, 
but  the  man  insisted  on  having  something  there  and  then. 
Mr.  Hodder  gave  him  a  bottle  of  peppermint  and  sal  volatile. 
The  man  went  home  and  died  that  night.  There  was  an 
inquest  on  Thursday,  September  18,  Mr.  F.  C.  Goodwin, 
M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.,  Deputy- Coroner,  conducting  it.  When 
Mr.  Hodder  gave  evidence,  Mr.  Goodwin  questioned  him  in 
the  following  style  :— 

The  Deputy-Coroner :  Would  it  not  have  been  better  for  3-ou  to 
have  sent  him  to  a  doctor?  Witness  repeated  that  lie  did  tell 
him  to  go,  but  that  he  pressed  to  have  a  bottle  of  something  at 
once.  The  Deputy-Coroner:  You  are  not  a  qualified  practitioner? 
Witness :  No  ;  I  am  a  chemist.  The  Deputy-Coroner,  in  the 
course  of  further  remarks,  said  that  to  have  given  the  deceased 
the  medicine  which  witness  gave  him  was  rather  a  kind  of  fraud. 
Witness  replied  that  it  would  not  hurt  him.  The  Deputy- 
Coroner  :  And  it  would  not  do  him  any  good.  Further,  it  was 
doing  harm,  because  it  was  inducing  him  to  postpone  a  visit  to  a 
doctor.  You  have  no  knowledge  of  medicine.  Witness  (with 
surprise) :  Not  of  medicine  ?  The  Deputy-Coroner  :  Well,  you 
are  not  a  doctor.  I  think  it  is  a  very  great  wrong  to  have 
prescribed  a  bottle  of  medicine. 

Dr.  R.  H.  Hyde  deposed  that  death  was  due  to  syncope 
owing  to  valvular  disease  of  the  heart.  The  heart  had  been 
giving  out  for  some  days,  but  deceased's  life  might  have 
been  prolonged  if  he  had  received  advice  and  treatment 
in  time.  The  Deputy- Coroner,  in  summing  up,  said  he  cou'd 
not  help  repeating  that  the  chemist  did  wrong  in  prescribing 
for  the  deceased.  It  seemed  to  him  that  a  large  number  of 
people  went  to  chemists,  and  they  prescribed  for  them  ; 
but  in  order  to  be  able  to  prescribe  for  people  it  was  necessary 
to  go  to  the  root  of  the  complaint  and  find  out  the  symptoms. 
For  a  long  time  u-iqualiliel  p-actitioners  had  no;  b-.cn

allowed  to  prescribe,  and  why  should  chemists  be  allowed  to 
do  so?  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  death  from  heart- 
disease. 

[The  Deputy-Coroner's  remarks,  in  view  of  Mr.  Hodder's  evidence 
as  well  as  that  of  Dr.  Hyde,  were  quite  uncalled  for,  in  our 
opinion.  The  antispasmodic  that  the  man  received  appears  to 
have  enabled  him  to  get  home  alive. — Editor  C.  &  D.] 

Maggots  in  Infants'  Food. 

At  an  inquest  held  by  Dr.  Henslowe  Wellington,  at  the 
Battersea  Coroner's  Court,  on  September  23,  concerning  the 
death  of  a  child  5  months  old,  it  transpired  that  the  child 
had  been  fed  on  a  patent  food  obtained  from  a  chemist's 
shop  kept  by  Mrs.  Bignold,  Falcon  Road,  Battersea.  The 
mother  found  maggots  in  it  and  took  it  back.  Mr.  Richard 
Bingley,  chemist  and  druggist,  the  manager,  apologised, 
and  was  one  of  the  witnesses.  Arthur  Purnell,  sanitary 
inspector,  deposed  to  going  to  Mrs.  Bignold's  shop,  and  being 
shown  five  packets  of  food.  They  contained  maggots,  and 
the  medical  officer  of  health  condemned  those  also.  Dr. 
"William  Robinson,  Falcon  Road,  who  had  seen  the  child, 
thought  death  was  due  to  a  convulsion  caused  by  epidemic 
enteritis,  the  result  of  improper  feeding.  No  doubt  the 
boiling  of  the  food  destroyed  the  maggots,  but  not  their 
product,  which  would  give  rise  to  ptomaine-poisoning.  In 
returning  a  verdict  in  accordance  with  the  medical  evidence 
the  jury  found  that  the  maggots  did  not  kill  the  child,  but 
they  added  a  rider  to  the  effect  that  the  food  should  form 
the  subject  of  further  inquiries. 

Poisoning-cases. 

Up  to  Wednesday  evening  we  had  received  reports  of  ten 
deaths  from  poisoning  since  our  last  issue.    An  Islington 
young  man,  who  had  had  a  disappointing  love-affair,  took  to 
drink,  and  finished  the  bout  with  potassium  cyanide.  A 
Camberwell  scaffolder  (47),  in  a  fit  of  despondency,  cut  the 
throat  of  his  6-year-old  son,  and  killed  himself  with  hydro- 
chloric acid.     A  Barnsley  youth,  whose  sweetheart  had 
married  someone  else,  on  the  evening  of  September  16  was 
discovered  suffering  great  pain  and  said  he  ''had  taken  two- 
pennyworth  of  bromide  of  potassium  as  he  wanted  to  die. 
He  had  had  the  stuff  in  his  shop  for  a  fortnight."    He  died, 
and  the  house-surgeon  at  the  Beckett  Hospital  found  that 
death  had  been  caused  by  some  irritant  poison,  "  he  could 
not  say  what." — Llewellyn  Howell  Jones  (44),  a  shorthand- 
clerk,  of  a  very  roving  disposition,  who  had  been  earning  a 
precarious  living  by  hawking  goods,  died  in  the  Lambeth 
Infirmary  last  week  from  nitro-benzol  poisoning.  He  had  used 
the  nitro-benzol  to  scent  lavender-seeds  that  he  put  up  in 
envelopes  labelled  "Perfume  sachet.   One  penny  each.  Sold 
by  a  labourer  not  in  constant  work." — Dr.W.  J.  Dawes,  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  Longton,  died  at  the  Imperial  Hydro- 
pathic, Blackpool,  on  September  17,  from  an  overdose  of 
nepenthe.    He  was  in  delicate  health  and  suffered  from 
diarrhoea  and  rheumatism,  and  told   Dr.   Hughes,  who 
attended  him,  that  he  had  taken  "  three  drops  "  more  than 
he  intended  to.    After  hearing  the  evidence,  which  showed 
that  deceased  had  undoubtedly  suffered  from  opium-poison- 
ing, the  jury  returned  a  verdict  that  death  was  due  to  a 
small  overdose  of  nepsnthe,  taken  by  misadventure. — At  an 
inquest  on  September  22  at  Hackney,  it  was  shown  that  a 
patient  at  the  German  Hospital,  named  Lewis  Abramovitz, 
had,  whilst  ill  with  typhoid  fever,  drank  from  a  bottle  of 
disinfectant  that  was  standing  on  a  table  in  the  ward.  A 
juror  said  such  things  should  be  kept  out  of  the  patients' 
reach. — At  Newbridge,  on  September  20,  Mrs.  Beynon,  a 
greengrocer  there,  went  to  the  shop  of  Mr.  G.  T.  Knight, 
chemist,  High  Street,  and  purchased  a  6:1.  bottle  of  carbolic 
acid  "  to  clean  some  drains."    Mr.  Knight  did  not  give  it  to 
her  without  asking  questions.    She  left  her  house-key  with 
him,  and  when  she  came  back  in  a  few  minutes  said,  "  I 
have  taken  the  carbolic  acid."    Mr.  Knight  immediately 
followed  her  to  the  house,  where  he  administered  an  emetic 
and  s(nt  for  doctors,  but  she  died  in  two  hours. — On  Septem- 
ber 23,  Mr.  Wynne  E.  Baxter,  the  East  London  Coroner, 
neld  an  inquest  at  the  London  Hospital  relative  to  the  death 
of  Margaret  Fitt  (61).    The  evidence  showed  that  the  woman 
had  taken  oxalic  acid. — At  Willesden,  on  September  23,  an 
inquest  was  held  on  Mrs.  Mary  Smith  (59),  who  had  poisoned 
herself  with  prussic  acid  on  Saturday.    The  Coroner  directed 


the  police  to  inquire  where  the  poison  (in  a  small  white 
bottle  merely  labelled  "Poison")  was  purchased. — George 
Buckingham  (52),  a  Brixton  man,  drank  the  contents  of  three 
bottles  of  chlorodyne  last  Saturday  and  died.

Business  Change.

A  Facetious  Guardian. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Oldcastle  Board  of  Guardians, 
a  report  was  read  from  Sir  Charles  Cameron,  stating  that  he 
had  analysed  three  samples  of  drugs  from  the  Oldcastle 
Workhouse  Dispensary,  and  he  had  found  them  correct. 
Mr.  Ryan  (guardian)  :  Is  Cameron  alive  at  all  ?  The  Clerk  : 
Yes ;  there  is  his  signature,  and  it  looks  all  right.  Mr. 
Ryan :  That's  good. 

Apothecary's  Salary. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Cork  Board  of  Guardians,  Mr. 
D.  Horgan  moved  that  the  salary  of  Mr.  Wm.  Lee,  apothe- 
cary of  the  Standon  Street  Dispensary,  be  increased  by  10/. 
yearly,  in  consideration  of  his  efficient  service  for  a  period 
of  twenty  years.  Mr.  Casey  seconded  the  motion.  A  direct 
negative  was  moved  and  seconded,  and,  the  voting  being 
equal  (nine  for  and  nine  against),  no  order  was  made.  Mr. 
Horgan  then  gave  notice  to  renew  the  motion  in  a  fortnight. 

The  Garlic-cure. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Bailieborough  (co.  Cavan) 
Board  of  Guardians,  Dr.  Clarke  (as  medical  officer  of  the 
Fermon  Dispensary  district),  at  the  request  of  the  Guardians, 
sent  in  a  report  stating  that  extract  of  garlic  was  more 
efficacious  for  the  treatment  of  patients  suffering  from  con- 
sumption than  any  of  the  drugs  contained  in  the  Local 
Government  Board's  prescribed  list  of  medicines.  The 
Guardians  thought  that  the  report  was  not  a  satisfactory 
one,  and  ordered  the  Clerk  to  communicate  with  Dr.  Clarke, 
and  ask  him  to  make  a  further  report. 

Pharmaceutical  Council  Election. 

The  coming  election  for  seven  members  of  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  to  be  held  on  Monday, 
October  6,  bids  fair  to  provide  much  excitement  amongst  the 
members, 1  as  although  only  one  of  the  retiring  members 
does  not  seek  re-election,  there  are,  in  addition  to  the  six  who 
court  a  renewal  of  confidence,  as  many  as  seven  new  candi- 
dates proposed,  making  in  all  thirteen  candidates  for  seven 
vacancies.  The  Society  is  to  be  congratulated  on  this  evi- 
dence of  vitality,  and  should  the  only  result  be  better 
attendance  at  meetings,  it  will  be  a  decided  step  in  the  right 
direction.  The  attendance  for  some  years  past  has  fallen 
to  an  average  of  below  eight,  out  of  a  total  of  twenty-one 
members,  several  meetings  being  rendered  abortive  for  want 
of  the  quorum  of  seven.  The  members  of  Council  seeking

Those  marked  with  an  asterisk  have  previously  served  on 
Council  and  resigned.  Mr.  Robt.  Simpson,  M.P.S.I.,  who 
retires  from  the  Council  through  ill-health,  is  perhaps  the 
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oldest  member  of  the  Council,  having  served  continuously 
for  twenty-four  years.  Mr.  Simpson  was  one  of  the  most 
independent  members,  his  actions  always  being  based  on  a 
clear  and  unbiassed  conception  of  the  facts.  An  effort  is 
being  made  to  unseat  Mr.  Bernard,  the  Vice-President,  who 
has  been  a  hard  worker  on  behalf  of  Irish  pharmacy,  and 
who  has  fearlessly  carried  out  the  disagreeable  task  of 
enforcing  the  Pharmacy  Acts  throughout  the  country. 

Messrs.  Hardy  (Belfast)  and  Brittain  (Drogheda)  have,  we 
are  informed,  since  withdrawn  their  candidature.  Messrs. 
Wells,  Montgomery,  Beggs,  Baxter,  White,  Connor,  and 
Jamison,  it  is  understood,  go  to  the  poll  as  the  opponents  of 
company- trading.  Mr.  Wells  only  consented  to  stand  in  with 
the  anti-company  party  after  the  repeated  solicitations  of 
influential  members  and  councillors,  and  then  expressly  on 
condition  that  Mr.  Montgomery,  his  former  colleague  on  the 
Council,  would  form  one  of  the  caucus.  Mr.  Montgomery 
was  in  turn  strongly  averse  to  allow  himself  to  be  nominated, 
and  it  was  only  within  an  hour  of  the  closing  of  the  list  that 
he  assented  to  the  arrangement.  Messrs.  Wells  and  Mont- 
gomery have  issued  a  joint  electioneering  circular  dealing 
with  the  question  of  company-trading  versus  private  enterprise 
in  pharmacy. 

Late  Analysis. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Lisnaskea  (co.  Fermanagh) 
Board  of  Guardians  a  letter  was  read  from  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  to  the  effect  that  an  analysis  at  present  of  drugs 
which  had  been  in  stock  since  before  March  3  would  be  very 
unsatisfactory.  The  contractor  could  not  be  held  responsible 
if  any  of  the  supplies  were  found  to  be  below  the  standard. 
The  Chairman :  That  is  the  end  of  that  question,  in  a  way.

Fire. 

On  Wednesday,  September  17,  a  fire  occurred  at  the  house 
of  Mrs.  C.  M.  Spence,  chemist,  High  Street,  Linlithgow, 
owing  (it  is  supposed)  to  a  maid-servant  accidentally  igniting 
a  bowl  of  turpentine  on  the  kitchen  table.  Mr.  Robert 
Spence  and  Councillor  Spence  put  the  fire  out  before  the 
brigade  arrived. 

Glasgow  Notes. 

The  Trade  Association  is  not  to  have  a  paid  Organising 
Secretary  at  present. 

There  is  a  somewhat  small  entry  of  candidates  from  Glas- 
gow for  the  coming  Minor  examinations  at  Edinburgh. 

A  movement  to  reduce  discount-rates  on  credit  retail 
accounts,  engineered  by  a  local  wholesale  house,  has  col- 
lapsed prematurely. 

On  dit  that  a  representative  West-end  pharmacist  has 
been  invited  to  become  a  candidate  for  municipal  honours  in 
the  interest  of  economic  reform. 

The  shipping-trade  in  the  form  of  supplying  Board  of 
Trade  medicine-chests,  &c,  which  was  once  largely  in  the 
hands  of  a  few  enterprising  retailers,  has  now  passed  almost 
entirely  to  the  wholesaler. 

During  a  recent  Sunday  stroll  through  the  East-end  of 
Glasgow  a  chemist  was  surprised  to  find  that  the  herbalist 


seems  to  flourish  in  that  district.  In  many  of  tha  meanest 
streets  a  herbalist's  shop  or  house  hangs  out  its  sign. 

Tempted  by  the  exceptionally  low  price  of  quinine,  some 
speculative  local  retailers  are  plunging  to  the  depth  of  100 
or  200  oz. ;  but  even  the  boldest  of  the  tribe  confesses  sadly 
that  the  good  old  bearing  and  bulling  days  are  gone  for 
ever. 

A  Glasgow  chemist  who  equipped  a  young  man  sailing 
for  South  Africa  with  a  medicine-chest  has  received  an  order 
from  Durban  for  a  second  supply.  His  correspondent  com- 
plains that  prices  out  there  are  still  very  high,  and  believes 
it  would  be  cheaper,  even  after  paying  carriage,  to  get  the 
goods  direct  from  home. 

A  Glasgow  medico,  who  is  anxious  to  prove  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  is  of  the  nature  of  a  bloated  trust, 
has  made  the  portentous  discovery,  by  means  of  The 
Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary  for  1902,  that  the  total 
number  of  scheduled  poisons  and  their  preparations  for 
Great  Britain  is  no  less  than  201.  He  demands  a  parlia- 
mentary veto  on  the  further  development  of  this  menacing 
monopoly. 


jfrencb  Iftews. 

(From  our  Paris  Correspondent.) 


Pasteur's  Statue  for  Paris. — The  completion  of  the- 
monument  started  by  the  late  M.  Falguiere  has  been 
entrusted  to  M.  Victor  Peter. 

The  Pelletier-Caventou  Monument. — The  latest 
subscription-list  includes  a  second  sum  (80Z.)  from  the 
Ministry  of  Public  Instruction  and  a  cash  balance  of  60Z. 
left  over  from  the  1900  International  Congress  of  Pharmacy. 

Rabies  in  Rhodesia. — The  British-  South  Africa  Com- 
pany having  asked  the  Pasteur  Institute  to  send  one  of  its 
members  to  found  an  establishment  at  Bulawayo,  Dr.  Loir, 
of  the  Lille  Institute,  sailed  from  Southampton  last  Saturday. 

Poisonous  Shoe-dressings. — In  consequence  of  another 
case  of  poisoning,  this  time  with  a  pair  of  tan  boots  treated 
with  some  aniline  preparation,  there  is  some  talk  of 
seizing  all  the  boot-dressings  containing  aniline  to  prevent 
recurrence  of  these  accidents. 

The  Mont  de  Piete,  or  French  Government  pawnshop, 
receives  all  kinds  of  articles,  and  amongst  them  lately  were 
a  number  of  valuable  microscopes  bearing  the  mark  of  the 
Paris  Superior  School  of  Pharmacy.  When  a  young  fellow 
called  at  the  rue  de  Rennes  with  another  a  few  days  ago,  he 
was  arrested  and  interrogated.  He  declared  that  he 
merely  acted  as  the  agent  of  a  laboratory  assistant  named 
Vidal,  employed  at  the  School  of  Pharmacy.  M.  Vidal 
has  also  been  arrested,  and  both  await  trial. 

Vegetable  Lecithin. — In  a  paper  read  before  the 
Academy  of  Science  by  M.  Miintz,  it  was  stated  that 
Professor  Schlagdenhauffen,  of  Nancy,  and  M.  Reeb  had 
investigated  the  subject  of  vegetable  lecithin,  which  they 
define  as  a  substance  characterised  by  the  presence  of  phos- 
phorus in  organic  combination.  They  have  noticed.  Inter 
alia,  that  ethereal  extracts  containing  lecithin  also  contain 
calcium  and  manganese,  and  they  conclude  either  that  there 
exists  a  special  lecithin,  in  which  these  bases  replace  cholin 
and  neorin,  or  that  there  is  present  a  glycerophosphate  of 
Calcium  and  magnesium. 

Convent  Pharmacy  Again. — Little  Pauline  Brice,  the 
seven-year-old  daughter  of  a  grocer  at  Fresnay  l'Eveque 
(near  Chartres),  being  indisposed,  was  taken  by  her  parents 
to  a  convent  where  a  few  urgent  remedies  are  kept  in  a 
small  pharmacy.  The  good  sister,  after  much  persuasion, 
induced  the  child  to  swallow  a  white  powder,  the  little  girl's 
grandmother  taking  a  small  quantity  to  encourage  the 
youngster.  Both  the  old  lady  and  the  child  fell  ill. 
Antidotes  were  administered,  but  the  child  died  at  the  end 
of  a  few  days.  Twenty  centigrammes  of  corrosive  j-ublimate 
had  been  administered  instead  of  calomel. 

Arsenic  in  the  Human  Body. — Dr.  Roux  announces 
that  M.  Bertrand,  of  the  Pasteur  Institute,  has  improved  and 
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elaborated  Marsh's  process  to  such  a  point  that  he  can  now 
detect  a-thousandth  or  even  a  two-thousandth  part  of  a 
milligram  of  arsenic.  He  has  thus  found  the  poison 
in  seals  killed  by  the  Prince  of  Monaco  near  Spitzbergen, 
where  the  proximity  of  factories  or  other  reasons  called  in  to 
explain  the  impurity  of  air,  and  consequent  presence  of 
arsenic,  cannot  be  invoked.  It  is  evident,  therefore,  that  in 
criminal  cases  the  mere  assertion  of  the  presence  of  arsenic 
in  the  organs  cannot  be  regarded  as  proof  that  arsenic  has 
been  administered. 

Chemist  and  Chimney -sweep. — The  "  Humbert-Crawford 
case  "  has  so  far  interested  Press  and  public  without  touching 
chemistry  or  pharmacy.  But  "  everything,"  says  the  French 
proverb,  "  comes  to  him  who  knows  how  to  wait."  M.  Girard, 
Director  of  the  Municipal  Laboratory,  was  requested  last 
week  to  have  the  chimney  swept  in  the  historic  house  in  the 
Avenue  de  la  Grande-Armee,  and  to  analyse  the  carbonised 
papers.  Chimney-sweeping  was  new  work  to  M.  Girard, 
but  he  carried  out  the  instructions  of  the  authorities,  and 
succeeded  in  rendering  a  large  number  of  papers  legible. 
But,  alas  and  alack  !  Dame  Themes  was  once  more  on  a 
false  scent.  Newspaper-cuttings,  fashion-plates,  and  a  large 
collection  of  doctors  prescriptions'  and  pharmacists'  bills 
(whether  these  latter  were  receipted  or  not  is  not  stated) 
were  the  only  documents  thus  brought  to  light. 

Chemistry  for  Agriculturists. — Speaking  at  Gevrey 
last  Sunday,  General  Andre,  Minister  of  War,  alluded  to 
what  the  Third  Republic  had  done  for  agriculture,  and  made 
particular  reference  to  the  improvements  carried  out  at  the 
Grignon,  Rennes,  and  Montpellier  agricultural  schools. 
Rennes  is  specially  frequented  by  pupils  interested  in  stock- 
raising,  and  Montpellier  by  the  vine-grower,  but  Grignon 
(west  of  Versailles)  is  the  school  of  agriculture  in  its 
strictest  sense.  A  trip  there  last  week  convinced  me  that 
one  of  the  most  important  of  the  improvements  carried  out 
in  the  grounds  of  Bessiere's  fine  old  chateau  is  the  erection 
of  new  and  well-equipped  chemical  laboratories.  The  name 
of  M.  Dehorain,  the  Grignon  chemistry  professor,  is  a  house- 
hold word  among  those  who  have  interested  themselves  in 
agricultural  chemistry,  and  a  guarantee  of  the  high  standard 
of  instruction  given.  Recently  his  advanced  age  and  his 
wish  to  specialise  in  agricultural  chemistry  have  induced 
him  to  leave  the  classes  in  general  chemistry  to  his  former 
assistant.  The  laboratories,  placed  in  a  pleasant  rustic 
pavilion  in  the  leafy  park,  are  fitted  with  all  modern 
conveniences,  and  there  are  plots  for  experiments  with 
growing  crops.  I  had  an  interesting  half-hour's  chat  with 
M.  Deherain's  preparator,  and  came  to  the  conclusion  that 
if  the  average  modern  French  farmer  has  not  the  chemical 
knowledge  necessary  to  his  profession,  a  paternal  and 
enlightened  Government  is  not  to  blame. 

Anglo-French  Trade. — M.  Jean  Perier,  Assistant  Consul 
of  France  in  London,  in  his  report  on  "  Commerce  and 
Navigation  of  the  United  Kingdom  "  in  the  Moniteur  Officiel 
de  Commerce,  dwells  on  the  "  complementary  "  nature  of  the 
trade  of  France  and  England.  Not  only  is  Great  Britain 
France's  best  customer,  but  the  two  countries  are  coadjutors 
rather  than  competitors.  While  the  United  States  supplies 
grain,  which  keeps  down  the  French  farmers'  prices,  Italy 
and  Spain  compete  with  the  French  vinegrower,  and  Ger- 
many and  Switzerland  with  the  manufactured  products  of 
Paris  and  Lyons,  England  sells  France  what  the  latter  lacks 
— raw  materials,  minerals,  and  objects  of  general  consump- 
tion, such  as  textiles  and  paper.  On  the  other  hand,  France 
supplies — or,  at  any  rate,  supplied— England  with  the  pro- 
ducts of  her  more  varied  soil  and  summer  climate  (wine  and 
brandy,  vegetables,  fruit,  and  dairy-produce)  and  the  highly 
finished  and  artistic  creations  of  her  skilful  operatives  (silks 
and  ladies'  dress-goods,  laces,  china,  and  motor-cars).  His 
recommendations  to  his  countrymen  are  to  cultivate  care- 
fully this  singularly  advantageous  and  desirable  customer, 
and  not  to  allow  themselves  to  be  distanced  by  Danish 
dairymen,  Australian  vinegrowers,  or  German  manufacturers 
of  articles  de  Paris.  France  does  not,  like  Germany  and 
America,  flood  the  English  market  with  cheap  goods  to 
replace  the  similar  but  more  expensive  home-made  article  ; 
and,  if  the  two  countries  consulted  only  their  material  J 
interests,  England  and  France  should  be  the  warmest  of 
allies.  I

Bowie,  chemists  and  druggists,  East  London,  Cape  Colony, 
has  been  purchased  by  Mr.  G.  E.  Cook,  of  King  William's 
Town. — The  chemist's  business  of  J.  R.  Jones  &  Co.  (Limited), 
chemists  and  druggists,  Pretoria,  has  been  disposed  of  to 
Mr.  J.  C.  Evans,  chemist,  of  Church  Street,  Pretoria,  who 
will  carry  it  on  under  the  style  of  the  "  Crow  Pharmacy." 

Thf  Fire  referred  to  in  the  C.  $  JD.,  last  week,  page  533, 
was  at  Krugersdorp,  not  Klerksdorp.  A  letter  from  the  town 
dated  August  31,  says  the  fire  broke  out  in  some  offices  above 
the  shop  occupied  by  Mr.  E.  J.  Adcock,  and  went  through, 
completely  gutting  the  shop.  Fortunately,  all  the  books  and 
prescriptions  were  saved.  The  loss  is  only  partially  covered 
by  insurance.  Great  sympathy  is  felt  for  Mr.  Adcock,  who 
has  just  lately  got  things  into  working  order  after  the  war. 
Much  amusement  was  caused  by  a  few  of  the  soldiers 
stationed  in  the  town  getting  drunk  on  some  of  the  perfumes 
which  they  helped  to  save. 


THE  STATE  OF  TRADE. 

While  the  conditions  of  trade  generally  in  South  Africa 
are  far  from  what  one  would  like  to  see,  (writes  our  corre- 
spondent in  Cape  Town),  especially  so  in  the  Transvaal,  there 
are  signs  on  every  hand  that  trade  and  commerce  are 
following  as  close  on  the  heels  of  the  military  element  as 
might  be  expected.  From  observations  made  on  the  spot 
I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  it  will  take  a  long  time 
yet  to  get  the  new  territories  ship-shape.  Not  three  months, 
nor  six,  but  upwards  of  twelve  months — and  even  longer. 

There  is  still  the  greatest  possible  difficulty  in  transporting 
goods  to  the  Transvaal  and  up  country  generally,  the 
railways  being  congested  with  military  supplies,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  fact  that  the  new  lines,  known  as  the  C.S.A.R., 
are  not  being  worked  to  their  fullest  capacity.  At  the  same 
time,  the  coast  railways  are  crippled  for  lack  of  rolling-stock. 
In  the  ordinary  course  of  events  they  are  short,  but  since 
the  military  have  borrowed  so  heavily,  the  situation  has 
been  and  is  unpleasant  at  times.  A  badly  managed  railway 
means  bad  business  to  Johannesburg,  and  bad  business  in 
Johannesburg,  means  lack  of  trade  on  the  coast.  Semi- 
official Press  notices  stated  months  ago  that  great  things 
were  to  be  expected  immediately  after  peace,  but  they  are 
still  in  futv.ro. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  drug-trade  proper  is  in  the 
hands  of  British  manufacture  as  effectively  in  the  Transvaal 
as  in  the  other  portions  of  South  Africa,  except  in  the  case 
of  B.P.  tinctures,  which  come  from  Germany,  and  it  appears 
from  observations  I  have  made  on  the  spot  that  a  much 
larger  supply  of  these  are  sent  out  (by  British  firms  also,  I 
regret  to  say)  than  the  average  transient  correspondent  has 
any  idea  of.  Competition  here  is  out  of  the  question,  since 
German  tinctures  are  procurable  f.o.b.  Hamburg  at  ridicu- 
lously low  prices,  but  a  Food  and  Drugs  Act  rigorously 
enforced  might  do  much  to  turn  the  course  of  trade,  as  the 
operations  of  the  Cape  Act  did  years  ago. 

Such  firms  as  the  Vinolia  Company  and  Erasmic  Company 
have  their  soaps  and  perfumery  well  to  the  fore  in  the  drug- 
establishments  and  department  stores  throughout  South 
Africa,  and  while  the  German  firms  do  not  seem  to  be 
making  much  headway  with  fancy  soaps  for  chemists  they 
are  pushing  their  perfumery  hard  with  drapers. 

The  supply  of  chemicals  to  the  mines  is  largely  in  the 
hands  of  German  manufacturers.  This  does  not  imply  that 
British  chemical-manufacturers  do  not  enjoy  some  trade  in 
this  connection,  but  they  certainly  have  not  the  lion's  share 
that  they  ought  to  have.  Take  as  an  example  the  supply 
of  cyanide  of  potassium  used  by  the  mines ;  this  is  almost 
exclusively  shipped  from  Germany.    In  packed  goods  and 
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proprietary  medicines  the  Americans  supply  the  Transvaal 
market  in  much  the  same  share  as  they  have  in  Natal  and 
Cape  Colony.  They  push  their  proprietary  medicines  so 
effectively  that  there  is  no  "  withstanding  them,"  to  use  a 
Johannesburg  chemist's  phrase.  Such  lines  as  those  owned 
by  Chamberlain's,  Stearns',  Ayers'  remedies,  besides  the 
majority  of  the  later  American  lines  now  to  be  found  on  the 
home  market  in  such  force,  are  very  much  in  evidence  in 
South  Africa.  In  fluid  extracts  and  fruit  essences  the 
American  invader  has,  as  in  other  parts  of  South  Africa, 
fallen  back,  but  the  innovation  of  the  soda-fountain  may  do 
something  to  stimulate  the  "  fruit-juice  "  business.  Since  I 
last  reported  on  lints,  cotton-wool,  surgical-dressings,  and 
the  like,  large  importations  from  America  have  taken  place. 
Less  than  two  years  ago  the  entire  business  was  practically 
in  the  hands  of  British  houses,  and  what  small  foreign 
importations  then  took  place  came  from  Germany.  Now 
more  than  one  American  firm  is  in  the  market,  and  they  are 
working  vigorously. 

The  supply  of  chemists'  confectionery,  medicinal  and 
otherwise,  is  almost  exclusively  in  British  hands,  but  the 
"shop-round"  in  evidence  in  Johannesburg  and  vicinity 
hails  from  the  Continent  and  the  United  States,  as  well  as 
from  England.  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  a  number  of 
sets  of  the  so-called  "  British  "  bottles  are  of  foreign  manu- 
facture shipped  via  London.  The  American  "  shelf-bottle  " 
is  serviceable  and  cheap,  but  the  quality  falls  far  below  the 
genuine  English  product.  Writing  of  glassware,  mention 
should  be  made  of  the  quantities  of  dispensing  flats  and 
vials  that  find  a  market  in  South  Africa.  These  are  shipped 
from  France,  Germany,  and  Holland,  and  the  prices  figured 
on  the  invoice  go  to  show  that  British  manufacturers  are 
not  in  it  with  their  continental  neighbours  ;  much  the  same 
applies  to  pill-boxes  and  other  similar  containers.

Vanilla  in  Seychelles. — Mr.  R.  Dupont,  Government 
botanist  at  the  Seychelles,  has  lately  visited  Ceylon  to  study 
some  of  the  planting-industries.  In  the  course  of  an  inter- 
view with  the  Ceylon  Observer,  he  remarked  that  vanilla  is 
overdone  in  the  Seychelles,  seeing  that  the  last  crop  equalled 
80  tons. 

The  Bulgarian  Sobranje. — During  his  absence  in  the 
United  States  Mr.  Theo.  K.  Shipkoff,  otto-of-rose  distiller  and 
merchant,  Kezanlik,  was  nominated  and,  by  a  large  majority, 
returned  as  deputy  to  the  Bulgarian  Assembly  for  the 
county  of  Kezanlik.  The  election  took  place  on  Septem- 
ber 13,  a  week  before  Mr.  Shipkoff's  return. 

Mistaken  for  a  Deer.— Major  Charles  A.  Smylie,  Presi- 
dent of  the  National  Licorice  Company,  New  York,  was 
accidentally  shot  and  killed  near  Blue  Mountain  Lake,  in  the 
Adirondack^,  on  September  10,  being  mistaken  for  a  deer  by 
his  companion.  Major  Smylie  was  born  in  Brooklyn  forty- 
four  years  ago.  During  the  Spanish  War  he  served  in  the 
Paymasters'  Department,  being  in  various  parts  of  Cuba 
during  most  of  the  contest. 

Poisons  in  Belgium. — A  Royal  decree  has  recently  been 
issued  regulating  the  sale  and  safe-keeping  of  poisonous 
substances  in  Belgium.  One  of  the  first  regulations  of  the 
decree  compels  dealers  in  poisonous  drugs  and  substances  to 
store  such  articles  apart,  and  the  conditions  of  sale  are 
similar  to  those  in  other  countries.  Poison-registers  have 
to  be  kept  for  ten  years.  The  observance  of  the  regulations 
will  be  under  the  supervision  of  inspectors  of  pharmacies  and 
the  provincial  medical  commission. 

Soda-fountain  Raid. — The  Illinois  Pure-food  Commis" 
s:on  have  been  making  a  raid  on  the  Chicago  soda-fountains' 
and  purchasing  samples  of  flavouring- extracts  and  other 
ingredients  which  go  to  make  up  the  drinks.  "  The  people 
have  little  idea  of  what  they  are  getting  at  many  of  these 
soda-fountains,"  said  Assistant  Commissioner  R.  M.  Patter- 
son. "  Not  only  is  it  probable  that  dangerous  acids  are  used 
in  flavours,  but  the  sanitary  condition  of  some  of  the 
fountains  is  bad.  It  seems  the  interiors  are  seldom  cleaned, 
and  at  a  number  of  places  there  were  coats  of  verdigris,  the 
accumulation  of  years,  inside  the  tanks." 


Oppressive  Prosecution.— Mr.  Stephen  Ralli,  a  well- 
known  squatter  in  South  Australia,  a  few  months  ago  sent 
to  a  friend  in  India  for  four  tins  of  mustard  oil.  On  arrival 
a  label  on  the  tin  apparently  indicated  that  the  oil  had  been 
made  in  the  Calcutta  gaol.  The  total  value  was  2s.  M.,  and 
Mr.  Ralli  had  no  knowledge  of  where  it  would  he  obtained. 
Nevertheless,  the  Customs  Department  brought  a  criminal 
action  against  Mr.  Ralli  for  importing  prohibited  goods. 
The  magistrate,  in  giving  judgment  on  July  18,  said  he  was 
satisfied  Mr.  Ralli  did  not  know  that  the  oil  was  made  in  a 
gaol,  and,  therefore,  prohibited,  and  if  the  Court  were  acting 
under  the  rules  which  governed  them  in  summary  convic- 
tions, they  would  have  dismissed  the  application  cn  the 
completion  of  the  case  for  the  prosecution.  But,  because  of 
the  rigid  nature  of'  the  Customs  Act,  the  Bench  were  sorry 
that  they  could  not  apply  the  ordinary  procedure.  They 
inflicted  the  lowest  fine  permitted — namely,  51. — and,  to 
mark  their  sympathy  with  Mr.  Ralli,  they  would  not  allow 
costs.

Lamb,  wholesale  and  retail  chemists  and  druggists,  211 
High  Street,  Chatham,  who  is  a  member  of  the  Chatham. 
Town  Council  for  St.  Mary's  Ward,  is  mentioned  as  the 
Mayor  of  the  borough  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Mr.  T.  H.  W.  Idris,  who  was  recently  elected  a  member 
of  the  London  County  Council  for  East  St.  Pancras,  in  the 
place  of  the  late  Mr.  Nathan  Robinson,  has  been  unanimously 
chosen  to  succeed  that  gentleman  as  an  alderman  of  the 
Borough  Council.  This  vacates  Mr.  Idris's  seat  as  a  repre- 
sentative for  No.  1  Ward. 

Mr.  Fred.  L.  Seely,  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the 
Paris  Medicine  Company,  St.  Louis  and  London,  who  last 
year  contributed  to  the  C.  $  D.  two  excellent  articles  on  the 
cultivation  of  cinchona  in  Ceylon,  India,  and  Java,  is  retiring 
from  business  in  order  to  study  law  at  Yale  University.  He 
retains  his  interest  in  the  Paris  Medicine  Company — indeed, 
Mrs.  Seely,  who  accompanied  him  on  his  trip  to  the  East,  is 
a  daughter  of  Dr.  Grove,  president  of  the  company. 

Dr.  George  F.  Payne,  F.C.S.,the  newly-elected  President 
of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  was  born  in 
Macon,  Ga.,  April  7,  1853,  says  the  American  Druggist,  the 
first  American  drug-journal  received  which  reports  the  recent 
meeting  at  all  well.  His  grandfather  was  a  younger  son  of 
the  well-known  Payne  family  in  England.  Dr.  Payne's 
father  was  apprenticed  in  regular  English  style  to  one  of  the 
apothecaries  of  Charleston,  and  ultimately  settled  in  Macon, 
Ga.  Dr.  Payne  entered  his  father's  pharmacy  before  he 
reached  his  teens,  and  when  he  was  20  entered  the  School  of 
Mines,  Columbia  College,  New  York.  In  1876  he  graduated 
from  the  New  York  College  of  Pharmacy.  Returning  to 
Macon,  he  became  a  partner  with  his  father,  carrying  on  a 
laboratory  of  analytical  chemistry  at  the  same  time.  Upon 
the  death  of  his  father  in  1884  he  bought  out  the  whole 
business  and  conducted  it  successfully  alone.  In  1890  he 
represented  Georgia  in  the  revision  of  the  U.S.  Pharmacopoeia. 
In  the  same  year  he  was  appointed  State  Chemist  of  Georgia. 
In  1891  he  graduated  in  medicine  at  the  Atlanta  Medical 
College,  where  he  now  lectures  on  pharmacy,  and  is  the 
mainstay  of  the  Atlanta  College  of  Pharmacy. 
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THE  seventh  annual  exhibition  and  market  in  connection 
with  the  grocery,  provision,  and  allied  trades  was  opened 
on  Saturday,  September  20,  at  the  Agricultural  Hall,  and 
closes  on  the  27th.  It  is  a  big  affair.  There  are  in  all 
about  300  exhibitors,  and  the  display  of  goods  and  appliances 
is  of  a  fairly  representative  character.  Not  the  least 
important  feature  is  the  remarkable  growth  in  the  number  of 
proprietary  goods  which  are  largely  American  forms  of 
serving  up  what  was  wont  to  be  the  staple  breakfast  dish 
in  Scotland — oatmeal  porridge.  During  the  course  of  our 
tour  of  inspection,  we  heard  in  several  quarters  that  the 
number  of  chemists  attending  this  exhibition  in  the  search 
after  novelties,  especially  in  soaps,  is  increasing.  To 
the  pharmaceutical  moralist  there  is  room  for  reflection  in 
this  fact,  and  still  further  speculation  in  the  report  that  one 
soap  firm  has  no  fewer  than  sixteen  representatives  to  book 
lines. 

The  usual  prizes  have  been  offered  to  grocers'  assistants 
for  window-dressing,  weighing,  wrapping,  &c,  and  the 
directors  also  offered  a  prize  of  50/.  and  a  gold  medal 
diploma  to  the  inventor  of  the  best-constructed  petroleum 
safety-lamp,  the  cost  not  to  exceed  Is.  3d.  There  are  also 
British  honey  competitions,  which  have  become  quite  an 
institution.  It  is  a  fact  not  generally  known  that  a  few 
large  retail  grocers  buy  Jamaica  honey  on  the  open  market 
and  sell  it  as  "  British  honey." 

We  take  the  exhibits  in  groups,  but  do  not  profess  to 
mention  everything  shown  or  everybody  exhibiting,  because 
the  greater  proportion  of  the  goods  are  not  novel,  and  many 
of  the  exhibits  are  of  little  interest  to  our  readers. 

Soaps  and  Detergents. 

The  Vinolia  Company  (Limited)  have  a  very  beautiful 
and  highly  decorated  stall  on  which  are  abundantly  dis- 
played their  favourite  perfumes  and  soaps.  Some  remarkably 
cheap  twopenny  soaps  are  offered  and  include  carbolic,  pine- 
tar,  sulphur,  and  terebene.  With  a  51.  order  the  firm  are  now 
giving  away  an  excellent  photogravure  entitled  "  True  Till 
Death,"  depicting  a  scene  on  the  South  African  veldt. 

One  of  the  most  tasteful  and  elaborate  exhibits  is  that  of 
the  Crown  Perfumery  Company,  where  special  attention 
is  given  to  grocers'  lines,  as  well  as  Crab-apple  Blossoms 
Cologne,  Lotus  Lily  and  Cyclamen  soaps.  The  company 
sre  offering  good  value  in  6:1.  and  Is.  perfumes  in  stoppered 
bottles.    Bathodora  is  also  well  to  the  front  of  the  exhibit. 

The  Erasmic  Soap  Company  (Limited)  occupy  a  special 
position  along  with  J.  Crosfield  &  Sons  (Limited).  It  is 
.a  prettily  decorated  stand  in  heliotrope,  Erasmic  perfume 
-and  toilet-sjiecialities  being  well  displayed. 

Armour  &  Co.,  whose  advent  in  the  toilet-soap  business 
-was  noted  some  time  ago,  exhibit  here  for  the  first  time, 
And  they  off  r  some  remarkably  cheap  lines.  The  "Tivoli" 
soap,  three  cakes  in  a  box,  retailing  at  6.1,  is  an  item  that 
would  be  hard  to  beat  for  the  money.  Mr.  B.  M.  Winkel, 
who  formerly  travelled  the  provinces  for  the  company,  now 
takes  the  London  district. 

C.  Thomas  &  Brothers  (Limited)  have  a  corner 
position,  most  of  which  is  taken  up  with  household  soaps, 
chief  among  which  is  the  Puritan  olive-oil  soap.  Fowler's 
patent  "  Mars  "  night-lights,  candles,  and  glycerin  are  also 
on  show 

Raimes  &  Co.  (Limited),  whose  "  Globe  "  polishes  are  a 
household  .necessity,  give  effect  to  the  brightening  properties 
of  polish  throughout  their  exhibit,  while  the  costume  of  the 
lady  attendant  is  quite  in  keeping  with  the  surrounding 
decorations  of  blue  and  white. 

The  Maypole  Company  (1899)  (Limited)  have  practically 
the  same  exhibit  as  they  had  last  year,  near  the  main 
entrance.  In  addition  to  soap-dyes,  cheap  series  of  toilet- 
soaps  and  perfumery  are  exhibited,  and  a  black  -  cloth 
renovator  seems  a  suitable  side-line  for  chemists. 

The  Bluebell  Polish  Company  (Limited)  display  their 
liquid  metal-polish  in  a  corner  stand  studded  with  highly 
polished  brass  rings,  illuminated  with  electricity.  Duff's 
solid  carbolic  disinfectant  (containing  40  per  cent,  pure 
carbolic)  and  Coronet  plate-powder  are  also  shown. 


Ronuk  (Limited)  have  a  neat  show  of  their  sanitary 
polishes  for  floors,  furniture,  &c,  also  special  preparations 
for  staining  and  polishing  hospital-wards.  In  this  section 
we  might  mention  the  Parazone  Company  (Limited)  with 
their  specialities,  Parazone,  camphor,  ammonia,  and  seretta 
powders. 

W.  G.  Nixey  is  also  represented  with  blacklead,  stove- 
polishes,  &c,  with  two  men  in  armour  as  an  attraction. 

The  Marbalette  Company  exhibit  their  preparation  for 
removing  stains  from  marble.  It  is  also  claimed  to  be 
equally  well  adapted  for  cleaning  baths,  brass  and  copper 
articles,  &c. 

Major  &  Co.  (Limited)  have  a  neat  display  of  their  well- 
known  "Eucryl"  and  other  adjuncts.  "Eucryl"  tooth- 
powder,  to  retail  at  Is.,  is  their  latest  novelty. 

Tidman  &  Son  (Limited),  of  sea-salt  fame,  have  a  huge 
variety  of  druggists'  sundries  on  show,  mostly  cheap  lines. 
A  speciality  is  made  of  2d.  treble-milled  buttermilk-soap  to 
sell  at  16s.  per  gross.  "Queen's  Own"  perfumes  at  3s.  9d. 
per  doz.,  and  Royal  smelling-salts  at  4s.  6d.,  are  other  items. 
The  firm  have  now  the  agency  for  Marshall's  Giant  cement, 
and  they  are  also  pi-oprietors  of  the  Pinnacle  soap-stand. 

Hepburn  &  Co.  show  a  large  variety  of  oils,  toilet  and 
shaving  soaps,  and  soft  soaps.  They  are  agents  for  the 
"  Oowana"  soaps. 

Nutrients. 

Liebig's  Extract  of  Meat  Company  (Limited)  occupy 
a  prettily  designed  pavilion  showing  the  whole  of  the  pro- 
ducts of  the  company,  "Lemco"  and  "Oxo"  being  given 
special  prominence.  It  may  be  mentioned  that  since  1865 
the  company  have  killed  no  fewer  than  5,560,000  cattle, 
which  they  claim  to  be  a  record. 

Bovril  (Limited)  occupy  a  central  position  in  the  Great 
Hall,  where  they  have  erected  a  large  open  four-sided  stall 
containing  a  full  assortment  of  their  specialities.  The  company 
announce  a  new  bonus  scheme.  Chemists  who  desire  to 
participate  should  send  for  their  circular  giving  the  condi- 
tions to  be  complied  with. 

Virol  (Limited)  show  Virol,  the  nutrient  for  infants  and 
ansemics,  the  neat  exhibit  being  in  charge  of  Mr.  Sedgwick. 

Brigg's  Indian  Foods  (Limited),  whose  foods  have 
already  been  described  in  this  journal,  have  a  white-enamelled 
stand,  and  a  prominent  display  of  showcards  with  the 
familiar  Hindoo.

The  Myosin  Albumin  Meat-extract  Company  exhibit 
in  the  arcade  "  Mamesin,"  which  is  a  preparation  of  myosin 
albumin  extracted  from  beef,  put  up  in  conjunction  with  the 
gelatins,  extractives,  and  phosphates.  It  is  served  in  a 
variety  of  forms,  the  most  popular  being  a  beef-tea  pre- 
paration. 

Spratt's  Patent  (Limited)  show  in  the  centre  of  the 
hall  an  extensive  selection  of  all  their  well-known  doggy 
and  other  animal  specialities.  Poultry-spice  for  winter 
laying  is  an  article  that  chemists  may  be  asked  for.  Beaver 
oats  from  Cauada  is  a  new  line  which  the  company  have 
taken  up,  and  which  makes  an  excellent  adjunct  to  anyone's 
breakfast-table . 

G.  S.  Mumford  &  Sons,  whose  sem.  lini  contus.  is  one  of 
the  best  on  the  market,  occupy  an  extensive  bay,  principally 
covered  with  G.S.M.  and  other  flours.  Lately  the  firm  have 
made  a  speciality  of  self-raising  flour  in  lg-lb.  and  3-lb. 
calico  bags,  and  a  lady  cook  demonstrates  the  advantages 
of  it. 

Fromms  (Limited)  have  a  small  stand  near  the  entrance, 
devoted  to  soups,  peaflours,  sauces,  pickles,  &c. 

Vegox  (Limited)  show  a  new  product  called  "  Primox" — 
a  concentrated  essence  of  beef  and  fresh  vegetables — a  hot 
cup  of  which  we  found  very  palatable. 

Henri  Nestle  have  a  unique  stand,  which  is,  as  nearly 
as  possible,  a  representation  of  a  Swiss  chalet.  It  is 
entirely  built  of  wood,  and  neither  nails  nor  screws  are 
employed  in  its  construction.  The  decorated  tiles  outside 
the  building  represent  pastoral  subjects,  and  the  furniture 
inside  the  chalet  is  made  of  Swiss  carved  wood.  The  firm 
also  show  some  of  the  Swiss  implements  employed  in  cheese- 
making,  such  as  milk  buckets,  jugs,  &c. 

Gilbert  Kimpton  &  Co.  are  the  agents  in  this  country 
for  "Force" — the  latest  of  American  cereal  foods.    It  con- 
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sists  of  wheat  and  barley  malt  in  crisp  flakes,  and  requires 
no  cooking  or  preparation. 

Cerebos  (Limited)  are  to  be  found  in  a  special  position 
in  the  Great  Hall,  where  they  have  a  fine  show  of  their 
phosphatic  table-salt. 

Packet  and  blended  teas  are  exhibited  by  the  Tower  Tea 
Company  in  a  turreted  building  representing  part  of  the 
Tower. 

A  large  and  important  section  of  the  Exhibition  is  that 
devoted  to 

Wines  and  Aerated  Waters. 

On  entering,  the  first  stall  of  importance  on  the  left  is 
that  of  Newball  &  Mason,  whose  exhibit  occupies  con- 
siderable floor-space.  The  famous  extract  of  herbs  for 
making  herb-beer  is  the  chief  article  shown,  and  there  is  a 
lavish  display  of  all  the  other  well-known  specialities.  Our 
attention  was  specially  directed  to  health  salt,  gravy  salt, 
seidlitz-powders,  citrate  of  magnesia,  and  quinine-wine,  for 
all  of  which  lines  there  is  a  steady  demand  from  chemists. 

Stephen  Smith  &  Co.  have  a  pretty  and  well-arranged 
exhibit  of  Hall's  wine,  "  Keystone "  Burgundy,  and  other 
wines.  Cox  &  Co.  (Limited)  show  their  ginger  and  other 
wines.  Austin's  "  Creamy  Custard,"  health  salt,  and  liver 
salt  are  items  among  their  sundries. 

Farrow  &  Jackson  (Limited)  show  a  large  variety  of 
sundries  connected  with  the  wine,  beer,  and  spirit  industry, 
including  bottling,  corking,  bottle-washing,  capsuling,  and 
racking  machines.    Soda-water  machinery  is  also  shown. 

Sundries. 

Messrs.  John  Phillips  &  Sons  in  the  South  Gallery  show  a 
full  line  of  sponges  in  original  cases  for  all  purposes.  The 
display  is  varied  and  attractive,  and  a  lot  of  money  is  repre- 
sented in  it. 

At  the  stand  of  the  Lamson  Paragon  Supply  Co.

-  High  Court  Case. 

Spurious  Beecham's  Pills. 
In  the  Vacation  Court,  Wednesday,  September  24,  before  Mr 
Justice  Jelf,  Mr.  Hodge  mentioned  the  cases  of  Beecham  v. 
Scott  and  Bullers  &  Co.  (Limited),  which  were  before  the 
Court  last  week.  Mr.  Hodge  said  the  motions  were  for  an 
injunction  to  restrain  the  passing-off  of  pills  as  Beecham's 
pills  which  were  not  of  the  plaintiff's  manufacture.  The 
defendants  had  now  consented  to  a  perpetual  injunction,  and 
to  treat  the  motion  as  the  trial  of  the  actions.  The  first- 
named  defendant,  of  Wheeler  Street,  Birmingham,  was  to 
pay  51.  as  damages,  and  to  pay  the  costs ;  and  the  second 
defendants,  of  High  Street,  West  Bromwich,  were  to  pay  40/. 
to  cover  both  damages  and  costs.  There  was  a  similar 
motion  against  other  chemists,  named  Austin  &  Son,  of  Nichols 
Green,  Birmingham.  It  was  said  that  they  also  were 
prepared  to  consent  to  a  perpetual  injunction,  but  plaintiff 
desired  the  motion  to  stand  over  for  a  week  unless  in  the 
meantime  a  consent  brief  was  produced  to  the  Registrar.

AiiRATED- WATER  BOTTLES. 

In  the  King's  Bench  Division,  Dublin,  on  September  18, 
/before  Mr.  Justice  Boyd,  an  application  was  made,  under  the 
above  Act,  in  three  cases  brought  by  Messrs.  Cantrell  & 
Cochrane,  Messrs.  O'Brien,  and  Messrs.  Bewley  &  Draper  v. 
Nash.  The  action  was  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the 
defendant,  his  agents  or  servants,  from  selling  or  offering  for 
sale  mineral  waters  not  manufactured  by  the  plaintiffs,  in 
bottles  bearing  their  embossed  names.  A  consent  had  been 
entered  into  by  which  the  defendant  agreed  to  pay  10/.  10s. 
to  the  plaintiffs  to  cover  their  costs,  and  the  application  now 
-was  to  have  the  consent  made  a  rule  of  Court.  His  Lordship 
made  the  order  asked,  for. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Potash  •'water. 

Mr.  Victor  J.  Woolls,  chemist  and  druggist,  72  North  - 
down  Road,  Margate,  was  summoned  at  the  Borough  Session - 
on  September  24-  for  selling  potash-water  not  of  the  nature 
substance,  and  quality  demanded.  Mr.  E.  Brook,  town  clerk 
prosecuted ;  and  Mr.  Shea  defended,  and  pleaded  guilty 
The  Town  Clerk  explained  that  Mr.  Woolls  was  only  the 
retail  seller  of  the  syphon  of  potash-water,  and  he  quite 
thought  that  he  sold  the  article  in  the  same  state  as  he 
received  it. 

The  purchase  of  the  syphon  was  proved  by  Joseph  Maurice 
Brown,  who  stated  that  he  asked  to  be  supplied  with  Reeve's 
potash-water. 

The  certificate  of  the  borough  analyst  (Mr.  Sidney 
Harvey,  Canterbury)  showed  that  the  wacer  contained  no 
potash. 

The  medical  officer  of  health  for  the  borough,  deposed 
that  the  water  is  used  medicinally. 

For  the  defence,  Mr.  Shea  explained  that  the  water  was 
obtained  from  Mr.  Reeve,  mineral-water  manufacturer. 
Unfortunately,  he  had  no  invoice  or  guarantee  with  the 
water,  and  Mr.  Woolls  had  no  alternative  but  to  plead 
guilty  to  a  technical  offence.  He  urged  that  Mr.  Woolls 
received  the  potash-water  from  Mr.  Reeve  in  good  faith  that 
it  was  made  of  the  proper  constituents,  and  lie  sold  it  as  he 
received  it,  and,  as  he  had  not  the  slightest  idea  that  it 
did  not  contain  potassium  bicarbonate,  he  asked  the  Bench 
to  inflict  only  a  small  fine  and  remit  the  costs. 

Mr.  Woolls  supported  this  statement  in  evidence. 

The  Bench  imposed  a  fine  of  11.  and  costs. 

H.  D.  Reeve,  mineral-water  manufacturer,  Hawley  Street, 
Margate,  was  summoned  for  a  similar  offence,  and  a  plea  of 
guilty  was  entered  in  this  case  also.  The  analyst's  certificate 
showed  an  entire  absence  of  potassium  bicarbonate.  The 
Mayor  said  it  was  a  very  serious  thing  for  invalids  who 
visited  the  town  to  be  supplied  with  aerated  waters  which 


did  not  contain  the  proper  ingredients.  A  fine  of  10/.  and 
costs  was  imposed. 

LlTHIA-WATER. 

At  the  same  time  and  place  Mr.  Woolls  was  summoned  for 
selling  lithia-water  which  was  devoid  of  lithium  carbonate. 
The  evidence  showed  that  this  water  also  was  supplied  by 
Mr.  Reeve.  The  Mayor  advised  Mr.  Woolls  to  have  his 
aerated  waters  analysed  occasionally  in  future,  and  a  fine  of 
1/.  and  costs  was  imposed. 

H.  D.  Reeve  was  also  summoned  for  a  similar  offence,  and 
fined  10?.  and  costs.

The  creditors  and  contributories  met  at  the  Official  Receiver's 
office,  Hull,  on  Wednesday,  September  24.

(Limited),  chemical-manufacturers,  of  Northwich,  and  pledged  his 
shares  in  the  company  with  the  Mercantile  Bank  of  Lancashire, 
who  subsequently  realised  them  on  account  of  his  indebtedness.

As  noted  in  our  issue  of  September  20,  the  old-established 
firm  of  Mawson,  Swan  &  Weddell,  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  has 
just  been  dissolved  by  mutual  consent,  Mr.  George  Weddell, 
pharmaceutical  chemist,  continuing  the  businesses  at  20 
West  Grainger  Street  and  139  Pilgrim  Street  (Gilpin  &  Co.), 
on  his  own  account.  Of  the  retiring  partners,  Mrs.  Mawson 
is  widow  of  the  late  Mr.  John  Mawson,  who,  when  Sheriff  of 
Newcastle  in  1868,  was  killed  on  the  town  moor  whilst 
superintending  the  destruction  of  a  quantity  of  nitro-glycerin ; 
Dr.  J.  Wilson  Swan,  F.R.S.  (Mrs.  Mawson's  brother)  is  well 
known  to  our  readers,  but  has  not  for  many  years  taken  any 
active  interest  in  pharmacy. 

Mr.  Weddell,  in  the  course  of  an  interview,  informed  our 
representative  that  he  went  to  the  firm  as  assistant  about 

twenty -six  years  ago,  the 
business  then  being  con- 
ducted in  Mosley  Street 
(now  Mawson  &  Swan, 
the  photographic  che- 
mists, of  Mawson  plate 
fame).  After  some  time 
there  he  left  and  spent  a 
year  in  Paris  as  an  assis- 
tant, a  season  in  Men- 
tone,  and  thereafter  for  a 
period  ;  he  represented 
Burgoyne,  Burbidges  & 
Co.  on  the  Continent, 
travelling  France,  North 
Italy,  Switzerland,  Bel- 
gium, and  Holland  in 
their  interests.  Return- 
ing to  Newcastle  in  1831 
as  a  partner  in  the  old 
house,  he  took  charge  of 
the  business,  and  this 
gave  Mr.  Swan  the  opportunity  of  devoting  his  whole 
time  to  electrical  work.  A  disastrous  fire  had  occurred 
just  previous  to  this,  so  the  drug  and  dispensing  busi- 
ness was  transferred  to  Grainger  Street,  and  with  the 
increased  accommodation  there  available,  the  firm  turned 
their  attention,  under  Mr.  Weddell's  energetic  management, 
to  the  development  of  profitable  side-lines.  The  Mawson 
filter,  a  writing-ink,  "  Stronghold  "  gum,  the  supply  of  manu- 
factured galenicals,  surgical  instruments,  and  antiseptic 
dressings,  &c,  to  surgeons,  are  some  of  these.  The  most 
important  "side-line,"  however,  which  Mr.  Weddell  has 
engineered  is  cerebos  salt.  He  had  conceived  the  idea  of 
incorporating  phosphates  with  table-salt,  owing  to  one  of 
his  children  having  imperfect  teeth,  and  patented  the  result 
of  his  researches  throughout  the  world.  The  idea  was 
too  large  to  work  in  conjunction  with  the  drug-business,.and 
a  company  was  formed  which  after  years  of  strenuous  exer- 
tion is  now  an  assured  success.  Mr.  Weddell  has,  with  his 
family,  spent  a  good  part  of  the  last  two  years  in  Paris, 
where  he  has  been  engaged  in  establishing  cerebos  in  France. 
Whilst  there  he  made  the  acquaintance  of  a  Franco-Belgian 
officer  who  had  fought  against  us  in  the  Transvaal  during 
the  late  war.  Mr.  Weddell  struck  up  a  friendship  with  him, 
and  soon  convinced  the  officer  of  the  error  of  his  ways.  The 
j>ortrait  which  accompanies  this  note  was  taken  by  this 
erstwhile  champion  of  the  Boers,  M.  Van  den  Heuvel.  Mr. 
Weddell  is  going  to  the  United  States  this  week,  where  he 
hopes  to  convince  our  American  cousins  of  the  merits  of 
cerebos  salt.

LIVERPOOL   IN  MONTREAL. 

Messes.  Evans  &  Sons  (Limited),  wholesale  druggists,  a 
few  weeks  ago  entered  into  occupation  of  their  fine  new 
premises  in  St.  Gabriel  and  St.  JeanBaptiste  Streets,  Montreal. 
The  firm  have  been  on  this  spot  for  years,  but  formerly  their 
frontage  was  to  37  St.  Jean  Baptiste  Street,  and  the  new 
extension  brings  them,  to  St.  Gabriel  Street,  No.  36  of 
which  is  the  main  entrance.  The  Montreal  Dally  Witness, 
writing  in  respect  to  the  change,  says  : — 

The  new  offices  are  finished  in  the  most  approved  fashion, 


with  all  the  modern  improvements  that  convenience  might 
suggest.  They  occupy  the  ground  floor,  and  the  warehouse 
is  above  on  the  second  storey,  while  there  is  a  roomy  basement 
below  in  place  of  the  old-fashioned  vaults.  The  front  of  the 
new  building  is  very  neatly  built  of  Montreal  stone,  and  high 
above  the  carving  that  surmounts  the  main  door  is  cut  the 
motto  and  crest  of  the  firm.  The  windows  of  the  main, 
building  are  well  placed  and  large,  so  that  light  and  air 
should  be  plentiful  in  the  counting-room,  into  which  the 
main  door  opens.  In  rear  of  the  new  premises  is  a  court- 
yard, and  this  communicates  with  the  old  or  rear  premises- 
on  St.  Jean  Baptiste  Street,  thus  giving  the  firm  two  exits. 

In  sharp  contrast  with  the  clean,  modern  appearance  ofr 
the  new  building  is  that  on  the  opposite  side  of  St.  GabrieL 
Street — the  old  building  of  the  French  adventurers,  after- 
wards of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  with  its  rough  stone 
and  fort-like  wall  and  gate.  High  up  in  that  old  building, 
on  the  only  smooth-faced  stone  of  the  whole  five-storey 
structure,  are  engraved  the  figures  "  1793,"  with  three  stars, 
cut  above  the  figures  and  three  below.  This  seems  to  tell 
the  story  that  the  old  order  changes,  and  in  nothing  so- 
drastically  as  in  commercial  life ;  for  modest  and  serenely 
comfortable  as  the  new  building  of  the  Messrs.  Evans  is,  it- 
has  the  elegance  of  a  palace  by  comparison.

Ox  Ben  Nevis. 

THERE  is  no  pharmacy  in  this  article,  but  so  many  of  my 
fellow-craftsmen  have  ascended  the  highest  mountain 
in  Britain,  and  as  the  Observatory  is  to  be  closed,  I  venture 
to  tell  what  I  saw  there  this  summer. 

Ben  Nevis  is  4,406  feet  above  sea-level,  or  110  feet  higher 
than  Muich  Dhui,  its  closest  competitor.  The  Observatory 
was  erected  in  1883  by  the  Scottish  Meteorological  Society, 
who  at  the  same  time  had  a  good  bridle-path  made  up  the 
mountain-side,  thus  rendering  the  Ben  easily  accessible  on 
foot  to  those  who  pay  the  Is.  toll,  or  3s.  if  on  horseback. 
The  distance  from  Fort  William  to  the  summit  is  rather  over 
seven  miles.  The  first  two  miles  of  the  walk  is  by  a  good 
carriage-road  leading  from  the  town  along  the  left  bank  of 
the  river  Nevis  as  far  as  Achintee  farm.  At  this  point  the 
bridle-path  commences,  striking  off  to  the  left,  and  gradu- 
ally ascending  the  south  side  of  Meall-an-t-Suidhe,  with 
occasional  zigzags,  until  it  reaches  the  plateau  and  loch 
which  separate  Meall-an-t-Suidhe  from  Ben  Nevis. 
Having  crossed  the  plateau  the  tug-of-war  begins,  a  very 
different  kind  of  path  being  encountered  as  one  sets  foot  on 
Ben  Nevis  itself — a  very  wilderness  of  dark  porphyritic 
rock  and  loose  scree,  with  scarce  a  blade  of  grass  to 
be  seen.  About  3,000  feet  up  we  met  the  first  patch 
of  snow.  From  this  point  onwards  snow  became  increas- 
ingly manifest  until  the  summit  was  reached,  and  there  it 
reigned  supreme.  Those  who  like  their  journey  to  be 
flavoured  with  a  dash  of  adventure  should  choose  an  early 

date    for    the  ascent. 
Later  on,  in  July  and 
August,  the  climb  be- 
comes a  wearisome  and 
monotonous  grind  on  a 
path  destitute  of  snow, 
swarming  with  perspir- 
ing trippers,  and  strewn 
with    orange-peel  and 
ginger-beer  bottles.  In 
May  or  early  June,  on 
the  contrary,  the  pedes- 
trian pursues  his  way 
in  solitary  state,  enjoy- 
ing a  steady  pull  in  brisk 
and  invigorating  air,  and 
rejoicing  in  the  pleasur- 
able excitement  afforded 
by  having  eventually  to 
make  his  own  pathway 
across  a  trackless  waste 
of  virgin  snow.  Such 
was  my  delightful  ex- 
perience   on  the  first 
Saturday  in  June  of  this 
year.    The  romance  of 
the   situation  was  en- 
hanced when  we  found  that  the  House  of  Refreshment  on  the 
;ummit  was  not  yet  opened  for  the  season.    In  this  predica- 
nent  the  "  observers,"  one  of  whom  is  seen  leading  the  way 
,o  the  Observatory,  most  kindly  came  to  the  rescue,  and  placed 
if  their  best  before  us.    A  tour  was  then  made  round  the 
Observatory,  inside  and  outside,  with  the  "  observer "  on 
luty,  who  was  taking  the  readings  of  the  instruments,  and 
aany  interesting  details  were  learned  as  to  the  life  and 
?ork  on  the  summit.    The  staff  consists  of  two  observers, 
ho  work  in  eight-hour  shifts,  and  a  steward-cook.  Provi- 
ions  and  fuel  for  at  least  six  months  have  to  be  conveyed 
p  the  mountain  on  pony-back  before  the  winter  sets  in. 
'ccasional  descents  are  made  in  dry  and  clear  weather  during 
he  winter  months,  and  incidental  visits  paid  by  the  low- 
;vel  observers  to  their  brethren  on  the  heights.    Now  and 
ien,  too,  an  adventurous  tourist  makes  his  way  to  the  top, 
ad  is  made  thrice  welcome  when  he  gets  there.  During 
le  whole  of  the  winter  the  only  water  available  is  melted 
low,  the  neighbouring  spring  (the  highest  in  Britain)  being 
ostbound  until  the  summer  sets  in.    In  midwinter  the

Observatory  is  often  completely  snowed  up,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  tower,  which  is  provided  with  a  door  to  allow 
egress  and  ingress  of  the  inmates. 

The  mean  temperature  is  30°  F.,  or  16°  less  than  at  the 
sea-level  at  Fort  William,  the  winter  readings  running  from 


Bex  Nevis  Observatory, 

15°  to  25°,  and  the  summer  from  30°  to  40°.  The  mean 
barometrical  reading  is  25  281,  or,  roughly  speaking,  4§  inches 
lower  than  at  sea-level,  being  about  1  inch  for  every  1,000 
feet  of  elevation. 

The  instruments  in  use  are  :  Barometers,  dry  and  wet 
bulb ;  maximum,  minimum,  and  radiation  thermometers  ; 
rain  or  snow  gauge  ;  ozone-tester;  sunshine-recorder;  dust- 
recorder  ;  anemometers  for  the  direction  and  velocity  of 
wind.  An  abstract  from  the  readings  is  daily  published  in 
the  Scotsman  in  the  following  form  : —

The  Atomic  Weight  oi  Iodine. — The  atomic  weight  of 
iodine  has  again  been  carefully  determined  by  Ladenburg.  The 
value  of  the  present  determination  comes  out  at  126'96,  and  is  of 
special  importance,  since  a  series  of  experiments  demonstrated 
that  the  error  is  within  the  limits  +  or  —  0'0003. — (Chem.  Zeit., 
1902, 195.) 

Safflower  Oil. — Tylaikow  has  examined  the  expressed  and  the 
extracted  oils  from  the  seeds  of  the  safflower.  No  particular 
difference  was  found  between  the  oils  prepared  by  the  two 
methods,  each  closely  resembling  the  half-drying  oils  of  the  sun- 
flower-oil type.  The  sp.  gr.  is  about  0916  to  0'920,  and  the  iodine 
number  125. — (Apotheker  Zeitung,  1902,  530.) 

Atoxyl. — Under  the  name  of  atoxyl,  a  new  organic  compound 
of  arsenic  has  recently  been  placed  upon  the  market.  It  is  an 
amido-benzene  compound,  of  the  formula  CuH5'NH'As02,  and 
occurs  as  a  white,  inodorous,  and  almost  tasteless  powder.  It  is 
only  about  one-twentieth  as  poisonous  as  the  quantity  of  arsenic 
it  contains  would  be  in  the  free  state,  and  has  very  marked  thera- 
peutic properties. — {Nouveaux  Bemedes,  1902,  400.) 

Diosmol. — A  petroleum-ether  extract  of  buchu-leaves  is  now 
on  the  market  under  the  name  of  diosmol,  and  is  claimed  to  be 
the  most  useful  form  of  administering  the  drug.  In  addition  to 
the  diosphenol  and  other  constituents  of  the  essential  oil  which 
are  present,  the  extract  contains  about  4  per  cent,  of  the  glucoside 
diosmin.  This  glucoside  has  been  examined  by  Spica,  and  found 
to  be  a  white  crystalline  substance  melting  at  243°-244°  C.  On 
hydrolysis  it  yields  glucose  and  a  compound  melting  at  126°- 
130°  C.—(Pharm.  Central.,  1902,  465.) 

Antipyrln  Hydrochloride. — If  antipyrin  be  dissolved  to 
saturation  in  33  per  cent,  hydrochloric  acid,  and  the  solution 
evaporated  with  a  little  alcohol,  at  100°  C,  thick  crystalline  tables 
melting  at  158°-160°  C.  are  deposited.  These  crystals  give  figures 
on  analysis  agreeing  theoretically  with  the  formula  for  a  mono- 
hydrochloride  of  antipyrine.  The  crystals  are  deliquescent  and 
soluble  in  water,  but  only  slightly  so  in  alcohol.  The  substance 
can  also  be  obtained  with  one  molecule  of  benzene  of  crystallisation 
if  crystallised  from  a  mixture  of  benzene  and  absolute  alcohol. — 
(Chem.  Zeit.,  1902,  612.) 

The  Alkaloids  of  Calumba-root. — Gadamer  (Archiv  der 
Pharmazie,  1902,  450)  gives  the  results  of  his  work  on  the  alka- 
loids of  calumba-root,  following  on  the  recently  published  work  of 
Gordin.  He  comes  to  the  following  conclusions :  (1)  Calumba- 
root  contains  at  least  two  alkaloids  closely  resembling  berberine, 
but  not  identical  with  it ;  (2)  the  alkaloids  of  calumba-root  are 
yellow,  and  are  converted  by  reduction  into  colourless  hydro- 
compounds  ;  (3)  calumba-root  does  not  contain  berberine  ;  (4)  both 
alkaloids  are  quaternary  bases,  and  are,  like  berberine,  converted 
by  reduction  into  tertiary  bases.  The  percentage  of  total  alka- 
loids present  varies  from  0-98  to  1"38  in  the  bark,  and  T02  to  2'05 
in  the  wood  of  the  root. 

Samsu. — At  the  British  Association  meeting  in  Belfast,  Mr. 
B.  T.  P.  Barker  described  to  the  Botanical  Section  the  preparation 
of  samsu — a  fermented  drink  of  Eastern  Asia — which  is  a  variety 
of  arrack.  It  is  obtained  by  the  distillation  of  a  fermented  liquor 
prepared  from  rice  by  boiling  it  in  water,  and,  after  cooling,  a 
powdered  substance  is  added  to  the  mixture.  This  substance 
causes  fermentation,  at  the  end  of  which  the  liquor  is  distilled 
three  times,  the  final  product  containing  a  high  percentage  of 
alcohol.  The  powdered  substance  is  obtained  in  the  form  of  small 
round  greyish  cakes,  the  composition  of  which  is  a  trade-secret. 
Mr.  Barker  has  identified  in  the  cake  a  species  of  Monascus  and  a 
bacterium  capable  of  fermenting  glucose.  The  species  of  Monascus 
is  of  special  interest.  Hitherto  the  genus  has  been  placed  in  the 
hemiasci  on  account  of  a  supposed  formation  of  spores  in  a 
sporangium,  surrounded  by  an  investment  of  hyphas.  It  is,  how- 
ever, a  true  ascomycete. 

Strychnine  and  Erucine. — Lyons  proposes  the  following 
method  of  separating  the  alkaloids  strychnine  and  brucine  in 
preparations  of  nux  vomica,  and  claims  for  it  a  reliable  degree  of 
accuracy.  The  alkaloids  are  extracted  by  one  of  the  usual  methods, 
and  dried  in  a  small  beaker  and  weighed.  For  every  15  mgrms., 
1  c.c.  of  diluted  sulphuric  acid  is  taken,  and  the  alkaloidal  residue 
stirred  with  it  in  the  beaker  till  it  is  completely  disintegrated. 
The  whole  should  then  be  stirred  at  frequent  intervals  for  an  hour. 
Collect  the  residue  on  a  small  filter,  rinse  out  with  1  c.c.  of  dilute 
sulphuric  acid,  and  pour  on  to  the  filter  above  the  undissolved 
residue  as  far  as  possible.  Transfer  the  filter  and  residue  to  the 
beaker,  add  10  c.c.  of  chloroform,  and  3  c.c.  of  10-per-cent.  ammonia 
solution.  Stir  well  until  the  residue  is  dissolved,  and  transfer  the 
liquid,  with  two  washings  with  5  c.c.  of  fresh  chloroform,  to  a 
separator.  Evaporate  the  separated  chloroform  in  a  tared  dish, 
and  when  nearly  dry  add  2  c.c.  of  alcohol.  Dry  the  nearly  pure 
strychnine  and  weigh.  For  every  cubic  centimetre  of  dilute  acid 
used,  add  1'75  mgrm.    The  difference-figure  represents  the  brucine.

The  British  Association  Meeting 

at  Belfast  this  year  was 
one  of  the  dull  ones  of  the  series  from  a  philistinian  point  of 
view.  While  the  work  of  the  various  Sections  revealed 
something  of  the  silent  and  patient  march  which,  behind  the 
wasted  thunder  of  our  battlefields,  the  prattle  of  out 
thousand  assemblies,  and  the  shouts  of  our  "  flanneled  fools  " 
and  "  muddied  oafs,"  is  progressing  with  ever-accelerated 
force  towards  a  fuller  knowledge  of  the  powers  and 
phenomena  which  surround  us,  yet  no  particularly  startling 
discovery  was  here  made  known  for  the  first  time,  nor  was 
any  controversy  acrimonious  enough  to  reach  the  public 
attention  evoked.  The  President,  who  has  linked  his  name 
with  a  performance  which  must  for  ever  remain  a  landmark 
in  scientific  history,  had  a  good  centre-point  for  his  address 
on  the  "  absolute  zero,"  the  north  pole  of  physical  studies, 
and  ably  and  modestly  he,  the  man  who  has  gone  nearer 
that  absolute  zero  than  any  other  investigator,  told  the  story 
of  his  exploits.  But  Professor  Dewar's  famous  feat  was 
accomplished  four  years  ago,  and  since  then  Marconi,  Santos 
Dumont,  and  others  have  figured  on  the  scientific  firmament. 
The  liquefaction  of  hydrogen  remains  an  important  fact,  but 
it  is  no  longer  a  special  "  draw." 

The  Presidents  of  Sections 

had  similarly  no  new  universe 
riddle  to  excite  us  with.  It  had  been  given  out  that  Professor 
Divers  was  to  give  the  Chemistry  Section  a  new  atomic 
theory,  or  some  new  light  on  the  old  one,  or  something 
tending  that  way;  and  after  his  address  Professor  Dewar 
himself  intimated  that  he  would  take  time  to  consider 
whether  he  could  adopt  the  innovating  ideas.  The  difficulty 
for  the  ordinary  reader,  however,  is  to  ascertain  what  was  the 
special  novelty  which  Professor  Divers  introduced.  He  says 
that  we  should  in  conceiving  of  chemical  changes  abandon 
the  atomic  hypothesis,  but  retain  the  atomic  theory ;  and 
by  this,  apparently,  he  means  that  we  should  surrender  the 
idea  of  actual  atoms,  but  retain  that  of  substances  which 
always  behave  as  if  they  were  composed  of  ultimate  atoms. 
That  is,  I  suppose,  the  illogical  but  convenient  way  in  which 
most  chemists  do  consider  substances.  I  cannot  suppose 
that  many  of  them  believe  in  the  actual  atom — the  particle 
which  cannot  be  cut.  But  does  the  novelty  consist  in 
merely  the  confession  of  an  illogicality  ? 

Botany 

is  the  extinct  volcano  of  the  sciences.  It  has  never 
furnished  a  sensation  yet,  and  never  can.  Professor  Reynolds 
Green,  who  presided  over  the  Section  at  Belfast,  delivered  an 
excellent  chemical  address  on  the  physiology  of  the  plant. 
He  showed  how  far  we  are  from  certitude  in  regard  to  the 
processes  which  go  on  in  every  living  plant,  the  nourishment 
of  the  embryo,  the  formation  of  the  juices,  the  action  of  the 
organs.  It  seems  that  we  do  not  know  exactly  yet  how  the 
plant  builds  up  its  sugar.  There  was  plenty  of  learning  in 
the  addresses  on  Geology,  Geography,  and  other  subjects 
but  the  public  ear  was  specially  caught  by  several  more  or 
less  violent  invectives  against  our 

British  Methods  of  Education. 

Nothing  but  good  can  result 
from  the  careful  and  thoughtful  criticism  of  our  educational 
methods  by  such  experts  as  Professors  Armstrong  and  Perry. 
But  it  is  not  easy  to  gather  from  their  addresses  just  what 


is  so  essential  to  be  done.  "  Teach  reasoning  as  well  as  the- 
other  three  R's,"  is  Dr.  Armstrong's  advice.  But  every 
authority  from  Bacon  to  Matthew  Arnold  has  advised  this  - 
and,  besides,  the  boy  who  is  worth  educating  will  develop  it 
whether  he  is  told  to  do  so  or  not.  Overthrow  the  Educa- 
tion Department,  reform  it  root  and  branch,  and  insist  on  a. 
Sabbatical  year,  when  the  whole  staff  should  go  through 
the  country  to  see  what  new  things  are  about,  is  described 
by  the  Times  as  an  instructive  and  amusing  suggestion  but 
not  a  practicable  one.  Suggestions  pour  rire  are  assuredly 
out  of  place  in  this  connection. 

How  Long 

will  this  poor  nation  continue  to  submit  to  and  pay 
for  the  monstrous  tyranny  of  legal  etiquette  ?  In  this 
forthcoming  test-case  it  was  stated  last  week  that  probably 
the  Inland  Revenue  authorities  may  be  represented  in  the- 
High  Court  by  the  Attorney  or  Solicitor  General — perhaps 
by  both.  "  In  that  case  we  do  not  think  it  likely  that  the- 
case  for  chemists  can  be  presented  with  sufficient  force- 
without  a  King's  Counsel  of  equal  rank."  That  reads  like  a 
burlesque ;  but  it  is  well  known  that  the  suggestion  is- 
abundantly  well  based.  Can  anything  be  more  absurd  ?  The- 
opinion  of  the  High  Court  on  a  point  of  law  ought  to  be  su 
very  cheap  and  simple  thing  to  get.  The  issue  has  been 
worked  out  in  the  lower  Courts,  and  those  high-priced  intel- 
lects on  the  upper  benches  are  supposed  to  be  capable  of 
seizing  points  instantly  iwhich  the  ordinary  lay  mind  can 
hardly  disentangle.  But  the  tacit  theory  is  that  those 
mighty  intellects  cannot  be  expected  to  work  unless  they 
are  jogged  by  other  specially  hired  intellects  in  the  inner- 
most ring. 

The  Birmingham  Traders 

who,  it  is  alleged,  have  sold  some- 
other  pills  when  they  were  professing  to  sell  Beecham's  will 
do  well  to  take  advantage  of  those  commercial  classes- 
which,  if  I  remember  rightly,  were  to  be  established  in  con- 
nection with  the  Birmingham  University.  No  such  stupid 
way  of  risking  a  salmon  to  catch  a  sprat  has  been  known  to 
the  drug-trade  than  this.  I  suppose  it  is  done  in  the  penny 
trade.  Now,  Beecham's  pills  at  four  a  penny  yield  a  very 
fair  profit.  If  "our  own"  show,  say,  a  halfpenny  better  out 
of  each  pennyworth,  not  much  fewer  than  fifty  thousand/ 
pennyworths  would  have  to  be  sold  to  balance  the  legal 
expenses.  By  the  way,  has  not  Mr.  Beecham  raised  his- 
terms  to  transgressors  ?  My  impression  is  that  the  "  fee ' 
used  to  be  201.  or  25/. 

South  Africa 

is  the  part  of  the  British  Empire  where  pharmacy 
will  flourish  most  abundantly  during  the  coming  decade. 
There  are  numerous  paragraphs  in  last  week's  C. 
which  indicate  that.  At  present  business  in  the  chief 
centres  is  only  limited  by  the  difficulty  of  getting  goods- 
sent  up  from  the  ports.  The  chemists  of  South  Africa  will 
be  for  a  long  time  yet,  as  a  rule,  British-trained  men.  They 
know  what  conditions  they  must  fulfil  and  what  they 
need  to  avoid.  In  Lord  Milner  they  have  a  Governor  who- 
has  shown  that  he  wishes  to  give  effect  to  such  reasonable 
claims  as  would  establish  the  profession  of  pharmacy  on  a 
sound  basis.  It  will  be  for  ever  regretted  if  this  opportunity 
of  organising  one  sufficiently  comprehensive  but  reasonably 
restricted  Act  be  neglected.  This  need  not  wait  for  South 
Africa  federation  ;  the  country  is  ripe  for  it  now.  In  draft- 
ing such  a  scheme  it  would  only  be  necessary  to  base  it  on 
our  Act  of  1868,  incorporating  in  it  the  amendments  as  to 
company  trading  which  we  have  been  trying  for  a  few  years 
to  get  in  this  country.  I  hope  South  African  pharmacists 
will  not,  for  their  own  sakes,  overlook  this  point.

Lessons  from  Philadelphia. 

"Jubilee"  is  a  word  that  appears  not  to  exist  in  American 
language — "  semi-centennial "  is  what  they  call  it ;  but  it  will 
be  observed  from  the  report  we  print  of  the  American  Phar- 
maceutical Association's  meeting  in  Philadelphia  this  month 
that  the  Old  World  word  for  it  is  most  appropriate.  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  representative  and  a  gentleman 
formerly  on  our  staff  appear  to  have  been  the  only  British 
participants  in  the  historic  event.  Mr.  Claridge  Druce  and 
Mr.  N.  H.  Martin  were  up  to  the  last  moment  expected,  but 
they  did  not  arrive.  Nor  was  any  other  European  country 
represented.  The  American  Pharmaceutical  Association 
deserved  higher  respect  from  its  contemporaries  in  the  field 
of  pharmaceutical  research,  but  it  is  not  altogether  regrettable 
that  those  residing  on  the  American  continent  alone  par- 
ticipated. American  celebrations  have  a  domesticity  and 
fervour  about  them  to  which  the  formality  and  pomp  of 
kindred  official  functions  in  Europe  are  decidedly  foreign, 
and  since  the  luck  of  circumstances  kept  foreign  delegates 
away  from  Philadelphia,  the  celebration  on  September  11 
stands  recorded  as  a  purely  American  one.  To  us  as  British 
pharmacists  some  lessons  may  be  gathered  from  the  addresses 
that  marked  the  occasion.    These  were  scarcely  required  to 
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assure  pharmacists  who  are  acquainted  with  the  Association 
that  it  has  influence:!  American  pharmacy  for  good.  Through 
it  the  gradually  populated  States  in  the  Union  have,  as 
pharmaceutical  strength  was  gained,  established  centres  of 
influence  in  State  Pharmaceutical  Associations,  so  that,  inde- 
pendent as  the  States  are  in  pharmacy  law,  there  has  been 
secured  a  community  of  feeling  which  has  saved  American 
pharmacy  from  degenerating  into  a  series  of  discordant 
particles.  The  leaders  in  every  State  are  united  through 
tb.3  National  Association,  and  at  the  present  time 
they  are  working  for  the  unification  of  the  pharmacy  laws, 
as  far  as  reciprocity  of  certificates  is  concerned.  The 
lesson  next  in  importance,  perhaps,  is  that  the  Association 
demonstrates  the  comparative  unimportance  of  a  large 
membership.  The  A.Ph.A.  has  not  on  its  books  the  names 
of  more  than  a  twentieth  of  the  number  of  pharmacists  in 
the  United  States.  The  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 
is  proportionately  twice  as  strong,  and  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  has  several  multiples  of  it  in 
numerical  strength.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  not 
quite  comparable  with  the  A.Ph.A.,  yet  the  latter  gives 
points  in  earnestness,  accomplishment,  and  indifference  to 
mere  numbers  which  are  worth  taking  to  heart.  Dr 
Whelpley,  in  his  presidential  address,  gave  several  hints  as 
to  the  future  conduct  of  the  Associatiorf-s  work  which  are 
well  worth  consideration  on  this  side.  We  specially  empha- 
sise his  recommendation  about  the  treatment  of  papers. 
His  views  are  exactly  those  of  the  rank-and-file  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  and  if  they  were  carried 
out  here  it  might  be  possible  to  incorporate  into  a  Con- 
ference week  a  meeting  of  our  national  trade  associations 
(P.A.T.A.  and  CD. A.)  and  the  Federation  of  Local  Associa- 
tions, and  yet  enable  participators  to  return  to  their  counters  by 
Saturday.  Feeling  in  this  direction  is  growing  with  us,  but 
under  present  conditions  it  is  not  possible  to  give  effect  to 
it,  and  Dr.  Whelpley's  suggestion  opens  a  way  that  might 
well  be  considered. 


The  White  Man's  Plague. 

The  "  Transactions  "  of  the  British  Congress  on  Tuberculosis, 
which  was  held  last  year,  have  just  been  published  in  four 
volumes.  Although  at  the  time  we  gave  the  points  of  the 
meeting  of  greatest  interest  to  pharmacists,  there  are  doubt- 
less many  of  our  readers  who  desire  to  have  fuller  informa- 
tion as  to  what  took  place  at  the  Congress,  and  to  these  we 
recommend  the  purchase  of  the  "  Transactions."  The  first 
volume  gives  a  report  of  the  proceedings  at  the  general 
meetings  and  lists  of  delegates  and  members.  It  was  at  the 
first  general  meeting  that  Professor  Koch  made  the  sensa- 
tional speech  in  which  he  asserted  that  human  and  bovine 
tuberculosis  are  distinct  diseases,  and  that  human  tuber- 
culosis cannot  be  transmitted  to  cattle,  and  vice  versa. 
Professor  Brouardel  made  the  positive  assurance  that 
tuberculosis  is  avoidable  and  curable,  and  laid  particular 
emphasis  on  the  fact  that  the  sputum  of  tuberculous 
persons  is  the  main  source  of  infection.  It  was  mentioned 
that  15,000  consumptives  had  been  treated  at  Brompton 
during  the  last  twenty  years,  and  that  no  instance  had 
occurred  in  which  any  of  the  medical  men  or  nurses  had 
been  infected.  Insalubrious  dwellings  are  potent  agents 
in  the  propagation  of  tuberculosis,  and  the  provision  of 
healthier  abodes  has  done  much  to  diminish  the  proportion 
of  deaths  from  this  disease.  Professor  McFadyean  objected 
to  Professor  Koch's  pronouncement  as  to  the  non-communi- 
cability  of  bovine  tuberculosis  to  man,  asserting  that  there 
is  special  danger  in  the  use  of  milk  from  diseased  cows. 
Various  resolutions  followed  the  general  discussions,  one 


being  in  regard  to  the  use  of  pocket  spittoons  by  consumptive 
persons.  Chemists  and  druggists  can  help  the  medical 
profession  by  stocking  suitable  spittoons  and  giving  the 
necessary  instructions  as  to  disinfection  to  purchasers. 
Professor  Brouardel's  remark  that  "  experience  has  taught 
all  doctors,  from  Hippocrates  down  to  the  present  day,  that  a 
neglected  cough  may  end  in  tuberculosis "  should  be  borne 
in  mind.  Volume  II.  is  the  report  of  the  State  Section, 
dealing  with  notification,  the  housing  question,  control  of 
meat  and  milk  supplies,  and  the  provision  of  sanatoria.  The 
papers  in  this  Section  were  contributed  by  medical  officers 
of  health  and  other  public  health  officials.  The  method  used 
in  Manchester  for  making  impermeable  Japanese  serviettes 
into  suitable  pocket-handkerchiefs  for  consumptive  persons 
is  to  dissolve  with  gentle  heat  Japanese  white  wax  2  oz., 
paraffin  wax  or  spermaceti  1  oz.,  in  turpentine  10  oz.  The 
warm  solution  is  then  brushed  on  a  thickness  of  about  a  dozen 
serviettes  until  they  are  well  saturated,  after  which  the 
serviettes  are  separated  and  hung  up  to  dry  for  a  few  days. 
A  better  solution  is  obtained  if  a  little  rubber  is  dissolved 
in  the  turpentine.  The  third  volume  of  the  report  deals  with 
the  Medical  Section  of  the  Congress,  and  contains  papers  on 
climatology,  tuberculin,  sanatorium  treatment,  the  use  of 
Rontgen  rays,  and  pathological  and  miscellaneous  papers  on 
the  treatment  of  tuberculosis.  We  gather  from  these  that 
a  good  deal  depends  upon  the  early  treatment  of  the  disease, 
and  the  use  of  tuberculin  was  advocated  as  the  best  test  as 
to  whether  a  person  is  infected  or  not.  Rontgen  rays  were 
advocated  as  an  aid  in  the  diagnosis  of  pulmonary  tubercu- 
losis by  several  physicians.  The  pulmonary  image  in  health 
is  quite  transparent  from  apex  to  base,  whilst  a  tuberculous 
lung  shows  more  or  less  dense  portions  in  a  radiograph.  The 
miscellaneous  papers  in  this  Section  concern  special  treat- 
ments of  the  disease  by  meat-albumen,  raw  meat  and  muscle 
serum,  intratracheal  injection  of  izal  oil  in  glycerin,  the  use 
of  igazol  (a  formic-aldehyde  combination),  the  hypodermic 
injection  of  calcium  phosphate,  the  use  of  cacodylate 
of  guaiacol,  formic  aldehyde  by  inhalation  or  intravenous 
injection,  the  intravenous  injection  of  protargol,  urea,  per- 
sulphate of  soda,  pneumatic  massage,  and  high-frequency 
currents.  Each  of  these  treatments  was  enthusiastically 
advocated  by  one  or  more  medical  men.  The  volume  devoted 
to  the  Veterinary  Section  of  the  Congress  is  the  smallest  in 
bulk  of  the  four,  but  in  no  Section  was  opinion  more  divided. 
Professor  Koch's  address  on  the  second  day  of  the  Congress 
was  responsible,  no  doubt,  for  much  of  the  discord,  for  the 
unanimous  opinion  of  veterinary  experts  that  tuberculosis 
could  be  transmitted  from  animals  to  human  beings  was  put 
under  a  cloud  by  the  greatest  of  all  experts  on  tuberculosis. 
There  were  differences  of  opinion  also  as  to  the  suitability 
for  food  of  infected  cattle,  and  the  farmer  element  naturally 
objected  to  the  proposals  to  destroy  such  of  their  beasts  as 
reacted  to  the  tuberculin-test  unless  suitable  compensation 
is  given.  Taking  the  volumes  as  a  whole,  one  cannot  help 
feeling  a  sense  of  depression  that  expert  opinion  on  so 
definite  a  disorder  as  tuberculosis  should  be  so  much  at 
variance.  This  is  especially  the  case  in  regard  to  treatment, 
and  it  is  astounding,  with  the  knowledge  that  the  tubercle 
bacillus  is  as  easily  killed  by  light  and  air  as  any  micro- 
organism and  that  the  infected  persons  are  not  constituted 
of  test-tubes,  how  physicians  advocate  caustic  and  irritant 
remedies  that  disturb  the  digestion  and  exhaust  the  last 
resources  of  patients. 

Specifics  in  the  Argentine. 

Pharmacists  and  other  dealers  in  patent  medicines,  mineral 
waters,  and  so  forth,  who  do  business  in  the  Argentine 
Republic,  are  fortunate  in  the  possession  of  a  Government 
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amenable  to  reason.  A  few  weeks  ago  (C.  cf  P.,  August  9, 
page  240)  the  levying  of  a  tax  on  medicinal  proprietaries 
sold  in  the  Republic  was  alluded  to,  and  the  principal 
objections  of  the  traders  interested  set  forth.  These  objections 
have  been  promptly  and  fairly  met,  and  new  regulations  sub- 
stituted by  the  Minister  of  the  Interior.  The  revised  regula- 
tions enjoin  that  every  manufacturer  or  importer  of 
medicinal  specifics  must  inscribe  his  name  in  a  register  at 
the  National  Department  of  Hygiene,  present  the  product 
for  analysis,  and  obtain  a  certificate  authorising  its  sale 
These  conditions  apply  also  to  perfumes  with  curative 
properties.  The  necessary  stamps  will  be  issued  from  this 
Department,  which  is  also  authorised  to  issue  them  gratis, 
for  once  only,  in  respect  of  specifics  in  good  condition,  which 
have  been  a  long  time  in  stock  in  consequence  of  a  small 
demand.  No  imported  specific  can  be  withdrawn  from  the 
Custom-house  until  the  owner  produces  proof  that  he  has 
the  stamps  necessary  for  all  the  "  envases  "  (receptacles  or 
wrappers)  contained  in  the  cases,  and  the  stamp  must  be 
affixed  to  each  "  envase  "  within  fifteen  days  of  withdrawal. 
Specifics  manufactured  in  the  Republic  must  bear  the  stamp 
upon  every  bottle  ("  frasco ")  when  ready  for  sale  to  the 
public,  and  henceforth  no  proprietaries  may  be  sent  to  the 
interior  of  the  Republic  unless  the  "  envases "  bear  the 
proper  stamp  or  certificate  of  payment  of  the  stamps.  In 
drug-stores  and  pharmacies  the  stamps  must  be  affixed  to  all 
dutiable  specifics  in  stock  by  the  end  of  September.  Fines 
varying  from  $10  to  $1,000  will  be  imposed  for  non-com- 
pliance with  or  violation  of  these  regulations,  which  include 
the  right  of  inspection  of  the  places  in  which  specifics  are 
stored.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  principal  causes  of 
complaint  from  the  traders' point  of  view  have  been  removed, 
or,  at  least,  modified.  Specifics  "in  good  condition"  that 
are  in  stock  will  be  stamped  free,  but  (such  is  the  perversity 
of  human  nature,  even  in  Argentina)  what  of  the  specifics  in 
bad  condition  1  asks  the  critic.  It  is  pointed  out  further 
that  in  stamping  specifics  of  national  manufacture,  the 
wording  of  the  section  is  such  that  if  the  specific  be  not 
contained  in  "frasco"  no  stamp  is  needed,  and  that  the 
stamp  need  only  be  affixed  when  the  ".  frasco  "  is  taken  out 
of  the  box  or  other  "envase"  for  the  purchaser, for  then  only 
can  it  be  strictly  said  to  be  "  ready  for  delivery."  This,  of 
course,  is  mere  quibbling,  and  such  complaisance  on  the 
part  of  the  authorities  would  be  to  British  pharmacists  a 
matter  for  congratulation  rather  than  for  carping  criticism. 
The  tax  (5c.)  is  a  moderate  one,  and  the  dealer,  as  the 
BuetiDs  Aires  Standard  rather  unkindly  paints  out,  can 
always  make  the  consumer  pay  it,  "  the  latter  having 
become  so  used  to  give  extravagant  prices  for  drugs  and 
medicines  that  he  takes  no  notice  of  so  small  an  additional 
charge."  Be  that  as  it  may,  the  readiness  of  the  authorities 
to  meet  the  views  of  traders  so  promptly  is  worthy  of  all 
praise.

The  Official  Indigenous  Drugs  of  India.  By  Kartic  Chandra 
Bose,  M.B.  lr.  Calcutta,  1902 :  Bengal  Chemical  and 
Pharmaceutical  Works  (Limited). 

This  little  work  contains  the  information  given  in  the 
Indian  and  Colonial  Addendum  to  the  B.P.  in  so  far  as  it 
relates  to  Indian  drugs.  In  addition,  the  author  gives  the 
local  names,  uses,  and  preparations,  as  well  as  sundry  infor- 
mation of  use  to  local  practitioners.  The  book  is  admittedly 
a  compilation  from  various  standard  sources,  with  a  few 
notes  here  and  there  from  personal  observation.  The  infor- 
mation is  concisely  given,  and  is  at  the  same  time  compre- 
hensive, a  list  of  a  few  unofficial  Indian  drugs  and  prepara- 
tions being  given  at  the  end  of  the  book. 


P.O. P.  A  simple  book  of  instruction  in  the  use  of  silver 
printing-out  paper.  By  A.  Horsley  Hintox.  7£  x  4f . 
Pp.  5-134.    Is.    Hazell,  Watson  &  Viney  (Limited). 

This  is  an  interesting  book  on  the  manipulation  of 
gelatino-chloride  printing-out  paper,  the  greater  part  being 
devoted  to  the  printing  and  toning  of  the  paper.  The 
preparation  of  P.O. P.  is  but  briefly  described,  and,  in 
making  matt-surface  paper  it  is  stated  that  silicate  of  soda, 
sulphate  of  barium,  or  starch  is  mixed  with  the  emulsion. 
The  use  of  the  first-named  chemical  for  the  purpose  is  new  to 
us ;  perhaps  silica  is  intended.  Kaolin  and  kieselguhr  are 
used  by  some  makers.  Mr.  Horsley  Hinton  writes,  referring 
to  the  advantages  of  P.O. P.,  of  "the  rich  transparency,  like 
the  depths  of  a  clear,  deep  pool — the  exquisite  finish  and 
gloss  of  its  surface,"  &c. ;  but  we  do  not  give  this  quotation 
as  indicating  the  character  of  the  book,  because,  on  the 
contrary,  the  contents  are  of  a  decidedly  practical  nature. 

The  Scientific  Roll  and  Magazine  of  Sgstematised  Notes. 
Conducted  by  Alexander  Ramsay.  Published  in 
parts.  Vol.  1.  Nos.  1,  2,  3,  4,  and  5,  Is.  each.  R.  L. 
Sharland,  33  Churchfield  Road,  Acton,  W. 

The  five  parts  already  published  of  this  work  deal  entirely 
with  bacteria.  The  first  111  pages  are  taken  up  with  a 
chronological  bibliography  of  the  subject  from  1680  to  1901 
and  an  author's  index.  This  is  followed  by  notes  on  the 
books  the  author  has  read  on  bacteria.  Although  the  books 
referred  to  are  naturally  only  a  small  portion  of  those  named 
in  the  bibliography,  the  selection  which  has  appeared  so  far  is 
representative  of  the  best.  The  "  Roll "  is  published  by 
subscription,  the  number  of  subscribers  being  now  fifty-five 
out  of  200  needed  to  support  the  work.  The  publication 
shows  evidence  of  an  immense  amount  of  work  of  a  useful 
character  which  the  bacteriologists  amongst  our  readers  will 
appreciate.  A  list  of  headings  showing  the  scope  and 
extent  of  the  work  can  be  had  from  Mr.  Ramsay. 

The  Chemistry  of  the  Terpenes.  By  F.  Heusler,  Ph.D. 
Translated  by  F.  J.  Pond,  M.A.,  Ph.D.  Pp.  xv  +  457. 
Philadelphia  :  P.  Blakiston's  Son  &  Co. 

Some  ten  years  ago  there  appeared  a  modest  little  mono- 
graph, published  in  Brunswick  under  the  name  "  Die 
Terpene,"  by  Dr.  Heusler.  Since  that  date  the  chemistry  of 
this  group  of  bodies  has  made  such  rapid  strides  that  the 
lack  of  an  exhaustive  work  on  the  subject  has  long  been  felt 
to  be  a  distinct  disadvantage.  The  present  work  is  a  clear 
and  full  exposition  of  the  latest  views  of  the  chemistry  of 
the  terpenes  and  their  allies,  and  except  that  every  week 
some  fresh  work  is  published  this  volume  may  be  said  to 
contain  the  most  recent  information.  It  might,  however, 
have  included  all  the  constituents  of  essential  oils — e.g.,  the 
compounds  of  the  aliphatic  series,  as  well  as  the  geraniol 
compounds  which  are  included. 

Elementary  Chemical  Analysis:  Distinguishing  Tables  and, 
Tests.  By  P.  Carmody,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.  8^  x  5|  inches. 
Pp.  vi  +  36.  2s.  6i.  Port  of  Spain,  Trinidad,  1902: 
D.  Adamson  &  Co. 

"  This  book  scarcely  embraces  all  that  might  be  expected 
of  it  from  its  chief  title,  since  it  is  little  more  than  a  set  of 
analytical  tables,  the  applicability  of  which  is  virtually  con- 
fined to  the  examination  of  solutions  of  such  single  salts  as 
dissolve  in  water  or  in  dilute  acids,  and  does  not  deal,  even 
in  an  elementary  manner,  with  the  analysis  of  the  simplest 
mixtures.  Although  somewhat  fuller  than  many  that  we  have 
seen,  the  tables  do  not  present  any  specially  distinguishing 
features  as  compared  with  others  of  the  same  class.  A  large 
number  of  the  classifiable  characters  of  substances  are 
grouped  together  in  some  of  the  tables  and  set  down  clearly 
enough,  but  usually  without  sufficient  indication  as  to  how 
the  student  is  to  proceed  in  attempting  to  observe  these 
characters,  this,  perhaps,  being  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
author  has  been  using  the  scheme  with  his  own  students, 
and  thus  gives  the  details  which  secure  success. 


The  exports  of  chemicals,  medicines,  and  perfumery  from 
Naples  last  year  amounted  to  3,382  tons  (97,999?.),  against 
4,012  tons  (153,533?.)  in  1900.  "  Drugs,  colonials,  and  tobacco" 
were  exported  to  the  value  of  19,426/.  (,749  tons),  against  16,628?. 
(540  tons)  in  1900. 
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IN  Dr.  Frederick  B.  Power's  paper  on  "The  Chemistry  of  the 
stem  of  Derris  uliginosa,  Benth.,"  the  characters  of  the 
various  plants  used  as  fish-poisons,  and  the  constituents  to 
which  this  action  has  been  ascribed,  were  referred  to.  The 
species  of  Derris  affording  the  material  for  the  present  in- 
vestigation was  obtained  from  the  Fiji  Islands,  although  it 
is  also  found  in  the  East  Indies,  Indian  Archipelago,  China, 
and  South-east  Africa.  It  is  botanically  closely  allied  to 
Derris  elliptica,  Benth.,  the  root  of  which  has  previously 
been  chemically  examined  by  Greshoff,  and  more  recently  by 
Sillevoldt.  According  to  Greshoff  the  active  principle  of 
Derris  elliptica  is  an  acid,  resinous  body,  designated  by  him 
as  "  Derrid,"  which  is  regarded  as  one  of  the  most  powerful 
fish-poisons  known,  inasmuch  as  a  liquid  containing  but  1 
pirt  of  it  in  5  million  parts  of  water  stupefies  gold-fish  in  a 
few  minutes,  and  kills  them  in  half  an  hour.  The  later  in- 
vestigation of  Sillevoldt  bears  chiefly  upon  an  assumed 
chemical  relationship  between  the  amorphous  resin,  known 
as  "  Derrid,"  and  a  crystalline  substance  associated  with  it 
in  the  drug,  which  he  termed  "  Anhydroderrid,"  since  it  was 
believed  by  Sillevoldt  that  the  latter  could  be  artificially  pro- 
duced from  "  Derrid  "  by  heating  this  substance  in  alcoholic 
solution  with  hydrochloric  acid.  The  result  of  the  somewhat 
extended  experimental  work  connected  with  the  present 
chemical  examination  of  Derris  uliginosa  maybe  summarised 
as  follows  : — 

1.  It  has  been  stated  that  the  bark  of  this  plant  contains  an 
alkaloid,  but  no  evidence  of  such  a  substance  could  be  obtained  in 
the  material  examined. 

2.  The  drug  contains  a  considerable  amount  of  tannin  and  red 
colouring-matter.  The  amount  of  tannin  in  the  bark  was  found  to 
be  9'3  per  cent.,  corresponding  to  6'6  per  cent,  in  the  entire  stem. 

3.  Petroleum  Extract. — The  original  alcoholic  extract  of  the 
drug,  when  extracted  with  petroleum  of  low  boiling-point,  afforded 
a  dark-coloured  oily  liquid  which,  when  hydrolysed  yielded  a  small 
amount  of  a  volatile  acid,  apparently  caproic,  C^H^Oj,  together 
with  two  crystalline  acids,  one  of  which  agreed  in  composition  and 
melting-point  with  arachidic  acid,  C20H40O2,  whilst  the  other  was 
identified  as  stearic  acid,  Ci3H330.>.  The  portion  of  the  hydrolysed 
product  which  had  not  entered  into  combination  with  the  alkali 
contained  a  small  amount  of  ceryl  alcohol,  Co7H5(;0,  and  a  con- 
siderable quantity  of  two  isomers  of  cholesterol,  C^H^O. 

The  alcoholic  extract  of  the  drug,  after  being  extracted  by 
petroleum,  was  again  dissolved  in  alcohol  and  precipitated  by 
water.  The  resin  so  obtained  was  then  extracted  by  chloroform, 
by  which  it  was  resolved  into  a  portion  soluble  and  a  portion 
insoluble  therein. 

4.  Besin  soluble  in  chloroform. — This  was  an  amorphous 
substance,  and  was  not  a  glucoside.  By  the  action  of  hydro- 
chloric acid  in  alcoholic  solution  it  yielded  a  small  amount  of  a 
substance  crystallising  in  fine  yellow  needles,  melting  at  212-213° 
C,  and  was  probably  identical  with  the  so-called  "  anhydroderrid  " 
of  Sillevoldt,  although  it  gave  somewhat  different  figures  on 
analysis.  On  fusion  with  potash  the  resin  afforded  acetic  and 
valerianic  acids,  and  a  very  small  amount  of  a  substance  giving  a 
violet  colouration  with  ferric  chloride.  By  oxidising  the  resin  with 
nitric  acid  a  small  amount  of  a  crystalline  acid  was  obtained, 
agreeing  with  behenic  acid,  C2oHj40o,  but  which  probably  pre- 
existed as  such  or  in  some  form  of  combination  in  the  resin.  Other 
products  were  oxalic  acid,  and  a  nitro-product  which  was  obtained 
in  fine  pale  yellow  crystals  melting  at  170-172°  C. 

5.  Besin  insoluble  in  chloroform. — This  formed  an  amorphous, 
chocolate-brown  powder.  When  heated  with  dilute  sulphuric  acid, 
the  filtered  liquid  was  found  to  contain  glucose,  which  was 
identified  by  means  of  its  osazone,  and  from  the  residual  resin  a 
small  amount  of  a  colourless,  crystalline  substance  was  isolated 
which  melted  at  about  230°,  but  was  not  sufficient  for  further 
examination.  The  amount  of  sugar  obtained  by  hydrolysis 
indicated  that  the  entire  resin  did  not  consist  of  a  glucoside. 

On  fusion  with  potash  this  resin  afforded  acetic  and  proto- 
catechuic  acids.  When  oxidised  with  cold  alkaline  permanganate, 
the  only  crystallisable  product  that  could  be  isolated  was  oxalic 
acid. 

6.  The  poisonous  action  of  the  drug  on  fish  is  due  to  that 
portion  of  the  resin  which  is  soluble  in  chlorofoim.  This  was 
demonstrated  by  the  stupefying  and  finally  fatal  effect 
produced  on  gold-fish  when  brought  into  a  liquid  containing 
so  little  of  the  active  substance  as  was  represented  by  one 
part  of  the  resin  in  a   million  parts  of  water.     The  portion 
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of  resin  insoluble  in  chloroform,  when  tested  under  pre- 
cisely the  same  conditions,  was  found  to  be  quite  devoid  of 
activity. 

Mr  P.  E.  F.  Perredes,  B.Sc,  F.L.S.,  described  the  anatomy  of 
the  stem,  and  also  that  of  the  leaves,  fruit,  and  seed  of  the  plant, 
all  of  which  were  illustrated  by  a  number  of  drawings. 

The  following  information  respecting  the  action  of  the  plant 
upon  fish  was  obtained  from  Mr.  P.  L.  Langdale  (retired 
Lieutenant,  B.N.),  of  Wakaya,  Fiji,  through  whose  kindness  the 
drug  was  obtained.  It  is  stated  that  "  when  the  vine,  known  to 
the  natives  of  Fiji  as  '  duva,'  is  crushed  and  mixed  with  the 
enclosed  waters  of  the  reef  lagoons,  the  water  after  a  time  turns 
to  a  reddish  hue,  and  all  the  fish  are  killed.  The  natives  use  the 
vine  largely  for  fishing,  and  although  it  stupefies  and  kills  the  fish 
it  has  no  bad  effects  on  their  flesh."

Eemoving  Stoppers. 

According  to  the  Druggists  Circular,  if  a  mixture  of 
alcohol  2  parts,  glycerin  1  part,  and  salt  1  part  is  placed  in 
the  space  round  the  tight  stopper,  the  stopper  can  be 
removed  after  standing  a  few  hours.  This  is  given  as  the 
result  of  thirty  years'  experience.

Quince-seed  

1  oz. 

Boric  acid 

...    16  gr. 

Starch... 

1  oz. 

Glycerin  ...   

...    16  oz. 

Carbolic  acid  

...    40  drops 

Alcohol   

...    12  oz. 

Oil  of  lavender   

...    40  drops 

Oil  of  rose 

...    10  drops 

Extract  of  white  rose 

1  oz. 

Water  enough  to  make 

...    64  oz. 

Dissolve  the  boric  acid  in  a  quart  of  water,  and  in  this  macerate 
the  quince-seed  for  three  hours,  then  straining.  Heat  together 
the  starch  and  the  glycerin  until  the  starch  granules  are  all 
broken,  and  mix  with  this  the  carbolic  acid.  Dissolve  the  oils  and 
the  extract  of  rose  in  the  alcohol,  and  add  to  the  quince-seed 
mucilage ;  then  mix  all  together,  strain,  and  add  water  enough  to 
make  the  product  weigh  64  oz. 

This  gets  dark,  writes  Mr.  B.  S.  Cooban  in  the  Druggists 
Bulletin,  if  the  quince-seed  is  not  washed  before  macera- 
tion. The  limit  of  maceration  should  be  three  hours ;  if  it 
proceeds  longer  than  this  the  mucilage  is  darkened  by  the 
colouring-matter  of  the  hulls  of  the  seed.  The  glycerite  of 
starch,  if  not  watched  carefully,  is  easily  scorched. 

Dispensing  Mixtures  of  Scale  Salts  of  Iron. 

There  are  two  rules,  says  Mr.  J.  H.  Haydon  in  the 
American  Druggist,  which  govern  mixtures  containing  scale 
salts  of  iron  : — 

First,  alkaloids  into  iron.  In  making  combinations  of  the 
alkaloids  or  their  salts  and  the  scale  salts  of  iron,  select  an 
ingredient  in  which  each  is  soluble,  and  dissolve  them  separately, 
diluting  as  much  as  possible,  and  pour  the  alkaloidal  solution  into 
the  iron.  If  necessary  use  a  small  amount  of  water  to  dissolve  the 
iron. 

Secondly,  tinctures  into  iron.  To  make  a  fair  shake  mixture  of  a 
prescription  calling  for  the  scale  salts  of  iron  and  tinctures, 
dissolve  the  iron  in  a  small  amount  of  water,  diluting  with  any 
ingredient  that  is  compatible  with  it,  and  pour  the  tinctures  into 
this  in  divided  portions. 

A  mixture  is  sometimes  prescribed  of  the  scale  salts  of 
iron  and  syrup  of  hypophosphites.  To  make  a  fair  shake 
mixture  of  this,  dissolve  the  iron  in  a  small  amount  of 
water,  and  pour  it  gradually  into  the  syrup  of  hypophos- 
phites. 
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Back  from  Brussels. 

Impressions  of  a  Delegate  at  the  International 
Conference  for  the  Unification  of  "Heroic" 
Medicaments. 

{By  our  PaHs  Correspondent.) 


AMONG  the  thirty  odd  representatives  of  pharmacy  and 
pharmacology  who  met  at  Brussels  last  week  probably 
none  had  done  so  much  individually  to  bring  about  this 
remarkable  meeting  as  Professor  Bourquelot,  of  the  Paris 
School  of  Pharmacy.  He  it  was  who,  at  the  1900  Inter- 
national Pharmacy  Congress,  drew  up  the  "  Report  on  the 
International  Pharmacopoeia,"  and  when  Professor  Bourquelot 
has  put  his  hand  to  the  plough  he  is  not  a  man  to  look  back. 
I  had  the  good  fortune  to  find  Professor  Bourquelot  on 
Tuesday  fresh  from  the  important  meeting  at  Brussels.  He 
was  hard  at  work  in  blouse  and  apron  among  the  pots  and 
pans,  superintending  with  the  "  master's  eye "  among  his 
internes  and  laboratory  assistants  the  preparation  of  medica- 
ments in  the  pharmacy  of  the  Laennec  Hospital.  When 
I  told  him  the  object  of  my  visit  he  at  once  led  me  into  his 
snug  private  study,  and  there  we  chatted  over  the  great 
event: 

"  Yes,  it  was  a  really  international  gathering,"  he  said. 
"The  absentees  were  but  few — Professor  Pouchet  (of  Paris), 
M.  Schmidt  (Switzerland),  the  Ambassador  who  was  to 
represent  Portugal,  and  Professor  Damberghis  (of  Athens)." 

"  The  Professor  who  wrote  the  Greek  Pharmacopoeia  in  its 
entirety  1 " 

"Yes.  But  all  the  others  turned  up.  Roumania,  as  you 
know,  declined  to  join  in  the  Conference,  and  Japan  was 
unrepresented.  But  we  had  three  Dutch  delegates  (Drs. 
Stockvis,  Van  Itallie,  and  Greshoff),  two  Swiss  (M.  Buhrer 
and  Professor  Tschirch),  a  Spaniard  (Professor  Codina 
Langlin,  of  Barcelona),  Dr.  Jollin  from  Sweden,  Dr. 
Poulsson  from  Norway,  and  Mr.  Moller  from  Denmark, 
Professor  Tichomirov  from  Russia,  M.  Naidenovitch  from 
Bulgaria,  Dr.  Emanuel  Paterno  from  Italy,  and  two  Luxem- 
burg delegates,  Dr.  Fonck  and  M.  Gusenbourger  (a  pharma- 
cist)." 

"  But  the  French  and  Belgians  were  the  most  numerous  ?  " 

"  Well,  we  were  four — M.  Guignard,  Director  of  the  Paris 
School  of  Pharmacy,  M.  Yvon,  Dr.  Gariel,  and  myself. 
There  were  seven  Belgians,  MM.  Bruylants,  Depaire, 
Heymans,  Nelis,  Jorissen,  Ranwez  (who  presided  over  the 
1897  International  Pharmacy  Congress  at  Brussels),  our 
active  and  indefatigable  Secretary,  M.  Van  Hulst,  and, 
besides,  our  Chairman,  Dr.  Devaux.  Austria  was  represented 
by  Dr.  Vogl  (whom  you  may  have  met  at  different  inter- 
national pharmacy  congresses),  Germany  by  Drs.  Binz, 
Schmidt,  and  Rost,  Hungary  by  Dr.  Toth,  the  United  States 
by  Dr.  Horatio  Wood  and  Dr.  Frederick  Power,  and  England 
by  Professor  Donald  MacAlister." 

"  Quite  a  Tower  of  Babel.  But  you  were  all  linguists,  no 
doubt,  and  all  the  proceedings  were  in  French  1 " 

"Mostly,  naturally,  in  a  French-speaking  country.  But 
the  Germans  and  Anglo-Saxons  often  used  their  own 
language.  M.  Devaux  translated,  a  capital  chairman,  who 
kept  us  to  the  point  and  contributed  much  to  the  success  of 
the  Conference.  But  those  who  did  not  actually  speak  in 
French  usually  understood-  and  followed  the  proceedings 
closely  enough." 

The  Conference,  M.  Bourquelot  went  on  to  explain,  was 
held  in  a  building  in  the  same  street  as  the  Belgian  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  and  which  appeared  to  form  an  annex  to  this 
ministry.  At  any  rate,  both  M.  Devaux,  Inspector-General 
of  Hygiene  and  Civil  Sanitary  Services,  and  M.  Van  Hulst 
are  attached  to  the  Belgian  Agricultural  Department,  and  it 
was  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  who  opened  the  proceedings. 
Work  was  commenced  in  earnest  with  little  delay.  A 
committee  consisting  of  MM.  Bourquelot,  Schmidt,  Tschirch, 
Yvon,  and  Sorissen,  was  appointed  to  settle  the  strength  of 
medicaments  in  alkaloids.  Another  (MM.  Bourquelot, 
Heymans,  and  Stockvis)  was  deputed  to  report  on  the  Latin 
names  of  the  medicaments,  and  the  Drop-measurer  committee 
was  composed  of  MM.  Gariel,  Moller,  and  Schmidt.  Then 
the  list  of  seventy-two  medicaments  drawn  up  by  the  Belgian 
delegates  was  taken  up  and  systematically  discussed. 


"  Was  there  any  great  difference  of  opinion  1  " 
"  Well,  we  all  came  prepared  to  make  mutual  concessions, 
and  did  so.  There  were  one  or  two  points  evidently  where 
ideas  might  have  clashed.  For  instance,  the  Swiss  delegates 
had  come  with  the  idea  that  the  Conference  should  not 
atempt  to  settle  very  much  definitely.  Their  proposals,  if 
adopted,  would  practically  have  adjourned  all  till  next 
year." 

"  But  you  think  delays  are  dangerous  ?  " 

"  Yes  ;  and  we  had  no  great  difficulty  in  converting  them 
to  our  ideas,  for,  as  I  said,  concessions  were  the  order  of  the 
day." 

"  And  the  English  and  American  delegates.  Did  they  make 
any  difficulty  about  accepting  the  dosage  by  weight  instead 
of  volume  ?  " 

"  They  prefer,  apparently,  to  'preserve  measure  standards, 
but  we  made  a  simple  compromise.  The  official  percentage 
will  be  by  weight — so  many  grams  of  digitalis  to  so  many 
grams  of  alcohol,  for  instance;  but  the  measure  (in  cubic 
centimetres)  answering  to  this  weight  will  be  fixed  and 
marginally  or  otherwise  noted." 

"  And  you  really  think  that  each  country  will  carry  out  the 
principles  laid  down  by  the  Congress  ?  You  all  signed  the 
'  protocol '  before  leaving,  I  believe  1 " 

"  All  but  the  Germans,  who  added  a  note  to  say  that  they 
had  not  the  authority,  but  that  they  approved  in  principle. 
As  to  carrying  out  the  proposals,  why  not  1  Does  it  really 
matter  whether  a  tincture  of  digitalis  is  20  per  cent.,  as  in 
Belgium  and  France,  or  10  per  cent.,  as  in  Switzerland,  Italy, 
and  Germany  ?  My  idea  is  simply  that  each  country  should 
fall  in  with  the  majority.  Most  countries  adopt  the  10  per 
cent.  Very  well,  then  let  us  follow  suit.  Of  course,  every 
rule  has  exceptions.  For  instance,  in  France  and  some 
countries  we  use  a  preparation  of  ipecacuanha  to  produce 
vomiting,  whereas  elsewhere  it  is  made  up  weaker  to  promote 
expectoration  only.  In  this  case  the  procedure  is  simple. 
We  keep  our  present  percentage  as  the  national  standard, 
and  inscribe  the  other  under  the  head  "  International 
Formula." 

"  And  would  these  international  formulae  figure  in  the 
text  of  the  National  Pharmacopoeia — the  French  Codex,  for 
example  1 " 

"  That  depends  ;  if  the  international  formula  be  identical 
with  the  French  formula  it  would  naturally  appear  as  afc 
present,  and  would  simply  be  followed  by  the  words  '  In- 
ternational Formula,'  in  brackets  or  otherwise.  But  in  a 
case  such  as  I  have  cited,  where  the  national  and  the 
universal  formula  differ,  the  latter  would  appear  in  a  supple- 
ment at  the  end  of  the  volume." 

To  assure  me  there  was  nothing  revolutionary  or  even 
novel  in  this  idea,  Professor  Bourquelot  took  down  the  1866 
Codex,  and  showed  me,  at  the  end  of  the  volume,  an  appendix 
of  Belgian,  Swiss,  and  other  formulae. 

"  But  the  revision  of  your  new  French  Codex  is  well 
advanced,  and  it  is  a  little  late  perhaps  to  introduce  the 
international  formulae  in  the  text  of  the  work  without  re- 
opening discussion  1 " 

"  I  foresee  no  difficulty.  The  Codex  Committee  always 
very  courteously  listen  to,  and  usually  adopt,  any  of  my  pro- 
posals to  aid  in  the  unification  of  formulae,  and  I  feel  sure 
that  so  far  as  the  new  French  Codex  is  concerned,  the  reso- 
lutions passed  at  Brussels  will  be  largely,  if  not  entirely, 
adopted." 

"  And  the  protocol,  containing  the  list  of  unified  medica- 
ments, the  commencement  of  the  International  Pharma- 
copoeia ?    Can  I  see  it  1  " 

"  My  copy  has  not  yet  arrived  from  Brussels,  I  am  sorry  to 
say.  The  list  proposed  by  the  Belgian  delegates  was  largely 
adopted,  but  not  entirely,  and  I  am  afraid  I  have  no  accurate 
list  here  which  I  can  give  you." 

"When  do  you  meet  again,  for  the  preparation  of  the 
International  Pharmacopoeia  must  necessarily  be  steady  and 
continuous  ?  " 

"  The  International  Conference  of  1902  has  terminated  its 
work.  We  passed  a  resolution  that  a  permanent  committee, 
composed  of  one  delegate  selected  from  among  the  members 
of  the  Pharmacopoeia  committees  of  each  country,  should  be 
appointed,  having  its  headquarters  at  Brussels.  This  com- 
mittee should  carry  on  permanently  the  work  of  which  we 
have  laid  the  foundation." 

I  inwardly  reflected  that  if  each  member  of  this  Committee 
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had  M.  Bourquelot's  quiet  zeal  and  confidence  in  his  mission 
it  would  be  a  real  working  organisation.  I  understand  the 
following  additional  notes  may  be  taken  as  substantially 
correct : — 

A  list  containing  an  official  Latin  name  for  each 
international  medicament,  drawn  up  by  M.  Stockvis's  com- 
mittee, was  accepted  by  the  Conference.  Dr.  Gariel's 
"  International  Drop  Reckoner  "  was  similarly  approved. 

As  to  alkaloidal  strengths,  it  was  held  that  these  might 
vary,  but  only  within  certain  limits.  For  the  moment,  each 
country  to  use  its  own  method  of  assay,  but  a  sufficiently 
accurate  system  is  to  be  insisted  upon. 

The  organisation  of  the  Congress  reflected  the  greatest 
credit  on  chairman,  secretary,  and  all  concerned.  Each 
morning  every  member  received  a  printed  minute  of  the 
previous  day's  proceedings,  with  a  summary  of  every  speech, 
&c.  The  medicaments  discussed  included  aconite,  belladonna, 
Indian  hemp,  colchicum,  digitalis,  opium,  ipecacuanha, 
hyocyamus,  nux  vomica,  stramonium,  ergot  of  rye,  syrups  of 
morphine,  codeine,  &c,  prussic  acid,  tinctures  of  lobelia,  and 
of  iodine,  mercurial  ointment,  hydrochloride  of  cocaine,  and 
others ;  in  fact,  the  C.  Sf  B.  a  few  weeks  ago  hit  the  mark 
in  naming  what  should  be  considered.

Bradford  Chemists'  Association. 

The  session  commenced  on  Tuesday  evening,  September  23, 
at  the  Royal  Hotel,  Bradford.  The  chair  was  taken  by  the 
President  (Mr.  A.  Hanson),  and  there  was  a  good  attendance 
of  the  members.  It  was  decided  to  send  Mr.  A.  H.  Wad- 
dington  and  Mr.  F.  A.  Wilcock  as  delegates  to  the  meeting 
to  be  held  at  Dewsbury  on  September  30,  to  consider  the 
question  of  the  proposed  federation  of  the  West  Riding- 
Societies.  The  delegates  were  instructed  to  advocate  pro- 
portional representation  on  a  liberal  scale,  and  the  holding 
of  meetings  in  various  towns  in  turn. 

The  Secretary  (Mr.  F.  A.  Wilcock)  presented 

The  Seventh  Annual  Report, 

which  stated  that  during  the  year  there  had  been  seventeen 
general  meetings  and  three  Council-meetings.  The  most 
important  event  of  the  year  had  been  the  institution  of  the 
Trade  Section  of  the  Association,  as  a  result  of  a  discussion 
on  October  22,  1901,  which  was  introduced  by  Mr.  R.  H. 
Marshall.  The  scheme  was  got  into  working  order  at  the 
beginning  of  the  present  year,  and  had  been  of  great  benefit 
to  the  members  who  had  joined  in  it.  The  membership  of 
the  Association  continues  satisfactory,  there  being  on  the 
books  at  the  present  time  seventy-three  members  and  asso- 
ciates.

The  report  and  balance-sheet  were  adopted.

Upon  the  motion  of  Mr.  Hanson,  seconded  by  Mr.  Silson, 
Mr.  J.  A.  Mitchell  was  elected  President  for  the  coming 
year.  Mr.  Mitchell  took  the  chair,  and  thanked  the 
members  for  the  honour  ;  also,  on  behalf  of  the  Association, 
thanking  Mr.  Hanson  for  his  excellent  services,  testimony  to 
the  value  of  which  was  also  given  by  Messrs.  Waddington, 
Dunn,  Priestley,  and  Marshall.  The  ex-President,  in 
reply,  expressed  his  obligation  to  the  members  for  the  help 
which  they  had  given  him. 

Other  officers  elected  were  as  follow :  Vice-Presidents, 
Messrs.  A.  Hanson  and  D.  S.  Priestley ;  Treasurer,  Mr.  R.  H. 
Marshall ;  Secretary,  Mr.  F.  A.  Wilcock ;  members  of 
Council,  Messrs.  Sutcliffe,  Metcalfe,  Gregory,  and  R.  T. 
Silson. 

Mr.  R.  W.  Silson  drew  attention  to  the 

Drug-trade  Appeal  Fund. 

He  said  he  had  noticed  that  other  Associations  had  con- 
tributed to  it.  He  did  not  know  that  anything  had  been 
sent  from  Bradford  in  any  way  towards  that  end.  A  Member 
mentioned  that  he  had  sent  a  small  personal  subscription. 
Mr.  Marshall  suggested  that  this  was  a  matter  which 
ought  to  have  the  support  of  the  Association  as  an  associa- 
tion. Mr.  Waddington  said  he  would  have  pleasure  in 
moving  that  a  donation  of  3/.

The  Titles  Question. 

Sir, — "  Xrayser  "  might  do  worse  than  devote  one  of  his 
charming  paragraphs  now  and  then,  to  an  historic  statement 
of  the  facts  connected  with  the  fateful  decision  of  1880. 
There  are  men  now  in  pharmacy,  of  whom  I  am  one,  who 
have  no  personal  recollection  of  this  case,  although  we  are 
all  talking  about  it,  and  must  continue  to  talk  about  it  until 
its  damaging  effects  are  neutralised  by  fresh  legislation. 
I  note  that  "Xrayser"  has  greatly  modified  his  statement 
of  approval  in  connection  with  this  decision.  He  now  says 
he  only  approves  of  it  in  so  far  as  the  Law  Lords  were  right 
in  saying  that  companies  and  co-operative  societies  were 
not  mentioned  at  the  time  of  the  passing  of  the  Act.  We 
can  all  agree  with  this.  The  point  on  which  I  contend  the 
Law  Lords  were  wrong  was  when  they  said  any  special 
reference  to  companies  was  necessary.  I  would  have  believed 
in  the  legal  "soundness"  of  this  decision  more  if  Lord 
Blackburn  had  not  "  waxed  sarcastic."  We  have  had 
altogether  too  much  judicial  sarcasm  in  pharmaceutical  cases. 
When  an  Act  is  passed  which  is  binding  on  every  person 
within  the  Kingdom,  it  is  not  necessary  that  mention  be 
specially  made  of  the  fact  that  it  applies  to  Jew  and  Gentile, 
to  prince  and  peasant  alike ;  and  the  fact  that  companies 
were  mentioned  in  five  Acts  (which  was  superfluous)  did  not 
make  it  necessary  to  mention  them  in  a  sixth.  It  looks 
as  if  the  Army  and  Navy  and  Civil  Service  Stores  have  been 
able  to  continue  selling  poisons  at  the  expense  of  nearly  half- 
a-dozen  Acts  of  Parliament.  The  only  good  discussion  of 
the  1880  decision  can  do  now  is  to  persuade  men  that  the 
only  hope  for  pharmacy  lies  in  fresh  legislation. 

By  the  way,  "  Xrayser  "  also  writes  as  under  :  "  Because 
there  are  Interpretation  Acts  which  provide  that  for  penalties 
recoverable  by  indictment  or  summary  conviction  '  person ' 
shall  include  a  company.  Penalties  under  our  fifteenth 
section  are  not  recoverable.  Defendants  in  such  cases  are 
sued,  not  prosecuted."  "Xrayser"  evidently  means  by  this 
to  convey  the  idea  that  a  limited  company  can  be  prosecuted 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  by  means  of  Interpretation 
Acts,  but  no  such  prosecution  can  take  place  under  the 
Pharmacy  Act,  because  we  have  not  the  power  to  prosecute, 
but  only  to  sue.  I  am  afraid  this  is  hardly  correct.  Section  15 
says  of  the  penalty,  "  the  same  may  be  sued  for,  recovered, 
and  dealt  with  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  Pharmacy 
Act  for  the  recovery  of  penalties  under  that  Act."  In  the 
1852  Act  we  have,  "  Such  penalty  may  be  recovered  by  the 
Kegistrar " ;  and  in  the  provisions  applying  to  Scotland  we 
have  in  regard  to  recovery,  "  summary  action  before  the 
sheriff  of  the  county."  All  cases  in  Scotland  are  prosecu- 
tions under  the  criminal  law  in  accordance  with  the 
Summary  Procedure  (Scotland)  Acts ;  in  other  words, 
penalties  in  Scotland  are  recovered  by  indictment  or 
summary  conviction.

Sir, — I  still  maintain  that  "  Xrayser's  "  assertion  that  the 
House  of  Lords  decided  that  companies  can  now  use  the 
titles  as  freely  as  they  could  before  the  Act,  is  untrue.  The 
judgment  of  the  House  of  Lords  solely  settled  the  question 
of  the  seller.  The  reference  to  Lord  Selborne  is  not  of  any 
service  beyond  being  his  opinion  (on  a  subject  on  which  he 
was  not  giving  judgment)  that  the  word  "  person "  would 
apply  to  "  such  persons  as  might  by  taking  proper  means 
comply  with  the  conditions."  As  regards  the  seller,  that  is 
how  the  word  "  person"  is  legally  construed — and  that  is  the 
only  legal  construction  we  have — namely,  that  the  seller 
must  be  a  person  as  might,  by  taking  proper  means,  comply 


with  the  conditions — i.e.,  examination  and  registration. 
Where  the  confusion  is  made  so  much  more  confounded  is  by 
this  reiterated  statement  that  a  company  can  do  just  as  it- 
likes  in  spite  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  whereas  the  actual  fact 
is  that  a  company  can  do  nothing.  A  company  cannot  be 
examined,  so  we  are  informed,  and  it  is  not  disputed ;  a 
company  cannot  be  registered,  so  we  are  also  informed,  and 
accept  the  statement.  A  company  cannot  sell  poisons — so  we 
are  told  by  the  House  of  Lords.  It  is  decided  that  a  person 
must  comply  with  the  condition  before  he  can  sell  poisons, 
and  the  seller  must  always  be  a  "  person,"  therefore,  as  a 
company  is  not  a  person  it  cannot  sell  poisons  ;  and,  in  fact, 
as  far  as  the  Pharmacy  Act  has  been  administered  a  company 
is  a  nonentity.  I  have  been  told  that  there  are  lots  of 
nonentities  besides  companies  using  the  title  of  "  chemist 
and  druggist,"  but  not  by  the  House  of  Lords.  As  to  the 
state  of  affairs  before  and  since  1868,  the  actual  facts  are  : 
Since  1868  it  has  been  legally  decided  that  the  "  person  " 
who  actually  performs  the  act  is  the  seller,  be  he  director, 
shareholder,  or  employe.  Prior  to  1868  each  and  every 
unqualified  member  of  a  company  could  sell  poisons  as  freely 
as  he  could  sell  candles.  Since  1868  each  and  every  un- 
qiialified  member  of  a  company  can  be  fined  for  each  and 
every  scheduled  poison  which  he  sells.  How  does  that 
tally  with  "  Xrayser's "  assertion  that  companies  can  keep 
open  shop/or  the  sale  of  poisons  as  freely  as  they  could  before 
the  Act  1  As  to  the  titles,  I  am  quite  willing  to  admit  that 
it  is  possible  that  where  companies,  as  many  of  the  better- 
class  companies  invariably  do,  employ  qualified  persons, 
they  may  be  quite  within  their  rights  in  assuming  the  titles. 
The  companies  actually  base  their  use  of  the  title  on  the 
fact  that  they  employ  qualified  persons,  and  yet  "Xrayser" 
asserts  that  the  House  of  Lords  decided  that  companies  are 
as  free  to  use  the  title  to-day  as  they  were  prior  to  1868.  As 
it  is  an  actual  and  undisputed  fact  that  the  House  of  Lords 
gave  no  decision  whatever  on  the  question  of  the  title,  how 
can  it  be  true,  as  "  Xrayser  "  asserts,  that  the  House  of  Lords 
decided  that  companies  can  use  the  titles  as  freely  as  before 
the  Act  ?  I  have  never  had  a  definite  question  answered 
'since  the  Federation  meeting — it  seems  to  be  expected  that 
because  that  august  body  accepted  a  medley  of  opinions  as 
facts,  members  of  an  association  which  repudiated  the 
Federation  long  ago  should  be  satisfied  with  prevarications, 
inaccuracies,  and  generalities.  I  have  asked  numerous 
questions ;  I  have  stated  numerous  facts ;  I  have  been 
referred  from  one  editor  to  another,  and  from  the  other 
editor  to  himself,  but  not  a  single  point  has  been  taken  in 
hand  yet  and  dealt  with  in  a  straightforward  manner.  If 
"Xrayser"  will  take  definite  statements,  without  quibbling 
as  to  the  exact  wording,  and  prove  me  to  be  wrong  from  first 
to  last,  no  one  will  be  more  pleased  than  myself,  and  I  am 
sure  I  do  not  want  him  to  treat  me  leniently  if  he  will  treat 
me  with  a  few  facts.

[Mr.  Broadhead  argues  his  point  of  view  admirably  and  clearly, 
and  the  sympathy  o£  every  registered  chemist  and  druggist  is 
doubtless  with  him  in  the  principles  which  he  advocates.  He, 
however,  has  been  answered,  although  he  is  not  convinced.  The 
reason  why  the  House  of  Lords  decided  that  companies  are  "  at 
liberty  to  sell  poisons "  (the  case  stated)  was  that  the  word 
"  person  "  in  Section  15  does  not  include  corporation.  Therefore, 
what  applies  to  one  of  the  five  offences  in  the  section  applies  to 
all.  Note  it  was  a  decision,  not  a  matter  of  opinion,  because 
exclusion  from  or  inclusion  in  the  section  was  the  point  upon 
which  the  decision  turned.  It  was  exactly  as  if  Mr.  Broadhead  (of 
Batley)  had  been  the  offence,  and  the  Judges  had  been  convinced 
that  the  section  did  not  apply  to  Batley  ;  therefore  he,  as  a  Batley 
chemist,  was  exempt.  It  would  not,  in  consequence,  require 
another  case  to  prove  that  the  rest  of  the  chemists  in  Batley  were 
exempt. — Editor.] 

Sir, — The  fuss  made  by  Broadhead,  Gilford  &  Co.  about 
Mr.  MacEwan's  straight  tip  on  the  titles  question  passes 
comprehension,  when  it  is  remembered  that  the  Lord 
Chancellor  prefaced  his  1899  Bill  to  amend  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  1868,  with  the  following  "  memorandum  "  : — 

Under  ss.  1  and  15  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868  (31  and  32  Vict, 
c.  121),  there  are  penalties  on  persons  acting  as  chemists  or 
druggists  without  being  registered. 

It  has  been  decided  that  the  word  "  person  "  in  s.  15  of  the  Act 
of  1868  does  not  include  a  corporation,  and  that,  consequently, 
penalties  for  contravention  of  that  section  cannot  be  recovered 
from  a  company  (Pharmaceutical  Society  v.  London  and 
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Provincial  Association  [1880],  5  App.  Ca9.  857).  It  is  obvious 
that  a  company  cannot  pass  the  examinations  required  to  qualify 
for  registration  as  a  chemist  or  druggist. 

The  object  of  this  Bill  is  to  allow  a  company  to  carry  on  the 
business  of  a  chemist  or  druggist  on  the  condition  that  they 
■employ  a  duly  qualified  manager  or  assistant — that  is  to  say, 
to  place  a  company  in  the  same  position  as  the  executors  or 
trustees  of  a  deceased  druggist,  and  to  provide  that,  subject  to 
this  provision,  anything  which  would  be  an  offence  under  s.  15  of 
the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  if  committed  by  an  individual,  shall  be 
an  offence  if  committed  by  a  company. 

I  suppose  if  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  were  to  take  pro- 
ceedings against  Boots,  Cash  Chemists  (Limited),  the 
solicitors  for  the  defence  would  not  require  to  dig  amongst 
Babylonian  archives  for  "  5  App.  Cas.  857."  What  would 
Mr.  Flux  or  Mr.  Morison  or  any  other  lawyer  have  to  say  to 
the  County  Court  Judge  then  1  Yours  truly,

spoonful, &c. 

As  many  chemists  have  the  same  label,  or  one  very  similar 
in  style,  we  thought  it  would  be  as  well  to  let  them  know. 
It  seems  to  us  that  if  the  Somerset  House  solicitor  informs 
the  detective  that  this  is  liable,  all  he  has  to  do  is  to 
call  at  various  chemists  in  order  to  make  a  living.

What  is  the  Chemist's  Duty  ? 

Sir, — The  query  in  your  leading  article  of  September  6, 
"  Does  the  Minor  examination  unfit  many  candidates  for  the 
business  in  which  they  have  been  trained  ?  "  must  be  painful 
reading  to  those  whose  occupation  is  mainly  dispensing,  or 
that  branch  of  pharmacy  for  which  most  of  us  have  been 
specially  trained  and  examined.  There  is  so  much  in  the 
question  that  it  seriously  demands  our  attention  as  phar- 
macists. It  matters  little  what  kind  of  trade-shifts  we  are 
forced  to  adopt  to  live,  what  side-lines  we  add  to  our 
business :  the  fact  remains  we  may  be  called  upon  to  dis- 
pense, and  those  who  do  most  of  this,  and  that  con- 
scientiously, are  aware  how  often  it  happens  that  all  our 
pharmaceutical  and  chemical  knowledge  is  not  too  much  to 
overcome  some  of  the  difficulties.  It  is  unfortunate  there  is 
so  little  dispensing  in  some  pharmacies,  because  without 
plenty  of  practice  there  is  danger  of  forgetting  some  of  the 
important  points ;  there  is  also  the  possibility  of  drifting 
into  other  channels  repulsive  to  ourselves,  anything  but 
pharmaceutical,  and  disgusting  to  medical  men,  who,  although 
little  helping  us,  expect  something  better  of  us.  Dispensing 
now  is  probably  made  more  difficult  on  account  of  the  im- 
perfect knowledge  of  pharmacy  and  prescribing  which  the 
modern  medical  man  possesses.  It  was  different  years  ago, 
when  the  apprenticeship  system  was  in  vogue,  and  this  is 
■evident  by  the  superior  way  the  older  generation  of  pre- 
scribers  write  prescriptions.  Incompatibility  is  common  in 
these  times  ;  in  fact,  so  common  that  experienced  dispensers 
are  prepared  to  deal  with  it  without  adopting  the  some- 
times dangerous  method  of  consulting  the  prescribers. 
Therefore,  taking  into  consideration  the  fact  that  it  is  still 
possible  a  stray  prescription  may  come  our  way,  I,  for  one, 
•consider  from  a  dispensing  point  of  view  we  have  not  yet 
reached  too  high  a  standard  in  what  is  required  for  our 
qualification.  It  is  distinctly  important  to  keep  as  high  as 
possible  the  legal  qualification  of  the  dispenser  of  medi- 
•cines.  A  great  wrong  is  being  done  to  us  in  so  far  as  public 
bodies  and  medical  men  accept  a  so-called  "  dispenser's 
certificate,"  which  for  the  retailing  of  dispensed  medicines 
containing  poison  is  valueless.  Legally  qualified  men  are 
being  replaced  by  these  individuals,  who  often  accept  as 
salary  a  miserable  pittance  which  would  be  an  insult  if 


offered  to  a  properly  qualified  man,  and  thus,  in  the  eyes  of 
institution  officials,  local  authorities,  and  the  general 
public,  our  status  is  considered  a  low  one,  and  we  are 
generally  misunderstood.  This  is  particularly  so  with 
medical  men,  who,  through  an  imperfect  knowledge  of  dis- 
pensing, can  form  no  idea  of  its  importance,  and  are  prepared 
to  allow  anybody,  after  a  few  lessons,  do  their  dispensing.

Homoeopathic  Medicines. 

Sir, — In  view  of  the  stringent  method  of  administering 
the  Pharmacy  Act  regarding  the  sale  of  proprietary  medicines 
containing  even  the  smallest  quantity  of  a  scheduled  poison, 
I  have  often  wondered,  when  handing  to  customers  homoeo- 
pathic preparations  of  arsenic,  belladonna,  nux  vomica,  &c, 
why  the  law  does  not  apply  to  them.  I  have  just  looked 
carefully  over  the  outside  case,  and  the  label  of  two  different 
makers,  and  cannot  find  any  sign  of  the  word  "Poison."

Prices  Abroad. 

Sir, — I  see  that  some  travellers  have  been  complaining  of 
the  prices  charged  by  chemists  on  the  Continent.  There  is 
no  doubt  they  think  them  exorbitant,  but  when  you  know 
the  full  facts  of  the  case  you  will  see  that  they  are  indeed 
very  moderate.  Travellers  should  remember  that  the  con- 
tinental chemist  who  caters  for  a  cosmopolitan  business  does 
so  at  great  expense.  In  the  first  place,  he  has  to  keep  more 
assistants  than  he  would  in  the  ordinary  way,  and  he  must 
pay  them  higher  salaries  than  other  chemists  do,  because 
they  speak  several  languages  and  are  of  good  experience. 
Then  he  has  to  keep  chemicals  in  accordance  with  three  or 
four  Pharmacopoeias,  notwithstanding  the  Customs  duty  and 
frais  de  voyage,  which  are  indeed  a  great  item.  For  example, 
the  usual  English  or  American  speciality  that  is  marked 
Is.  \\d.  is  sold  generally  at  If.  50c.  French  money  or  Is.  2d. 
English  money — not  a  very  great  difference,  considering  duty 
and  postage.  Of  course,  anything  containing  spirit  pays  a 
very  high  duty,  and  must,  therefore,  be  sold  in  accordance. 
But  it  is  perfectly  ridiculous :  occasionally  we  get  people 
who  say,  "  What !  If.  50c.  for  that  2  Why,  I  only  pay  10±r7. 
at  So-and-So.'s  store  in  London."  Of  course,  we  send  them 
there  to  get  it.  Those  are  the  sort  of  people  that  you  do  not 
want  to  waste  your  time  upon.  I  must  say  that  does  not 
occur  often  with  Americans :  they  realise  the  expense  we 
are  under,  and  cheerfully  pay  the  extra  coppers  to  have  the 
comfort  of  an  English  pharmacy  from  home.  Not  only  that, 
but  the  pharmacie  etranger  has  to  act  gratis  as  a  bureau  of 
information,  and  very  often  as  interpreter  as  well ;  also,  a 
large  staff  of  errand-boys  has  to  be  kept,  so  that  all  orders 
are  sent  with  great  promptness  to  the  various  hotels  and 
pensions.  Another  point :  people  of  the  afore-mentioned 
cheap-trading  type  kick  against  the  fee  for  service  de  nv.it. 
They  expect  you  to  get  up  at  all  unearthly  hours  of  the  night 
to  dispense  their  prescriptions  for  nothing,  and  grumble  be- 
cause they  have  to  pay  the  assistant  his  fee  of  2f.,  which,  of 
course,  is  for  him,  and  not  for  the  purse  of  the  patron. 
Luckily,  these  types  are  in  the  minority,  and  the  folk  you 
meet  as  a  rule  are  of  a  better  nature,  and  so  begrudge  you 
nothing ;  in  fact,  they  agree  that  you  are  entitled  to  your 
fee.  Again,  the  continental  chemist  has  a  better  locus  in 
society  than  his  English  confrere.  The  natural  result  is  that 
his  life  is  more  pleasant  and  agreeable.  In  regard  to 
myself,  I  am  very  content  with  the  continent  during  the 
season's  life.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  I  liked  Paris  very  well ; 
but  I  prefer  the  smaller  places,  and  find  the  Swiss  air  very 
soothing  for  my  nerves.  Geneva  in  particular,  where  I  am 
at  the  present  time,  is  a  lovely  place,  and  well  favoured  by 
the  good-class  tourist.  I  was  much  amused  by  a  trick  that 
hotel-hands  have  of  announcing  to  their  confrires  at  other 
hotels  whether  their  clients  tip  well  or  not,  so  that  they 
know  immediately,  when  they  receive  the  luggage,  by  the 
way  that  the  label  is  fixed  in  position,  and  then  they  treat 
the  customers  accordingly ;  so  that  if  the  customers  are  not 
well  treated,  or  not  given  good  rooms,  they  only  have  them- 
selves to  blame.

Clapham  Wood  Hall.  By  this  marriage  there  were  ten 
children,  one  of  whom,  James,  born  May  8,  1761,  was  the 
father  of  Michael  Faraday.  He  (James)  married,  in  1786, 
Margaret  Hastwell,  a  farmer's  daughter,  and  moved  shortly 
afterwards  from  Yorkshire  to  Newington  in  Surrey.  Michael 
Faraday  was  born  at  Newington  Butts  on  September  22, 1791. 
His  Christian  name,  his  wonderful  vivacity,  and  his  complete 
mastery  of  the  Irish  "brogue"  give  countenance  to  a 
tradition  that  he  had  some  Irish  blood  in  his  veins.

Morphine  in  China. 

A  correspondent  in  China  (243/13)  sent  the  following  notes 
before  last  week's  contribution  was  received.  It  corroborates 
what  has  already  been  said,  and  adds  a  few  points.  Morphine 
was  originally  introduced  by  European  physicians  and 
chemists  as  a  cure  for  opium-smoking,  the  idea  being  to  give 
the  patient  the  equivalent  to  his  daily  opium  allowance  and 
gradually  decrease  the  close  until  it  could  be  entirely 
stopped.  Unfortunately,  this,  like  opium,  has  been  put  to  a 
wrong  use,  it  being  employed  as  a  substitute  instead  of  a 
remedy.  Large  quantities  of  morphine  are  bought  by  Chinese 
from  chemists,  and  through  European  commission-agents. 
It  is  sold  in  the  form  of  small  pink  or  white  lozenges,  also  in 
in  powders,  pills  and  solution. 

The  smoker  finds  it  cheaper  and  far  more  convenient  to 
carry  a  morphine  preparation  in  his  pocket,  and  take  an 
occasional  dose,  than  to  have  to  lie  back  and  go  through  the 
slow  process  of  smoking.  It  is  also  injected  hypodermically. 
Ghouls,  with  dirty  hypodermic  syringes  and  morphine 
solutions  made  with  any  water  are  to  be  seen  in  the  tea- 


shops  (or  restaurants)  in  Soochow  giving  injections  at  the 
low  rate  of  seven  cash  (one-fifth  of  a  penny)  each.  As  their 
victims  pass  before  them  each  gets  his  allowance  in  succession 
without  the  needle  being  even  wiped  after  the  previous  one. 
The  natural  res  alt  is  that  they  are  covered  with  ulcerated 
sores  from  the  punctures,  and  the  so-called  cure  has  become 
worse  than  the  disease.

It  is 
made  by  dissolving  extract  of  opium  1  gr.  in  4  minims  of 
water,  and  adding  1  fl.  oz.  of  simple  syrup.

Sir, — When  called  upon  to  pearl-coat  pills  in  small 
quantities  for  prescriptions,  I  have  usually  found  a  difficulty 
in  getting  them  uniformly  white.  After  thinking  over  the 
matter  and  experimenting,  I  found  that  if  the  pills  are  first 
silvered,  the  coating  becomes  an  operation  easily  performed, 
requiring  but  little  skill.  As  the  silver  renders  the  pills 
white,  no  dark  patches  show,  and  two  coats  of  French 
chalk  produce  a  coating  not  easily  obtained  by  the  ordinary 
method.  '  The  advantages  of  this  process  are  that  it  is  easy, 
simple,  and  effective,  and  with  such  quantities  of  pills  as 
one  is  called  upon  to  coat  at  the  dispensing-counter,  the 
slightly  increased  cost  is  scarcely  worth  considering.  If  any 
of  your  readers  has  experienced  difficulty  in  turning  out  a 
nicely  finished  coated  pill  and  cares  to  give  this  method  a, 
trial,  he  will  I  feel  sure,  be  satisfied  with  the  result  of 
the  experiment.

Income-tax  puts  the  following  question :  "  B 
employs  two  of  his  daughters  as  assistants  in  his  business, 
who  devote  the  whole  of  their  time  to  assisting  him  therein. 
They  are  paid  a  salary  and  receive  board  and  lodging.  Can 
B  deduct  the  amount  of  salary  and  so  much  for  board 
and  lodging,  as  expenses  of  the  business,  in  his  return  to 
surveyor  of  income-tax  ? "  [Certainly.  B's  best  plan  is  to 
make  an  agreement  with  his  daughters,  stipulating  the 
salaries  to  be  paid  to  them,  and  recording  this  in  his  books 
as  a  shop-expense.    If  there  are  no  other  indoor  assistants 
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receiving  board  and  lodging  as  part  of  wages,  the  simplest 
way  to  deal  with  that  item  as  regards  the  daughters  is  1o 
deduct  from  the  salaries  when  paid  and  transfer  to  household 
expenses.]

is  not  so  successful  as  the  treatment  by  means  of  a  powerful 
electric  arc  light.  It  is  this  treatment  that  Queen  Alexandra 
has  taken  so  much  interest  in,  it  having  been  originated  by 
Professor  Finsen,  of  Copenhagen.  There  is  an  excellent 
instalment  of  the  apparatus  in  the  London  Hospital,  and  in 
a  few  other  hospitals  throughout  the  country.  (2)  Madder 
(Itubia  tinctorum)  contains  alizarin  and  purpurin,  free  and 
combined,  besides  other  principles.  Madder  is  a  uterine  and 
urinal  stimulant,  but  is  rarely  used.

59,48.  Anglo-Hibernian  has  a  customer  who  has  a  cow 
that  five  months  ago  had  an  attack  of  milk-fever  (so-called), 
which  was  followed  by  paralysis.  Now  the  cow  is  recovering 
the  use  of  her  limbs,  but  a  large  swelling  (about  the  size  of 
a  child's  head)  has  formed  between  the  fore  legs,  and  another 
swelling  nearly  as  large  but  not  so  globular  and  longer  in 
shape,  has  grown  on  the  knee-joint  of  one  fore  leg.  The 
swelling  is  soft  and  yielding  to  the  touch,  apparently  not 
painful  when  pressed,  but  hurting  the  animal  when  she 
attempts  to  stand.  What  is  to  be  done  ?  [Whether  or  no  the 
cow  had  milk-fever  (so-called)  is  of  no  consequence  now. 
The  condition  described  is  probably  a  self-infected  one. 
These  swellings  are  abscesses  which  should  be  ripened  and 
evacuated.  Advise  frequent  warm  fomentations  or  the 
application  of  an  ammonia  liniment  with  a  small  proportion 
of  iodine.  If  you  visit,  you  would  do  well  to  inject  J  dr.  of 
tincture  of  iodine  into  the  centre  of  each  tumefaction,  and  as 
soon  as  there  is  a  "  point "  or  soft  spot  under  which  the 
matter  can  be  felt  to  fluctuate  lance  it  boldly,  and  wash  out 
the  cavity  with  a  carbolic  or  chinosol  solution,  and  dust 
over  with  pulv.  resinas.  Advise  a  generous  and  slightly 
laxative  diet,  and  give  tonics  of  iron,  gentian,  and  nux 
vomica.    For  doses  refer  to  "  Veterinary  Counter-practice."]

Senega. 

The  Winnipeg  Commercial  of  August  30,  in  the  course  of  a. 
leading  article  on  senega,  states  that  the  market  has  certainly 
developed  astonishing  strength  this  season.  Prices  have  been 
higher  throughout  the  entire  season  than  has  ever  been  the  case 
before,  and  dealers  have  been  nervous  over  values  for  some  time 
back.  Two  weeks  ago  it  looked  as  if  the  top  notch  had  been, 
reached,  and  some  in  the  trade  put  their  prices  down  lc.  to  2c, 
and  bought  root  at  the  lower  figure,  showing  that  sellers  were 
also  quite  ready  to  believe  that  the  market  was  too  high  to  hold. 
Last  week  the  market  regained  all  that  it  lost  the  previous  week 
and  2c.  to  3c.  more,  making  the  quotation  at  "Winnipeg  45c.  to  46c. 
for  best  root.  To-day  we  have  to  note  the  astonishing  price  of 
55c.  for  good  root  delivered  at  Minneapolis,  and  practically  the 
same  price  is  named  at  Winnipeg.  Senega  is  to-day  quoted  at. 
65c.  for  baled  in  New  York.  [For  latest  prices  see  our  market, 
paragraph. — Ed.]  The  mere  mention  of  such  figures  for  senega 
is  enough  to  convince  anyone  that  the  market  must  be  in  a  most, 
unusual  condition,  and  diggers  should  redouble  their  efforts  in 
order  to  reap  that  advantage  of  the  high  prices.  Country  store- 
keepers should  encourage  their  customers  to  dig  all  the  root  they 
can  during  the  balance  of  this  season.  While  it  is  hardly  to  be 
expected  that  the  present  high  prices  would  continue  long  under 
the  pressure  of  a  large  increase  in  receipts,  the  figure  named  will 
undoubtedly  be  paid  for  a  considerable  quantity,  and  a  good  price 
is  assured  for  the  balance  of  the  Canadian  crop,  regardless  of  how 
much  it  may  amount  to.  A  little  friendly  advice  from  country 
storekeepers  to  those  whom  they  know  can  produce  root  if  they 
like,  may  put  quite  a  nice  little  sum  of  found  money  into  their 
pockets  before  the  end  of  the  present  season. 

Heavy  Chemicals. 

Conditions  at  all  the  main  centres  of  the  heavy- chemical  market 
remain  almost  practically  unchanged  from  those  referred  to  in. 
recent  reports,  and  there  is,  therefore,  little  of  special  importance 
to  be  noted.  Demand  is  again,  perhaps,  a  trifle  more  active,  and 
on  export-account  shipments  for  northern  ports  are  being  pushed 
forward  as  rapidly  as  possible.  Prices  mostly  rule  steady  and  at 
unaltered  rates. 

Alkali-produce.  —  Bleaching-powder  remains  unchanged  for 
prompt  or  early  delivery.  Business  in  forward,  as  a  natural  con- 
sequence of  recent  very  heavy  bookings,  is  not  now  of  great, 
moment.  However,  a  fair  amount  is  being  done  in  other  main 
products,  caustic  soda,  ammonia  alkali,  soda  crystals,  &c. 

Sulphate  op  Ammonia,  with  a  quieter  demand,  shows  some 
tendency  towards  decline.  However,  as  supply  is  not  particularly 
abundant,  any  appreciable  drop  seems  unlikely  at  the  moment. 
Exports  from  Leith  last  week  amounted  to  511  tons. 

Bichromates  op  Potash  and  Soda  are  only  moving  off  slowly, 
and  are  still  offered  at  very  low  rates.  Potash,  English  and  Scotch 
deliveries,  3d.  per  lb.,  less  4  per  cent.,  Glasgow.  For  export,  figure 
is  l^d.  per  lb.  lower,  but  net.  Bichromate  of  s  )da,  English  and 
Scotch  deliveries,  Z\d.  per  lb.,  less  4  per  cent.,  Glasgow.  For 
export,  Id.  per  lb.  net,  f.o.b.  Glasgow. 

Alumina  Products. — All-round  demand  keeps  up  well,  and,  irt 
fact,  shows  a  slight  increase.  Deliveries  against  existing  contracts, 
are  well  up  to  the  average.  Prices  are  very  steady,  with  tendency 
towards  advancement.  Higher  figures  are  being  asked  and 
obtained  for  next  year's  delivery.  Crystal  alum,  loose  lump,  51.  to 
51.  5s.  per  ton ;  lump  in  tierces,  5/.  5s.  to  51.  10s.  per  ton ; 
ground,  in  bags,  5!.  12s.  6d.  to  51.  17s.  6(7.  per  ton,  with  usual  extras, 
for  various  sized  casks.  Sulphate  of  alumina  of  purest  quality,, 
white,  and  practically  free  of  iron,  4?.  7s.  6rf.  to  4?.  15s.  per  ton,' in 
usual  casks,  with  customary  allowances  for  bags  or  loose  slabs. 
Aluminous  cake  52s.  6d.  to  60s.  per  ton.  Alumino  ferric  55s.  to-

per  cwt.  A  parcel  of  bold  Japan  was  bought  in  at  45?.,  but 
privately  ordinary  quality  has  been  sold  at  36?.,  and  37s.  is 
now  asked.  Zanzibar  Cloves  are  firmer  at  3\^d.  per  lb.  on 
the  spot,  and  at  3||^.  for  January-March  delivery.  Fair 
Penang  were  bought  in  at  8d.  per  lb.  Pimento  slow  of  sale, 
fair  to  good  quality  being  bought  in  at  2%d.  to  2\d.  per  lb.  ; 
privately  business  has  been  done  at  2]^d.  for  fair.  Japan 
Chillies  were  bought  in  at  32s.  per  cwt.  for  picked  long  red. 
West  India  Nutmegs  were  about  \d.  per  lb.  dearer.  Middling 
red  Penang  Mace  was  bought  in  at  Is.  8i.  per  lb.  Black 
Pepper,  steady  but  slow ;  Singapore  is  offering  on  the  spot 
at  6f^d.  per  lb. ;  fine  heavy  Ceylon  sold  at  6}d.  per  lb.  ; 
Penang  was  bought  in  at  5fi.  per  lb.  Singapore  white  is 
steady  on  the  spot  at  lOd.  per  lb. ;  Penang  sold  in  auction  at 
9d.  per  lb. 

Pepper  in  Siam. 

-  The  exports  of  pepper  from  Bangkok  last  year  amounted  to 
1,156  [tons  (82,968?.),  against  699  tons  (46,640?.)  in  1900.  This  is 
probably  a  good  deal  in  excess  of  the  amount  actually  exported, 
says  the  British  Consul.  The  Customs  derive  their  figures  from 
the  export  entries  supplied  by  shippers,  and  in  the  case  of  goods 
such  as  pepper  (on  which  there  is  no  export  duty)  shippers 
frequently  apply  for  permission  to  export  a  quantity  slightly  in 
excess  of  that  which  they  intend  to  ship,  so  as  to  leave  some 
margin.  However,  there  is  no  doubt,  whatever  the  exact  figures 
may  be,  that  the  export  in  1901  was  considerably  above  the 
average. 

This  year  (1902)  pepper  is  coming  in  rapidly,  but  the  export 
will  probably  only  amount  to  70  per  cent,  of  that  of  1901.  The 
pepper  all  comes  from  the  Chantaboon  district,  and  the  export 
now  almost  entirely  consists  of  white  pepper.  Most  of  the  export 
goes  to  London,  some  to  Liverpool,  some  to  New  York,  and  a  little 
to  San  Francisco.  Small  lots  are  bought  up  by  Chinese  for  Hong- 
Kong.  There  seems  to  be  no  sign  of  any  extension  of  the  area  of 
pepper-cultivation  in  Siam. 


Wilful  Damage,  —  At  the  Mansion  House  Police  Court, 
London,  on  September  25,  Arthur  Pelma,  a  youth,  was  charged 
with  wilfully  damaging  certain  labels  and  boxes  belonging  to  his 
late  employers,  Meggeson  &  Co.  (Limited),  Miles  Lane,  E.C., medi- 
cated-lozenge  manufacturers.  Mr.  Hugill,  solicitor,  who  appeared 
in  support  of  the  summons,  said  the  defendant  had  been  in  the 
service  of  the  complainants,  but,  on  September  5,  was  discharged. 
Before  leaving  the  premises  lie  was  seen  to  deliberately  tear 
several  labels  off  boxes,  and  to  mix  up  a  quantity  of  lozenges.  On 
account  of  his  youth,  however,  and  this  being  his  first  offence,  the 
complainants  did  not  desire  to  press  the  case  unduly  against  the 
defendant.  The  Lord  Mayor  fined  defendant  5s.,  and  ordered  him 
bo  pay  40s.,  the  amount  of  the  damage,  or,  in  default,  seven  days 
imprisonment. 


Campbor^monopolp  in  Cfotna. 


THE  United  States  Consul  at  Amoy  reports  the  granting  of 
a  monopoly  of  the  camphor-trade  in  the  province  of 
Fukien,  including  the  consular  districts  of  Fuchau  and  Amoy, 
to  a  Japanese  subject.  Camphor-trees  are  cultivated  in  the 
interior  by  the  Chinese,  who  have  never  engaged  in  the 
manufacture  of  camphor  until  last  year,  when  an  American 
firm  made  contracts  to  buy  their  camphor,  and  the  goods 
purchased  were  brought  to  Amoy  under  a  transit-pass  issued 
by  the  Imperial  Maritime  Customs.  Several  Japanese  firms 
followed  this  initiative.  Later  a  Chinese  firm  in  Amoy 
bought  the  monopoly  of  the  trade  from  the  Viceroy,  which 
fact  has  already  been  noted  in  the  C.  %  JO.  This  firm, 
owing  to  its  scant  capital  and  defective  process  of 
manufacture,  failed,  and  a  Government  Camphor  Board  was 
then  established,  and  an  agreement  made  to  employ  a 
Japanese  expert  to  instruct  the  Chinese.  The  granting  of 
monopolies  is  forbidden  by  existing  treaties  with  China,  and 
the  report  of  the  present  camphor-monopoly  is  denied  by  the 
Japanese  Minister.  In  any  case  it  is  doubtful  whether  the 
Japanese  intend  to  develop  the  camphor  -  industry,  their 
object  being  to  control  the  price  in  order  to  make  their  For- 
mosa industry  more  profitable.  Camphor  cannot  be  manu- 
factured as  cheaply  in  China  as  in  Formosa,  where  they  do 
not  have  to  pay  for  the  trees.  The  following  extracts  are 
taken  from  the  regulations  of  the  Fukien  Camphor  Board  : — 

As  soon  as  these  regulations  shall  have  been  published  no 
person  or  persons  shall  be  permitted  to  own  furnaces  and  boil 
camphor.  Persons  furnishing  their  own  capital  and  wishing  to 
engage  in  the  collection  of  camphor  must  obtain  a  written  permit 
from  the  board.  All  camphor  manufactured,  as  well  as  the 
residuum,  shall  be  brought  to  the  Board,  who  will  buy  them  at  a 
reasonable  price,  and  then  submit  them  to  the  expert  for  examina- 
tion. Qualified  agents  will  examine  trees,  settle  their  prices,  and 
close  the  deal,  but  owners  of  trees  cannot  be  forced  to  sell.  As 
the  camphor-trees  are  all  in  the  interior,  persons  applying  for 
permits  to  collect  camphor  must  necessarily  be  Chinese  subjects  ; 
no  representative  or  subject  of  any  foreign  Government  or  natives 
of  Formosa  shall  be  permitted  to  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege. 
The  Board  shall  issue  passes  for  camphor  brought  from  the  interior 
to  a  Treaty  port.  The  cargo  shall  be  subject  to  examination  at  the 
barriers  en  rvute,  but  shall  pay  no  likin — only  the  Customs  export- 
duties  and  charges  in  accordance  with  existing  regulations.  Cam- 
phor exported  at  other  than  a  Treaty  port  shall  be  confiscated. 

The  duties  of  the  expert  are  stated  in  the  agreement  to  be 
the  superintending  of  collecting,  heating,  steaming,  classify- 
ing, &c,  of  the  camphor.  He  shall  also  undertake  to 
guarantee  the  sum  of  $200,000  Mexican  (17.000Z.)  as  running 
capital  from  some  Japanese  company,  without  interest  on 
the  loan.  The  contract  is  for  six  years  from  the  day  on 
which  it  is  signed.  At  the  expiration  of  the  time,  all 
factories,  buildings,  machines,  furnaces,  &c,  belonging 
to  the  Board  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  company 
at  the  cost-price,  except  such  properties  as  shall  be  found  in 
the  interior ;  and  it  is  further  provided  that  the  company 
shall  only  dispose  of  them  by  sale,  but  shall  not  own  them 
The  balance  of  the  capital  shall  be  returned,  the  Board  being 
in  nowise  responsible  for  the  money  expended.  On  all 
camphor  manufactured,  the  expert  shall  pay  a  sum  of  $7 
Mexican  ($2.90)  to  the  Chinese  Government  as  a  tax  per 
picul  (1331  lbs.).  The  tax  shall  be  $1  (41.5c.)  for  every 
$10  ($4.15)  additional  price.  This  tax  shall  be  paid  to  the 
controller,  and  shall  be  applied  toward  the  Government 
expenses  in  the  Fukien  Province.  The  object  of  manufac- 
ing  camphor  being  to  secure  revenue  for  the  Government, 
and  to  give  employment  to  the  people,  should  any  foreign 
merchant  establish  factories  in  the  Treaty  port  and  there 
collect  camphor  out  of  the  trees  he  shall  have  bought,  he  is 
permitted  by  the  treaties  to  do  so,  and  shall  not  be  interfered 
with. 


The  Decadence  of  the  Amebican  People  has  concerned  the 
Kansas  City  Academy  of  Medicine,  which  appointed  a  committee 
to  inquire  into  the  matter.  The  committee  has  drafted  a  series  of 
resolutions  to  be  sent  to  State  and  national  societies  and  to  the 
Postmaster-General.  The  purport  of  these  is  that  the  decreasing 
birth-rate  is  largely  due  to  the  general  use  of  nostrums,  &c,  to 
prevent  conception  or  to  produce  abortion,  and  that  this  general 
use  of  such  criminal  drugs  and  devices  is  due  to  advertisements  in 
the  newspapers. 
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JUBILEE  MEETING, 


PHILADELPHIA.  SEPTEMBER 8  TO  15.1902. 


Reported  by  our  Resident  American  Representative. 


IN  holding  its  fiftieth  annual  meeting  in  the  historic  city 
of  Philadelphia,  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion does  honour  to  the  place  which  gave  it  birth  and  meets 
once  more  amidst  associations  which  must  always  bring 
feelings  of  pride  and  satisfaction  to  the  breast  of  every  loyal 
American.  No  city  in  the  United  States  has  crammed  so 
much  history  into  its  past  as  has  the  "  City  of  Brotherly 
Love  "  since  its  first  foundation  by  the  sturdy  old  scion  of 
the  Society  of  Friends  in  the  year  1682,  to  whom  the 
province  of  Pennsylvania  was  granted  by  royal  charter  from 
Charles  II.  in  the  previous  year. 

Here  was  laid  out  Bradford's  printing-press,  the  first  in 
the  American  continent,  in  1632,  here  was  erected  the  first 
paper-mill  in  America,  and  here  was  printed  the  first  copy  of 
the  Bible  in  the  American  colonies.  In  1774  the  delegates 
from  the  eleven  revolting  colonies  met  here  to  arrange  con- 
certed action  against  the  British  sovereign ;  two  years  later 
■witnessed  the  solemn  signing  of  the  Declaration  of  Indepen- 
dence in  the  old  State  House  and  its  joyous  announcement 
from  the  steps  thereof,  heralded  to  the  city  by  the  frantic 
tolling  of  Liberty  Bell.  The  old  State  House  still  stands, 
and  Liberty  Bell  (though  cracked)  is  a  treasured  relic. 
Then  came  the  occupation  of  the  city  by  the  British  troops 
in  1777,  who  evacuated  it  the  next  year.  During  their 
presence  the  first  American  flag  was  made,  with  its  thirteen 
five-pointed  stars  and  alternating  bars,  by  brave  Betsy  Eoss, 
and  smuggled  out  of  the  city  to  General  George  Washington 
in  the  field.  Philadelphia  is  proud  of  having  been  the 
birthplace  of  Old  Glory,  and  the  humble  residence  of  Betsy 
Eoss  in  Arch  Street  is  carefully  preserved.  The  war  ended, 
■the  Convention  to  frame  the  Constitution  of  the  new  Eepublic 
•met  in  the  State  Hall,  and  after  long  deliberations  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  was  formally  adopted  in  1788. 

Philadelphia  is  a  well-laid-out  city.  Its  founder,  Penn, 
"wanted  a  green  country  town  and  in  his  original  plans 
provided  for  five  plots  for  public  squares  ;  and  to-day,  though 
the  city  is  counted  the  third  in  area  in  the  world,  the  same 
,plan  has  been  adhered  to,  and  there  is  an  abundance  of 
squares  and  small  parks,  to  say  nothing  of  the  magnificent 


Fairmount  Park  covering  3,353  acres.  In  Fairmount  Park 
is  preserved  the  cottage  which  William  Penn  occupied 
during  his  visits  to  the  capital  of  his  State ;  it  was  the  first 
brick  building  erected  in  the  city,  and  dates  back  to  1682. 
The  city  is  rich  in  public  buildings — its  City  Hall,  surmounted 
by  a  gigantic  figure  of  Penn,  being  regarded  as  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  public  buildings  in  the  United  States.  The 
parks  and  squares  are  rich  in  statuary  of  no  mean  order — in 
fact,  the  Washington  equestrian  monument  will  rank  with  the 
finest  modern  sculpture  in  the  world. 

The  delegates  to  the  jubilee  meeting  commenced  to  arrive 
on  Sunday,  September  7,  from  all  parts  of  the  States,  from 
Canada,  and  Mexico.  The  President  (Dr.  Henry  M. 
Whelpley)  came  from  St.  Louis  with  a  strong  body  of 
supporters  in  a  special  car,  and  immediately  plunged  into 
business.  Nearly  900  members  and  their  friends  reported 
themselves  as  present,  and  the  large  hall  and  corridors  of  the 
Hotel  Walton  presented  a  busy  and  animated  appearance, 
cheery  greetings  resounding  on  every  side  as  friends  met 
after  a  year's  interval.  The  members  registered  on  arrival 
and  received  their  badge,  coupons  for  entertainments,  guide 
to  the  places  of  interest,  &c. ;  and  here  I  must  acknowledge 
the  kindness  and  courtesy  extended  to  the  C.  §  B.  repre- 
sentative, all  the  privileges  of  membership  being  afforded 
me  for  the  Conference  week,  and  every  facility  given  by 
Dr.  Whelpley  and  Professor  Chas.  Caspari,  jun.,  the  kindly 
Secretary. 

The  Opening  Session 

was  called  to  order  by  President  Whelpley  at  3  p.m.  on 
Monday,  September  8,  the  hall  of  meeting  being  a  fine 
room  on  the  tenth  floor  of  the  Hotel  Walton,  from  the 
windows  of  which  extensive  views  of  the  city  are  to  be 
obtained.  Between  300  and  400  members  faced  the  Presi- 
dent when  he  arose  to  open  the  session,  and  it  was  evident 
that  an  enthusiastic  Conference  would  result.  First  came  a 
hearty  welcome  from  Mayor  Ashbridge  on  behalf  of  the  city, 
followed  by  similar  expressions  from  the  Chairman  of  the 
local  committee,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Philadelphia 
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Retail  Druggists'  Association,  who  said  that  his  Association 
embraced  in  its  membership  550  of  the  700  retail  druggists 
practising  in  Philadelphia.  After  these  greetings  had  been 
acknowledged,  the  President  called  to  the  rostrum  all  the 
surviving  ex-Presidents  of  the  Association,  and  he  was  soon 
surrounded  by 

A  Bunch  of  Veterans 

noted  in  pharmacy,  who  called  forth  the  acclamations  of 
the  meeting.  Prominent  amongst  the  veteran  ex-Presidents 
was  Dr.  Enno  Sander,  of  St. 
^ouis,  now  over  80  years  of 
age,  the  doyen  of  the  Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion, who  has  attended  nearly 
all  the  forty-nine  preceding 
annual  meetings,  and  Pro- 
fessor Albert  E.  Ebert,  of 
Chicago,  whose  presence  at 
the  Dundee  meeting  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
ference in  1867  was  called  to 
mind  by  the  group  illustrated 
in  the  last  Summer  issue  of 
The  Chemist  and  Drug- 
gist. The  other  ex-Presi- 
dents supporting  Dr.  Whelp- 
ley  were  :  J.  M.  Gordon, 
Cincinnati,  O.  ;  Ji  o.  Han- 
cock, Baltimore  ;  C.  L.  Diehl, 
Louisville  ;  G.  W.  Sloan, 
Indianapolis,  Ind. ;  John  Uri 
Lloyd,  Cincinnati ;  Jos.

In  all, 
fifteen  of  the  surviving 
twenty-two  ex-Presidents  an- 
swered the  President's  call. 

The  Presidential 
Address. 

Dr.  Whelpley  then  rose  to 
deliver  an  abstract  of  his 
address,  copies  of  which  had 

been  distributed  to  the  members.  It  was  quite  original  in 
character,  pithy  in  the  extreme.  I  cannot  better  give  an 
idea  of  its  nature  than  by  quoting  the  headlines  in  their 
order  (to  each  of  which,  by  the  way,  was  attached  an 
appropriate  quotation) : —

Dr.  Henry  M.  Whelpley. 


The  address  traversed  the  Association's  period  of  existence. 
Its  literary  style  was  essentially  American  and  journalistic, 
as  the  following  paragraphs  show  : — 

The  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion is  here,  and  we  meet  to  transact  business  which  fifty  years 
have  made  routine. 

Much  valuable  time  is  wasted  in  the  reading  of  papers.  It  does 
not  help  the  Association,  nor  does  it  benefit  the  author  to 
encourage  the  mockery  of  pretending  to  listen  to  a  paper  when,  on 

account  of  the  nature  of  the 
subject  treated,  it  is  quite  im- 
possible to  follow  the  reader. 

The  vast  majority  of  papers 
serve  their  best  purpose  when 
published  in  journals  and  in 
the  Proceedings,  where  they 
can  be  read  in  the  quiet  of 
home,  far  away  from  the  excite- 
ment of  Convention  week. 

For  the  present  let  us  im- 
prove conditions  by  publishing, 
for  distribution  at  the  annual 
reunions,  a  programme  giving 
an  abstract  of  each  paper. 
This  will  encourage  discussion, 
and  in  some  cases  avoid  the 
necessity  of  reading  the  entire 
paper. 

At  the  1900  meeting  of  the 
United  States  Pharmacopceial 
Convention  about  three-fourths 
of  the  persons  elected  to  office, 
or  on  the  committee  of  revision, 
were  members  of  this  Associa- 
tion. 

j).  The  American  naval  apothe- 
cary has  been  raised  from  a 
rank  next  to  the  negro  cook  to 
one  next  to  a  commissioned 
officer,  and  is  now  appointed  by 
the  President  of  the  United 
States.  His  former  salary  of 
$60  per  month  may  now  reach 
$150  per  month.  His  new  title 
is  that  of  naval  pharmacist. 

When  selecting  the  location 
of  a  meeting  we  should  re- 
member that  nothing  tends  so 
much  to  enlarge  the  mind  as 
travel.  Our  conventions  render 
the  members  real  service  by 
taking  them  away  from  the 
towns,  cities,  or  countries  in 
which  they  were  born  educated,  or  have  followed  their  calling. 

A  careful  examination  of  the  minutes  of"  the  meetings  of  State 
Pharmaceutical  Associations  held  during  the  past  decade  reveals 
unmistakable  evidence  of  a  gradual  decrease  in  the  number  of 
papers  presented  each  year.  Papers  have  been  presented  at  the 
annual  meetings  of  this  Association  during  the  past  ten  years  as 
follows  : —

Twice  has  the  Association  crossed  the  border  and  met  in 
Canada.  It  is  not  at  all  improbable  that  we  shall,  before  many 
years,  visit  Mexico,  Cuba,  Porto  Rico,  and,  possibly,  the  Hawaiian 
Islands. 

It  was  a  meeting  of  nine  retail  pharmacists  in  the  New  York 
College  of  Pharmacy,  at  511  Broadway,  at  5  P.M.,  October  15,  1851, 
that  led  to  the  convention  in  Philadelphia,  one  year  later,;which 
organised  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

At  the  close  of  half  a  century  we  find;rthat  our  membership  hst 
comprises  retail  pharmacists,  teachers,  editors,  authors,  physicians, 
chemists,  and  other  scientists  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in 
pharmacy  ;  wholesale  druggists,  manufacturers  of  pharmaceuticals, 
chemicals,  proprietaries,  patent  medicines,  and  various  specialities} 

The  A.Ph.A.  has  now  1,219  members. 

I  recommend  consideration  of  the  following  suggestions 
(1)  Abstract  papers,  (2)  discontinue  general  prizes,  (3)  push  sale  of 
N.F.,  (4)  reduce  tax  on  alcohol,  (5)  a  standing  committee  on  model 
law,  (6)  improve  apprentices,  (7)  promote  pharmacists  in  United 
States'  employ,  (8)  have  Government  represented  at  A.Ph.A. 
meetings,  (9)  discuss  Government  drug-laboratory,  (10)  continue 
the  exhibits,  (11)  promptly  publish  Proceedings,  (12)  keep  down 
size  of  Proceedings,  (13)  an  index  to  fifty  volumes,  (14)  frontispiece 
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to  Proceedings,  (15)  complete  list  of  deceased  members,  (16)  con- 
tinue the  entertainment,  (17)  recognise  our  delegates,  (18)  send 
delegates  to  the  N.A.R.D.,  (19)  increase  the  membership  by  busi- 
ness methods,  (20)  a  large  permanent  fund,  and  (21)  watch  the 
constitution  and  by-laws. 

We  unite  in  a  determination  to  continue  an  organisation  which 
shall  be  a  union  of  power  and  usefulness  for  the  advancement  of 
the  best  interests  of  pharmacy.  In  doing  so  we  must  renounce  all 
individual,  sectional,  or  self  interests.  We  must  maintain  an 
organisation  which  can  be  used  only  for  the  welfare  of  all  con- 
cerned in  our  calling. 

After  the  President's  address  had  been  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee to  report  thereon,  the  meeting 

Settled  down  to  Routine  Business, 

the  principal  of  which  was  the  election  of  a  committee  to 
nominate  officers  for  the  ensuing  year.  Some  idea  of  the

A  paper  on  "  The  Pharmacist  and  his  own  Preparations 
was  read  by  Wm.  F.  Kaemmerer,  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  in 
which  the  right  of  the  druggist  to  persuade  his  customer 
to  buy  his  own  preparations  was  humorously  argued. 

The  afternoon  was  devoted  to  a  meeting  of  the  Section  on 
Commercial  Interests.  The  alcohol-tax  was  discussed  at 
length,  and  the  following  resolution  adopted  : —

Mr.  Hargreaves'  paper  described  how  the  Ozone  Company, 
of  Toronto,  by  an  agreement  between  wholesalers  and  re- 
tailers, have  effectually  prevented  cutting  below  a  minimum. 
Several  cases  of  violation  of  the  agreement  have  been  stopped 
by  legal  proceedings.  The  principle  is  that  of  the  P.A.T.A. 
Mr.  Alpers  spoke  of  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  pharmacy 
business  in  U.S.A. — cutting,  profits,  proprietary  articles,  the 
excess  of  drug-stores  and  the  need  for  reducing  the  number, 
and  substitution. 

A  business  session  of  the  Council  was  also  held,  and  the 
advisability  of  establishing  an  official  journal  was  discussed. 

In  the  evening  many  of  the  visiting  delegates  attended  a 
reception  given  by  the  graduates  of  the  Philadelphia  College 
of  Pharmacy,  at  the  Roosevelt,  2027  Chestnut  Street. 

The  Scientific  Section 
met  on  Wednesday  evening  under  the  chairmanship  of  Pro- 
fessor Lyman  F.  Kebler.  Amongst  those  in  attendance  was 
Dr.  H.  W.  Wiley,  chief  chemist  of  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, Washington,  D.C.  Dr.  Wiley  is  nearly  7  feet  high, 
and  weighs  close  upon  300  lbs.  He  paid  humorous  tribute  to 
the  value  of  the  Asso- 
ciation by  stating  that 
he  had  been  sent  by  his 
Government  to  learn 
something.  Already  he 
had  learned  enough  to 
pay  his  expenses,  and 
had  gained  10  lbs.  in 
weight.

The  scenery  met  with  on 
this  trip  is  considered  to  be  amongst  the  most  beautiful  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  was  much  enjoyed  by  the  members. 

THE  JVBILEE  SESSION. 

The  large  hall  of  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Pharmacy 
presenced  a  most  animated  appearance  as  the  members  fore- 
gathered in  the  afternoon  of  Thursday  for  an  event  which  all 
had  been  looking  forward  to  since  the  opening  of  the  week's 
■exercises.  The  place  of  meeting  was  aptly  chosen,  as  it  was 
in  the  rooms  of  the  old  College  that  the  meeting  was  held 
which  organised  the  formation  of  the  Association.  The 
present  building  is  one  of  the  finest  pharmaceutical  semi- 
naries in  the  world,  a  handsome  structure,  comprising  all  the 
most  modern  fittings  and  appliances.  I  strolled  through  the 
•college  before  the  meeting,  with  an  old  Bloomsbury  Square 
man,  who  could  not  refrain  from  envious  expressions  at  the 
luxurious  facilities  offered  for  the  budding  American  phar- 
macist as  compared  with  those  with  which  he  was  provided 
in  the  days  of  his  training. 

The  hall  was  gaily  decorated  with  bunting,  and  the  officers 
and  speakers  on  the  rostrum  were  almost  hidden  in  a  wealth 
■of  palms  and  evergreens.  Many  handsomely  gowned  ladies 
graced  the  meeting  by  their  presence,  and  when  Dr.  Whelpley 
rose  to  call  the  meeting  to  order  he  faced  an  overflowing 
•audience  of  over  500  persons. 

It  is  remarkable  to  note  that  out  of  the  twenty-one

In  the  absence  of  Dr.  Hoffmann 

The  Jubilee  Address 

was  read  by  Chas.  Caspari,  jun.,  the  General  Secretary. 
He  first  spoke  of  the  primitive  practice  of  the  healing  art 
by  the  "  medicine-men "  and  squaws  of  the  Indians. 
This  was  supplemented  during  the  seventeenth  and 
eighteenth  centuries  by  the  hardly  less  empirical  methods 
and  usages  of  the  early  European  settlers  The  practice  of 
medicine  as  a  distinct  art  received  but  little  consideration 
from  the  colonial  authorities,  and  was  left  without  restric- 
tion, encouragement,  or  recognition.  When  in  the  course  of 
time,  and  with  the  increasing  immigration  of  a  class  of 
better  schooled  practitioners  of  medicine,  the  healing  art 
became  more  and  more  a  distinct  profession,  young  men 
entered  the  art  by  indenturing  themselves  as  apprentices  to 
medical  and  surgical  practitioners  for  a  term  of  three  to  six 
years.  Part  of  their  duties  for  the  first  year  was  in  phar- 
maceutical practice.  Upon  the  expiration  of  this  apprentice- 
ship, the  young  men,  provided  with  a  certificate  of  pro- 
ficiency from  their  preceptor,  were  for  further  experience 
and  proficiency  thrown  upon  their  own  resources  and 
chances.  Those  with  higher  aspirations  and  sufficient 
means  used  to  resort  to  the  medical  schools  of  the  uni- 
versities of  Edinburgh,  London,  and  Leyden,  but  a  con- 
siderable number  ventured,  by  chance  or  from  necessity, 
into  other  remunerative  pursuits,  mostly  into  the  drug 
and  general  merchandise  line.  In  this  way,  as  in  the 
primitive  evolution  of  the  medical  art  in  all  countries,  the 
practice  of  medicine  and  pharmacy  remained  for  more  than 
a  century  vested  in  one  profession,  and  in  the  course  of 
time  pharmacy  largely  developed  and  received  its  first 
recruits  from  the  rank-and-file  of  medical  aspirants  more  or 
less  schooled  in  the 

ELEMENTS  OF  THE  PHARMACEUTICAL  ART. 

This  evolution  ultimately  led  to  a  gradual  separation  of  the 
practice  of  medicine  and  of  pharmacy.  It  is  not  unlikely 
that  from  such  an  initial  stock  of  colonial  druggists,  and 
from  the  comparatively  small  number  of  immigrated  Euro- 
pean apothecaries,  the  first  series  of  a  more  proficient  class 
of  American  pharmacists  originated.  After  the  final  esta- 
blishment of    the   Federal   States,   the   more  successful 
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physicians  gradually  relegated  the  preparation  and  dis- 
pensing of  medicines  to  the  druggists  of  their  day.  In  this 
way  a  differentiation  between  prescribers  and  dispensers  of 
medicine  gradually  took  place.  This  separation  was  at  first 
publicly  advocated  by  an  eminent  American  practitioner  and 
professor  of  medicine,  Dr.  John  Morgan,  of  Philadelphia, 
who,  after  his  return  from  the  University  of  Edinburgh  in 
1765,  proclaimed  the  principle  that  medical  men  henceforth 
should  confine  themselves  to  prescribing,  leaving  to  the 
apothecary  the  preparing  and  compounding  of  medicines. 
The  evolution  was  slow,  and  during  all  these  years  there 
seems  to  be  no  mention  in  public  print  of  apprenticeship  in 
pharmacy  or  the  drug-trade. 

The  collective  study  of  medicine  was  initiated  by  able  and 
high-minded  practitioners  with  small  classes  of  students, 
either  independently  or  in  connection  with  private  or.  public 
hospitals.  These,  as  well  as  the  courses  of  instruction,  were 
generally  modelled  after  British  prototypes.  The  first  colle- 
giate courses  of  lectures  to  medical  students  were  instituted  in 
Philadelphia  and  New  York  in  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth 
century.  The  first  public  hospital  was  the  Pennsylvania 
Hospital  in  Philadelphia,  opened  in  the  year  1752 ;  the  first 
dispensary  for  free  distribution  of  medicine  among  the  poor 
was  opened  in  Philadelphia  in  the  year  1786,  and  in  New 
York  in  1791.  The  founders  of  the  first  American  medical 
school  were  two  young  Philadelphians — William  Shippen, 
jun.,  and  John  Morgan — who,  after  having  served  their 
apprenticeship  with  medical  practitioners  in  Philadelphia, 
completed  their  education  at  the  universities  of  London  and 
Edinburgh.  On  their  return  they  joined  the  "College  of 
Philadelphia,"  a  medical  society  founded  in  1749,  as  a  basis 
for  the  realisation  of  their  aims.  In  1765  Dr.  Morgan  was 
appointed  professor  of  the  theory  and  practice  of  physic, 
and  Dr.  Shippen,  jun.,  professor  of  anatomy  and  surgery, 
and  the  school  was  opened  in  the  fall  of  the  year  1765.  On 
the  return  of  their  younger  friend  (Dr.  Benjamin  Push)  from 
Edinburgh  in  1768,  he  was  appointed  professor  of  chemistry, 
and  opened  in  the  fall  of  1769  the  first  course  of  lectures  in 
chemistry  in  a  medical  school  in  the  United  States.  A 
chair  of  materia  medica  and  pharmacy  was  not  installed 
before  1789. 

THE  FIRST  PHARMACEUTICAL  CURRICULUM. 

In  conformity  with  their  prototypes,  the  English  univer- 
sities and  medical  schools,  the  early  American  universities 
and  colleges  of  medicine  persistently  disregarded  the  educa- 
tion of  students  bent  more  upon  the  study  and  practice  of 
pharmacy  than  that  of  medicine.  Great  credit  is  due  to  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania  for  renewing  in  the  year  1819  the 
early  efforts  of  its  precursor,  the  "  College  of  Philadelphia," 
in  1765.  The  trustees  of  the  university  resolved  at  a  meet- 
ing held  on  August  3,  1819,  that  the  professor  of  materia 
medica  thenceforth  be  styled  "  Professor  of  Materia  Medica 
and  Pharmacy,"  and  that  the  teaching  of  the  pharmaceutical 


art  should  be  a  part  of  his  duties.  These  lectures  at  the 
medical  school  of  the  university  seem  to  have  been  well 
attended  by  pharmaceutical  students  in  the  winter  term  of 
1820  to  1821.  At  a  meeting  held  on  February  6,  1821,  the 
trustees  of  the  university  fixed  the  conditions  under  which 
the  degree  of  "Master  of  Pharmacy"  should  be  conferred 
upon  pharmacists  who  had  served  an  apprenticeship  of  at 
least  three  years  with  a  respectable  apothecary,  and  passed 
an  examination  before  the  professors  of  materia  medica, 
chemistry,  and  pharmacy.  But  for  obtaining  the  degree- 
thereafter  it  was  required  that  the  candidates  should  attend 
at  least  two  courses  of  lectures  on  chemistry,  materia  medica- 
and  pharmacy  in  the  university.  At  the  commencement,, 
April  5,  1821,  sixteen  candidates  received  the  degree. 

On  February  23,  1821,  a  local  organisation  of  pharmacists 
was  founded,  and  resolved  at  subsequent  meetings  to  esta- 
blish a  school  of  their  own,  to  be  managed  by  themselves, 
under  the  name  "  College  of  Apothecaries."  Two  medical 
lecturers,  Dr.  Samuel  Jackson  and  Dr.  Gerard  Troost,  of" 
Philadelphia,  were  engaged,  and  the  initial  course  of  lectures 
on  chemistry  and  materia  medica  was  delivered  during  the- 
winter  months  of  the  year  1821  to  1822.  The  school  was 
incorporated  as  the  "Philadelphia  College  of  Pharmacy"  on 
March  30,  1822.  Pharmaceutical  organisations  of  other 
cities  followed  suit  by  also  founding  colleges  of  pharmacy  -r 
of  these  the  older  ones  are  :  New  York  in  1829,  Baltimore  in 
1841,  Chicago  in  1859,  Boston  in  1868,  Cincinnati  in  1870, 
St.  Louis  and  Louisville  in  1871,  San  Francisco  in  1872,  and* 
Washington,  D.C.,  in  1873.  The  service  of  pharmaceutical 
instructors,  and  the  introduction  of  experimental  and  opera- 
tive courses  in  pharmacy  and  pharmaceutical  chemistry 
could  not  be  secured  before  the  year  1841  in  the  Maryland, 
1846  in  the  Philadelphia,  and  1861  in  the  New  York  College. 

Drugs  of  poor  quality  were  common  in  the  country,  and 
endeavours  were  made  by  legislation  to  improve  matters, 
with  little  success ;  but  the  failure  of  the  drug-law  induced 
pharmacists  to  take  united  action,  which  resulted  in 

THE  FORMATION  OF  THE  AMERICAN  PHARMACEUTICAL 
ASSOCIATION. 

In  August,  1851,  the  College  of  Pharmacy  of  New  York 
issued  an  invitation  to  the  Colleges  of  Pharmacy  at  Phila- 
delphia and  Boston  to  hold  a  Conference  of  delegates  for  the- 
consideration  and  adoption  of  measures  and  standards  more 
suitable  and  efficient  than  the  prevailing  ones,  for  the- 
guidance  of  the  drug-examiners  at  the  ports  of  entry  where- 
by their  action  might  be  rendered  more  uniform,  exacting, 
and  reliable,  as  well  as  to  consider  expedients  calculated  to 
elevate  the  profession  and  promote  its  interests  throughout 
the  country.  Pursuant  to  this  call,  delegates  from  each  of 
the  three  Colleges  of  Pharmacy  convened  at  the  rooms  of  the 
New  York  College'on  October  15  and  16, 1851.  The  Convention 
considered  the  law  of  1846,  relating  to  the  inspection  and 
passage  of  drugs  at  the  Custom-houses,  ample  enough  in  its- 
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general  provisions  in  guarding  the  admission  of  drugs,  medi- 
cinal substances  and  preparations,  but  declared  that  its 
useful  working  depended  mainly  on  the  integrity  and  ability 
of  the  examiners,  and  urged  that  the  greatest  care  should  be 
exercised  in  selecting  competent  men.  It  was  also  resolved 
that  a  convention  be  called,  consisting  of  three  delegates 
each  from  all  pharmaceutical  organisations,  in  the  following 
year.  This  was  held  in  the  rooms  of  the  Philadelphia 
College  of  Pharmacy  on  October  6,  7,  and  8,  1852.  It  con- 
sisted of  delegates  of  the  Colleges  of  Pharmacy  from  Phila- 
delphia, New  York,  Boston,  Baltimore,  and  Cincinnati ;  from 
the  Richmond  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  of  representative 
pharmacists  from  Connecticut  and  San  Francisco — in  all 
about  twenty-four  participants.  On  October  7  a  permanent 
organisation,  under  the  title  "  The  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association,"  was  effected. 

PROGRESS  OF  THE  ASSOCIATION. 

The  first  ten  years  of  the  Association  may  be  considered  a 
period  of  organisation  and  consolidation.  During  the  war 
tihe  Convention  of  1861  was  the  only  one  missed,  and  although 
peace  was  not  restored  before  the  year  1865,  the  regular 
annual  meeting  of  1862  was  held  in  Philadelphia.  The 
Association  has  ever  since  proceeded  along  the  well-designed 
lines  of  its  founders.  Every  decade  of  its  onward  march  has 
given  added  worth  and  importance  to  this  national  union. 
The  annual  conventions  were  attended,  at  its  initial  meetings, 
in  1852  by  twenty-one,  in  1853  by  twenty-eight,  and  in  1860 
by  111  members.  The  maximum  'attendance  thus  far  was 
reached  in  the  Centennial  year,  187b,  in  Philadelphia,  with 
a  presence  of  372  members  ;  at  the  meeting  held  during  the 
World's  Fair,  in  Chicago,  111.,  in  1893,  there  were  286,  and 
in  1901,  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  201  delegates  and  members  were 
in  attendance.  The  Association  has  met  in  most  sections  of 
the  country,  from  Boston  and  Old  Point  Comfort  in  the  east 
to  Denver  and  San  Francisco  in  the  west,  and  from  Montreal, 
Toronto,  and  Lake  Minnetonka  in  the  north  to  Atlanta  and 
New  Orleans  in  the  south.  The  initial  issues  of  the 
Proceedings  of  the  A  merican  Pharmaceutical  Association  were 
pamphlets,  that  of  the  year  1852  comprising  thirty-two  pages. 
By  1858  a  volume  of  488  pages  was  attained,  and  in  1894 
the  maximum  of  1,394  pages  was  reached. 

Having  spoken  of  the  difficulties  of  pharmaceutical  educa- 
tion in  the  United  States  and  the  organisation  of  pharma- 
ceutical State  associations  which,  commencing  in  the  State 


of  New  Jersey  in  the  year  18/1,  have  since  been  formed  in 
most  or  all  States  of  the  Union,  Dr.  Hoffmann  referred  to 

THE  FUTURE. 

A  retrospect  of  work  accomplished  and  of  success  realised 
in  the  course  of  half  a  century  naturally  leads,  he  said,  to  a 
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cursory  outlook  into  the  future.  The  fact  cannot  be  passed 
by  that  the  art  of  traditional  pharmacy  has  undergone  a 
sweeping  change  in  recent  years,  and  has  suffered  a  dis- 
placement of  its  original  essential  functions,  brought  about 
by  the  prodigious  advance  in  the  kindred  sciences  and  arts, 
by  specialisation  in  most  domains  of  application,  by  more 
rational  and  restrictive  methods  of  medication,  and  by  the 
ascendency  and  validity  of  pharmaceutical  manufacturing 
industries  abolishing  the  apothecaries'  laboratory  of  old,  and 
relegating  the  pharmacist  more  and  more  to  the  position  of 
a  purveyor  and  dispenser  of  the  ready-made  products  of  the 
manufacturer.  The  pharmacist  individually  is  powerless  in 
this  untoward  drift  of  his  once  integral  and  iixed  sphere  of 
application.  All  recent  experimental  efforts  for  an  ameliora- 
tion of  excessive  overcrowding  and  competition,  and  con- 
sequent trade  decadence,  by  presumptively  protective  trade 
unions,  and  various  more  or  less  Utopian  vagaries  for 
checking  the  wheels  of  industrial  and  economic  progress, 
will  continue  to  prove  unavailing.  Remaining  abreast  of  the 
general  professional  and  industrial  progress,  cultivating 
proficiency  and  integrity  within  the  profession,  continuing 
in  harmonious  contact  with  the  co-ordinate  medical  and 
sanitary  advance,  and  in  friendly  relations  with  the  medical 
profession,  sustaining  the  usefulness  to  and  the  respect  and 
the  confidence  of  the  community,  strengthening  the  spirit 
of  solidarity  and  common  aims  and  interests  among  the 
fraternity,  and  standing  united  under  the  flag  of  the 
National  Association,  may  prove  the  redeeming  expedients 
for  the  salvation  and  unimpaired  stability  of  American 
pharmacy  in  all  phases  of  professional  and  trade  fluctuations. 

Following  Dr.  Hoffmann's  paper  came  a  most  interesting 
contribution  on 

The  Advance  in  Pharmaceutical  Manufactures 
during  the  past  fifty  years. 

By  Wm.  Jay  Schieffelin,  Ph.D. 

Dr.  Schieffelin  is  an  active  partner  of  Schieffelin  &  Co., 
and  prefaced  his  paper  by  saying  that  he  was  of  the  fifth 
generation  in  straight  line  who  had  been  in  the  drug-business 
in  New  York.  In  their  scale  of  operations,  in  the  use  of 
machinery,  and  in  the  variety  of  their  products,  pharma- 
ceutical manufactures  have  developed  more  during  the  past 
fifty  years  than  through  all  the  preceding  centuries,  said  Dr. 
Schieffelin.  In  1852,  when  the  medical  world  was  emerging 
from  the  jalap  and  calomel  age,  the  pharmacist  made  his 
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own  galenicals,  pills,  and  elixirs,  and  bought  the  crude  drugs. 
Most  of  the  manufactured  products  purchased  by  him  came 
under  the  class  of  heavy  chemicals,  and  were  of  mineral 
origin.  Besides  the  common  acids,  alkalies,  alum,  and 
sulphur,  the  list  included  the  mercurials,  lunar  caustic, 
arsenic  and  powder  of  Algaroth,  sugar  of  lead,  sulphate  of 
zinc,  magnesia,  bromide  and  iodide  of  potash,  and 
Labarraque's  solution.  Alkaloids  and  organic  compounds 
were  few,  and  were  used  in  very  limited  quantity.  Morphine 
and  quinine,  chloroform,  alcohol,  ether,  and  collodion,  besides 
acetic,  tartaric,  and  oxalic  acids,  were  the  chief  ones.  Dr. 
Schieffelin  proceeded  to  speak  of  the  effect  of  the  Civil  War 
upon  American  pharmacy,  and  of  how  Dr.  Squibb  established 
his  laboratory  so  as  to  produce  the  large  quantities  of 
extracts,  &c,  then  required.  Other  factors  which  have 
minimised  retail  manufacture  were  also  dealt  with,  as  well 
as  the  introduction  of  new  forms  of  medication.  Thus,  in 
1857  a  paper  was  read  before  the  Association  describing 
gelatin  capsules,  sugar-coated  pills,  cod-liver-oil  emulsion, 
and  mentioning  the  effervescing  salts  which  Mr.  Maisch  had 
described  the  year  before.  In  1885  the  synthetic  remedies 
were  introduced  from  Germany.  He  noted  that  only  "  fake  " 
synthetics  are  made  in  U.S.A.,  but  showed  that  the  manu- 
facture of  some  chemicals  there  is  increasing.  Ethyl  nitrite 
is  now  made  in  several  American  laboratories,  and  its  con- 
sumption approaches  40,000  lbs.  a  year.  The  makers  of 
essential  oils  also  manufacture  synthetic  perfumes  and 
flavourings,  such  as  vanillin,  coumarin,  saccharin,  ionone, 
and  heliotropin.  He  touched  upon  modern  pharmaceutical 
machinery,  and  said  perhaps  the  two  greatest  aids  to 
manufacturing  pharmacy  are  vacuum  distillation  and  centri- 
fugal extraction  ;  the  latter  has  only  come  into  general  use 
in  this  country  during  the  past  fifteen  years.  Having 
touched  upon  several  other  innovations  of  the  past  fifty  years, 
Dr.  Schieffelin  finally  referred  to  chemicals  that  are  rapidly 
becoming  peculiarly  American,  and  stated  that  several 
manufacturers  have  undertaken  the  manufacture  of  lithia 
from  its  minerals  (lepidolite  from  California  and  spodumene 
from  Dakota),  with  the  result  that  the  price  has  fallen  in  two 
years  from  $3.30  to  $1.30  per  lb.,  because  the  capacity  of 
the  plants  is  perhaps  double  the  consumption,  which  is  about 
60,000  lbs.  a  year. 

After  a  short  paper  by  Professor  John  Uri  Lloyd,  Ph.M., 
Ph.D.,  entitled  "  Our  Centennial,"  which  was  of  the  nature 
of  a  forecast,  Professor  Albert  E.  Ebert,  Ph.M.,  delivered  an 
address  on 

The  Father  of  American  Pharmacy — William 
Procter,  jun. 

Professor  Ebert  is  one  of  the  veterans,  and  his  deep 
veneration  for  his  departed  friend  was  very  evident.  Pro- 
fessor William  Procter,  jun.,  was  born  in  Baltimore,  Md.,  on 
May  3,  1817,  and  died  at  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  on  February  9, 
1874.  With  but  a  limited  education,  yet  by  hard  and  un- 
remitting labour  and  study,  he  placed  himself  in  the  front 
rank  of  American  scholars.  From  the  day  of  his  graduation 
from  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Pharmacy  in  1837  his  life 
seemed  to  be  devoted  wholly  to  the  interests  of  the  pro- 
fession. When  he  became  a  professor  in  the  college,  he 
founded  the  course  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  pharmacy. 
His  contributions  to  the  literature  of  pharmacy  have  been 
greater  than  those  of  any  other  American  :  for  more  than  a 
score  of  years  he  was  editor  of  the  American  Journal  of 
Pharmacy.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Society  of  Friends. 
The  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  was  the  offspring 
of  Procter's  able  and  versatile  mind.  In  October,  1851,  Pro- 
fessor Procter,  with  Charles  Ellis  and  Alfred  B.  Taylor,  went 
as  a  delegate  to  the  meeting  in  New  York  to  consider  a  law 
relating  to  the  inspection  of  drugs  at  the  Custom  House. 
At  this  gathering  was  born  the  idea  of  a  national  associa- 
tion, and  Professor  Procter  was  among  the  first  to  grasp  the 
true  scope  and  utility  of  the  idea.  From  this  time  until  the 
time  of  his  death,  by  voice  and  pen  he  contributed  to  the 
strength  of  the  Association:  Professor  Ebert  referred  to 
the  visit  to  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  in  Dundee, 
in  1867,  which  he  made  at  the  special  request  of  Pro- 
fessor Procter  (the  two  were  in  Germany  together)  ;  also  to 
other  incidents  in  his  career  ;  and  concluded  by  supporting 
the  suggestion  to  perpetuate  his  dead  friend's  memory  by 
means  of  a  Procter  medal. 

After  a  paper  by  Professor  Jos.  L.  Lemberger,  Ph.M., 


Lebanon,  Pa.,  entitled  "  The  Status  and  Landmarks  of 
American  Pharmacy  during  Fifty  Years,"  the  following 
resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  : — 

Resolved — That  the  Secretary  be  requested  to  express  to  Dr. 
Frederick  Hoffmann  the  sincere  regret  that  the  American  Phar- 
maceutical Association  feels  at  his  absence  from  the  fiftieth  anni- 
versary meeting,  its  earnest  hope  that  his  health  may  be  speedily 
restored,  and  its  hearty  thanks  for  the  valuable  paper  he  con- 
tributed. 

Resolutions  of  thanks  to  the  trustees  of  the  College  for 
their  kindness  in  receiving  the  Association,  and  for  the  ade- 
quate arrangements  made  by  them  for  the  comfortable  con- 
duct of  the  meeting,  followed,  and  brought  this  memorable 
session  to  a  close.  Many  of  the  visitors  took  advantage  of 
the  invitation  of  the  trustees  to  inspect  the  College  after 
the  meeting. 

The  Banquet. 

In  view  of  the  jubilee,  special  efforts  were  put  forth  by 
the  committee  to  make  the  banquet  in  every  way  worthy  of 
the  occasion,  and  right 
well  they  succeeded. 
Between  350  and  400 
gentlemen  presented 
themselves  at  the  Horti- 
cultural Hall  as  the  time 
for  dinner  (7  p.m.)  drew 
near,  and  the  handsome 
foyer  and  staircase  of 
this  ideal  dining-hall 
was  crowded  with  jolly 
pharmacists  all  bent  on 
having  a  good  time.  The 
seductive  and  delightful 
cocktail  was  served  in 
the  foyer  to  the  ac- 
companiment of  music 
provided  by  a  large 
orchestra.  The  tables 
presented  that  charming 
combination  of  flowers 
and  electric  lights,  in  the  arrangement

fleeted  great  credit  upon  the  gastronomic  education  of  the

During  the  banquet  the  music  of  the  orchestra  was  alter- 
nated with  that  of  a  mandolin  sextette  and  some  excellent 
songs.  Professor  Jos.  P.  Remington  fulfilled  the  duties  of 
chairman  and  toast-master  in  a  most  able  manner,  and  the 
eloquence  of  the  speakers  kept  the  gathering  together  until 
past  midnight. 

While  the  gentlemen  were  banqueting  the  ladies  were  not 
forgotten.  They  were  escorted  to  a  theatre  by  a  sub-com- 
mittee, and  afterwards  to  supper  at  the  Hotel  Walton. 

Exhibition. 

The  committee  on  exhibitions,  under  the  chairmanship  of 
Mr.  T.  P.  Cook,  of  New  York,  had  organised  a  capital  ex- 
hibition in  the  Horticultural  Hall,  a  commodious  building 
almost  opposite  the  Hotel  Walton.  The  most  interesting 
feature  of  this  was  a  collection  of  historical  objects  illustra- 
ting the  advance  in  pharmacy.  It  was  divided  into  three 
sections  : — 

A.  Relics,  Souvenirs,  Curios,  Antiques,  Old  Drugs,  Rare 
Chemicals  and  Preparations,  Apparatus,  Fixtures. 
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B.  Books  illustrating  the  advance  in  the  Sciences  relating  to 
Pharmacy,  Diplomas,  Certificates,  Portraits  of  Distinguished 
Pharmacists,  Manuscripts,  Letters,  Tickets,  &c. 

C.  Ye  Old  Apothecary. — Portions  of  a  Philadelphia  Drug-store 
in  the  early  part  of  the  Nineteenth  Century. 

In  Section  A  was  an  ancient  sign  used  by  a  druggist,  Mr. 
Speakman,  in  Philadelphia,  in  1750,  and  some  curious  old 
oils,  including  polecat  oil  used  in  1780.  Old  proprietary 
medicines  and  toilet-preparations  were  exhibited  from  the 
celebrated  Heinitsh  pharmacy  at  Lancaster,  Pa.,  one  of  the 
oldest  in  the  country,  which  has  been  owned  by  the  same 
family  since  1780.  A  deadly  looking  tooth-hook  used  in 
1840  reminded  one  of  the  days  when  the  pharmacist  was 
permitted  to  practise  dentistry  without  let  or  hindrance. 
In  documents  the  exhibition  was  of  considerable  interest,  as 
also  in  portraits  and  photographs  of  eminent  American  phar- 
macists. The  trade-exhibits  were  well  displayed,  the  follow- 
ing firms  being  amongst  those  represented :  Messrs.  H.  K. 
Mulford  &  Co.,  Philadelphia,  Pa. ;  Smith,  Kline  &  French, 
Philadelphia,  Pa. ;  Hance  Brothers  &  White,  Philadelphia 
Pa.  ;  Sharpe  &  Dohme,  Baltimore,  Md. ;  Merck  &  Co.,  New 
York    and  McKesson  &  Robbing,  New  York. 


Undent  pbarmacp  anfc  lpbarmactes.

DEVELOPMENT  in  modern  pharmacy  is  proceeding  so 
rapidly  that  unless  efforts  are  made  to  place  the 
methods  of  our  ancestors  on  record  their  ways  of  working 
will  soon  have  been  lost  in  oblivion.  The  chemist  of 
to-day  has  to  face  a  totally  different  phase  in  his  calling ; 
things  are  so  changed  that  it  will  soon  be  essential  that  he 
should  possess  a  special  training  as  a  salesman  apart  from 
the  ordinary  routine  of  pharmacy.  Up-to-date  pharmacy 
requires  luxurious  fittings,  and  in  my  travels  I  have  noticed 
many  an  old  shop  in  process  of  transformation.  A  well-fitted 
shop-window  is  required  now,  mirror,  back  and  electric  lights, 
enabling  a  good  array  of  one's  own  proprietaries  to  be  shown. 
I  have  never  met  a  chemist  who  was  dissatisfied  after  he 
had  spent  money  freely  on  window-fittings;  it  is  always 
looked  on  as  a  sound  business  investment.  A  window-show 
was  not  a  necessity  a  century  ago,  when  competition  was  not 


so  keen — pharmacies  could  adopt  an  easy,  go-as-you-please 
manner,  and  the  goods  sold  bore  quite  respectable  profits. 

The  labels  reproduced,  really  works  of  art,  are  some  interest- 
ing specimens  which  were  given  me  by  Mr.  R.  Hine,  chemist, 


Beaminster.  The  business  was  opened  by  Mr.  R.  Hine  in 
1790,  his  son  R.  Hine  succeeding,  whilst  his  grandson,  also 
Richard  Hine,  is  now  the  owner.    The  pretty  little  Dorset 


town  is  even  to-day  free  from  the  turmoils  of  a  railway,  and 
Mr.  Hine's  goods  are  delivered  by  carrier. 

In  this  quaint  shop  a  collection  of  beautiful  old  blue  delft 
jars  shows  what  was  required  in  high-class  pharmacy  of 
more  than  a  hundred  years  ago.  The  names  on  the  jars 
shown  in  the  accompanying  photograph  are  appenrbd  : —

There  is  not  much  difficulty  in  deciphering  the  names  on  the 
jars.  S.  stands  for  syrupus,  T.  for  trochisci,  and  P.  for 
pulvis.    Alhandal  is  the  old  name  for  colocynth. 

In  the  corner  of  the,  shop  there  is  an  old  bell-metai 
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mortar,  on  which  is  the  date  1704.  The  mortar  is  mounted 
on  a  heavy  wooden  •  [stand,  which,  with  the  long- 
handled  pestle  reaching  to 
the  ceiling,  has  probably 
occupied  the  same  position 
ever  since  the  pharmacy  was 
opened. 

The  journey  by  coach  from 
Beaminster  to  Bridport  is  a 
most  pleasant  experience. 
At  Bridport  one  cannot  help 
noticing  the  very  old  shop 
occupied  by  Mr.  J.  Beach. 
The  photograph  which  is  re- 
produced below  shows  very 
well  the  wide  gulf  between 
he  old  and  the  new  idea 
of  shop-windows.  This  old 
shop  is  some  centuries  old,  and  at  the  time  of 
Charles  II.  was  an  inn,  at  which,  ti-adition  says,  the 
King  stayed  for  one  night  when  he  was  flying  from  the 
Soundheads.  At  the  Restoration  Charles  II.  presented  the 
landlady  with  a  large  oil-painting  in  acknowledgment  of 


purest  and  clearest  water  obtainable  in  the  neighbourhood. 
Charles  Kingsley,  writing  on  May  26,  1863,  from  the  White 
Hart  Hotel  across  the  road,  speaks  of  it  in  the  following 
terms : — "  Opposite  me,  again,  across  a  street  rather  wider 
than  the  room  is  a  chemist-shop  which  is  also  a  post-office. 
How  greatly  and  gracefully  here  the  new  invades  the  old 
without  dispossessing  or  confusing  it !  "  It  may  be  remarked, 

:  also,  that  at  this  same  inn  in  1832  Cardinal  Newman  wrote 
the  verses  "  Guardian  Angels,"  when  on  his  way  by  coach 

i  from  London  to  Falmouth.  It  was  on  the  voyage  from 
Palermo  to  Marseilles,  which  followed,  that  he  wrote  the 
popular  hymn,  l;  Lead,  Kindly  Light." 

The  two  storeys  of  which  the  pharmacy  is  made  up  are 
rather  lower  than  one  of  an  average  London  house,  so  that 
tall  people  were  evidently  not  in  the  mind  of  the  architect 
who  designed  the  place.  There  is,  however,  a  fine  gable-end 
to  the  street,  with  quaint  dormer  windows.  The  shop- 
windows  contain  a  dozen  bottles  which  are  quite  a  hundred 
years  old.  I  may  add  that  Mr.  J.  Todd,  the  present  pro- 
prietor, is  anything  but  ancient  in  his  ideas ;  his  pharmacy 
is  kept  very  much  in  touch  with  everything  new. 

The  last  illustration  is  of  some  old  stock-bottles,  in  the 
possession  of  Mr.  Halstead,  Shepton  Mallet.  The  symbols 
on  them  are  worthy  of  study,  the  method  of  labelling  being 


her  help  when  he  was  in  peril.  The  painting  is  still  in  the 
house,  having  been  bought  with  the  property  by  each  suc- 
ceeding owner  since.  The  picture  measures  5  feet  9  inches 
by  4  feet  4  inches,  and  represents  the  wife,  daughter,  and 
two  sons  of  Charles  I.  The  business  was  founded  by  Dr. 
Roberts  in  1788,  and  in  1834  was  taken  over  by  Messrs. 
Beach  &  Barnicott,  under  which  name  it  was  carred  on  till 
1862,  when  the  death  of  Mr.  Barnicott  left  Mr.  J.  Beach  the 
sole  proprietor. 

Whitchurch,  in  Hampshire,  boasts  of  a  very  old-fashioned 
chemist's  shop  which  has  been  in  existence  for  two  or  three 
centuries — the  title-deeds  of  the  premises  go  back  four 
hundred  years.  Charles.  1 1,  slept  at  the  Old  Rectory,  Whit- 
church, the  two  nights  previous  to  the  battle  of  Newbury, 
dining  at  the  Town  Hall,  just  below  the  chemist's  shop, 
where  he  probably  sent  for  a  pick-me-up  in  the  morning. 
In  the  kitchen  of  the  premises  there  is  an  ancient  pump — a 
square  wooden  one,  perhaps  three  hundred  years  old — which 
pumps  from  a  well  below  the  kitchen-floor  some  of  the 


a  pleasant  variation  to  the  shield-labels  so  much  used  now. 
It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  for  the  most  part  the 
symbols  are  meaningless.  The  first  on  the  top  row  left-hand 
side  is  probably  the  recipe  sign  ;  the  third  on  the  same  row 
is  the  symbol  for  mercury  ;  a  triangle  with  its  base  upwards 
stood  for  water,  the  other  way  up  it  implied  fire.  No  doubt 
the  Editor  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  would  supply  a 
correct  list  of  symbols  to  anyone  who  thinks  of  adopting 
this  picturesque  method  of  labelling  his  bottles. 
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
